Ordinance  No.  13  of  1892. 

An  Ordinance  for  better  regulating  Towns  and  promoting 
the  Public  Health.*  [4th  November,  1892. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

I.  Preliminary. 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ^^  The  Towns  Ordi-  short  title, 
nance,  1892." 

2.  In   this  Ordinance,    unless  the    context  otherwise  Definitions, 
requires, —

"Street"  includes  any  public  way,  alley  or  passage, 

(whether  a  thoroughfare  or  not,)  the  sea-beach, 

and  any  open  space ; 
"  Town "  means  any  place  to  which  this  Ordinance 

for  the  time  being  applies. 

3. — (1.)   This    Ordinance    applies    to    the    following  ApjoHcation 

places:—  of  Ordinance.

(2.)  The  Governor  in  Council — 

(a)  May  from  time  to  time  order  that  this  Ordinance, 
as  respects  the  whole  or  any  one  or  more  of  its 
provisions,  shall,  from  a  date  mentioned  in  his 
Order,  apply  to  any  town  or  place,  or  part 
thereof,  within  the  Oolony,  or  be  suspended,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  in  any  town  or  place,  or  part 
thereof,  named  in  this  section  or  to  which  it 
may  have  been  so  ordered  to  apply ;  and  there- 
upon the  Ordinance  shaU  be  applied  or  suspended 
in  whole  or  in  part,  as  the  case  may  be,  accord- 
ing as  may  be  directed  by  such  Order  ;* 

(h)  May  by  any  such  Order  define,  for  the  purposes  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  boundaries  of  any  town  or 
place  to  which  the  same,  or  part  thereof,  may 
be  applied ;  and 

(c)  May  from  time  to  time  revoke  or  alter  any  such 
Order.

II.  Regulation  of  Streets  and  Buildings. 

4.  All  streets  shall  be  imder  the  immediate  supervision 
of  the  Director  of  Works,  who  may  from  time  to  time  cause 
any  street  to  be  levelled,  drained,  altered  and  repaired  as 
occasion  may  require.

6.  Whenever  the  Director  of  Works  shall  require  materials  Power  to 
for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  street,  bndge  or  drain,  fort^te, 
and  the  same  are  obtainable  from  any  unoccupied  land  in  ^^  ^^ 
or  near  to  any  town,  he  or  any  person  authorised  by  him 
may  enter  upon  and  take  from  such  land  such  materials  as 
may  be  required,  without  compensation  being  made  therefor 
to  any  person. 

7. — (1.)  When  any  house  or  building  situated  in  any  Power  to 
street,  or  the  front  thereof,  has  been  taken  or  has  fallen  S^ding.^ 
down,  the  Director  of  Works  may  prescribe  the  line  in  which 
any  house  or  building,  or  the  front  thereof,  to  be  built  or 
rebuilt  in  the  same  situation,  shall  be  erected,  and  such 
house  or  building  or  the  front  thereof  shall  not  be  erected 
except  in  accordance  therewith. 

(2.)  The  Director  of  Works  shall  pay  or  tender  compensa-  S***"?®"^" 
tion  to  the  owner  or  other  person  immediately  interested  in  owners, 
such  house  or  building,  for  any  loss  or  damage  he  may 
sustain  in  consequence  of  its  being  set  back  or  forward. 

8. — (1.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  without  the  permission  of  Bmidings 
the  Governor  to  erect  any  house,  bmlding,  wall  or  fence  ^^^f^^ 
upon  or  adjoining  any  street;  nor  to  extend,  make  any  addi-  encroaJjh- 
tion  to  or  bring  forward  any  house,  bmlding,  wall  or  fence  JJ^.^^ 
adjoining  any  street,  or  any  part  or  outbuilding  of  any  such 
house  or  building,  so  as  to  encroach  upon  any  street ;  nor 
to  alter  the  height,  width,  or  level  of  any  paved  or  other 
footway  in  any  street ;  nor  to  stop  up,  oivert,  enclose,  or 
permanently  obstruct,  or  cultivate,  or  otherwise  turn  to 
any  private  use,  any  street  or  any  part  thereof. 

(2/)  Any  person  offending  against  this  section  shall  be  Penalty  for 
liable  to  a  fine  of  forty  shillings  for  every  day  during  which  ttoaeotion. 
the  offence  is  continued  after  notice  from  the  Director  of 
Works ;  and  shall,  on  being  required  so  to  do  by  the  Director 
of  Works,  remove  any  such  erection,  obstruction  or  encroach- 
ment as  aforesaid,  and^  so  far  as  may  be,  put  such  street  in 
the  same  condition  in  which  it  was  before  the  offence  was 
committed;  and  shall  commence  to  execute  the  required 
work  within  sev^i  days  after  such  requiremtent,  and  shall 
complete  it  as  speedily  as  the  nature  of  the  work  admits  ^ 
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otherwise  the  Director  of  Works  may  execute  the  work  and 
recover  the  expense  of  so  doing  as  provided  by  section  12. 

9.  The  Director  of  Works  may  give  notice  to  the  occupier 
or  owner  of  any  house  or  building  to  remove  or  alter  any 
porch,  shed,  veranda,  projecting  window,  step,  pavement, 
sign  post,  show  board,  or  any  other  obstruction  or  projection 
erected  against  or  in  front  of  such  house  or  building  whilst 
the  same  has  been  within  the  operation  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  which  is  an  obstruction  to  the  safe  and  convenient 
passage  along  any  street ;  and  such  occupier  or  owner  shall, 
within  fourteen  days  after  the  service  of  such  notice  upon 
him,  remove  such  obstruction  or  alter  the  same  in  such 
manner  as  shall  have  been  directed  by  the  Director  of  Works, 
and  in  default  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  forty 
shillings,  and  the  Director  of  Works  may  then  remove  such 
obstruction  or  projection,  and  recover  the  expense  of  doing 
so  as  provided  by  section  12.  If  the  obstruction  or  projec- 
tion was  not  made  by  the  occupier  and  is  removed  by  him, 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  deduct  the  expense  of  such  removal 
from  the  rent  payable  by  him  to  the  owner  of  the  house  or 
building. 

10. — (1.)  The  Director  of  Works  may  regulate — * 

(a.)  The  level,  width,  and  construction  of  new  streets ; 
(b.)  The  materials  and  structure  of  foundations  and 

walls  and  roofs  of  new  buildings  for  securing 

stability  and  preventing  fire ; 
(c.)  The  spaces  to  be  left  unbuilt  around  buildings  to 

secure  free  ventilation ; 
(rf.)  The  water  courses  of  streets  and  the  drainage  of 

buildings; 
(e.)  The  form  and  structure  and  height  from  the  groimd 

of  the  roofs  or  buildings  where  covered  with 

thatch  or  other  inflammable  materials. 

Mode  of  (2.)  Such  regulations  may  be  made  either  by  general 

Sfci^  ^^'  ^^s  and  instructions  made  by  the  Director  of  W  orks  with 

the  approval  of  the  Gl-ovemor  and  published  in  the  Gazette, 

or  by  particular  instructions  conveyed  by  the  Director  of 

Works  to  the  persons  concerned.

11.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  the  re-erecting  what  to  be 
of  any  building  taken  or  fallen  down  to  or  below  the  top  ^^^^  ^^ 
of  the  ground  floor,  or  of  any  frame  building  of  which  only 

the  framework  is  left  down  to  the  top  of  the  ground  floor, 
or  the  conversion  into  a  dwelling  house  of  any  building  not 
originally  constructed  for  human  habitation,  shall  be  con- 
sidered tne  erection  of  a  new  building. 

12.  Where  the  Director  of  Works  incurs  expense  in  Recovery  of 
removing  or  altering  any  building,  wall,  fence,  or  other  ^^p^'^^- 
thing,  or  any  part  thereof,  erected  or  done  contrary  to 

this  Ordinance  or  to  any  regulation  or  direction  maae  or 
given  in  pursuance  of  this  Ordinance,  he  may  take  one  or 
both  of  the  following  courses : — 

{a)  Recover  the  expense  as  a  debt  from  the  person  wlio 
did  or  caused  to  be  done  the  work  removed  or 
altered,  or  who  failed  to  cause  the  required 
alteration  to  be  made,  or  from  the  occupier  or 
owner  of  this  premises ; 

[b)  Sell  the  materials  and  apply  the  proceeds  in  pay- 
ment of  the  expense,  paying  the  balance,  if 
any,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  balance  men- 
tioned in  sub-section  (3)  of  section  13  is  pay- 
able under  that  section. 

III.  Dangerous  Buildings. 

13. — (1.)  If  any  building  or  wall  or  anything  affixed  Power  to 
thereon  is  deemed  by  the  Director  of  Works  to  be  ruinous  o^^gOTo^ 
or  dangerous  to  passengers,  or  to  the  occupiers  of  such  bmidinj^sand 
building  or  of  neighbouring  buildings,  he  may  take  such  o^^^^d 
measures  as  he  thinks  necessary  by  fencing  or  otherwise  o<»Tipier  to

lor  the  protection  of  passengers,  and  may  cause  notice  to 
be  given  to  the  owner  of  such  building  or  wall,  if  he  is 
known  and  resident  in  or  within  one  day's  journey  from 
the  town  where  it  is  situated,  and  also  the  occupier,  if  any, 
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Power  to 
take  them 
down,  &o. 


reqniripg  such  owner  or  occupier  forthwith  to  take  down, 
secure,  or  repair  such  building,  wall,  or  other  thing. 

(2.)  If  such  owner  or  occupier  do  not  begin  to  take  down, 
secure,  or  repair  the  same  within  four  days  after  service  of 
such  notice,  and  complete  the  work  as  speedily  as  the  nature 
of  the  case  admits,  or  if  no  owner  or  occupier  is  found,  the 
Director  of  Works  may,  subject  to  any  order  of  the  Governor, 
cause  such  building,  wall,  or  other  tmng,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  shall  be  in  a  ruinous  or  dangerous  condition,  to  be  taken 
down,  and  may  rebuild  or  repair  the  same  ;  and  all  the 
expenses  of  protecting  passengers,  and  of  taking  down, 
rebuilding  or  repairing  such  bmlding,  wall,  or  other  thing, 
shall  be  a  debt  due  by  the  owner  thereof  to  the  Director 
of  Works,  and  be  recoverable  in  like  manner  as  any  other 
debt  may  be  recovered. 

(3.)  If  no  owner  shall  be  found  within  the  said  limits,  or 
matermis  and  appear  and  pay  such  expenses  within  six  months  after  the 
^^^|.  ^     completion  of  such  rebuilding  or  repairs,  the  Director  of 
oxpenaea.        Works  may  cause  the  building  or  wall  and  the  materials 
and  site  thereof  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  sold  by  pubKc 
auction,  and  apply  the  proceeds  in  defraying  the  said 
expenses,  and  pay  the  balance,  if  any,  to  the  owner,  if  he 
shall  establish  his  claim  thereto  within  twelve  months  after 
the  date  of  such  sale,  failing  which,  such  balance  shall  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury  and  become  part  of  the  public 
revenue.

IV.  Enclosure  op  Tovra  Lands. 

14. — (1.)  Every  occupier  of  any  land  within  a  town,  or 
the  owner  thereof  if  it  is  unoccupied,  shall  fence  it  with 
such  fence  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Director  of  Works 
shall  approve,  and  shall  at  all  times  maintain  such  fence 
in  good  repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Director  of 
Woiis. 

(2.)  Every  occupier  or  owner  who  makes  default  in 
commencing  to  make  or  repair  such  fence  after  fourteen 
days'  notice  from  the  Director  of  Works,  or  does  not  com- 
plete such  fence  or  the  repairs  thereof  as  speedily  as  the 
nature  of  the  work  admits,  shall  be  Kable  to  a  fine  of 
ten  shillings  and  to  a  further  fine  of  two  shillings  for 
every  day  during  which  such  default  continues  after  con- 
viction. 
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15-  The  Director  of  Works  may,  after  ten  days'  notice  Live  fences  to 
to  the  occupier  of  the  land,  or  to  the  owner  thereof  if  it  is  ^  trimmed, 
unoccupied,  or  without  notice  in  case  no  owner  or  occupier 
is  found  in  ot  within  one  day's  journey  from  the  town 
where  it  is  situated,  cause  any  tree  or  live  fence  to  be 
cropped  of  superfluous  brancnes  or  of  branches  which 
interfere  with  the  traffic  along  any  street,  and  may  recover 
the  expense  of  doing  so  as  provided  by  section  12. 

V.  Open  Spaces, 

16. — (1.)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  without  the  permission  Open  space 
of  the  Governor  to  erect  any  house,  building,  wall  or  fence  baiit*o^&c., 
upon,  or  to  fence  or  enclose  or  permanently  obstruct  or  J!i^^^** , 
cultivate  or  turn  to  any  private  use,  any  open  space  or  any  perJ^aL! 
part  thereof,  whether  it  is  private  property  or  not,  and 
whether  it  is  so  declared  or  not. 

(2.)  The  certificate  of  the  Director  of  Works  that  any  Certiecate  of 
land  within  a  town  is  an  open  sjjace  shall  be  conclusive  ^^^t^^jf^ 
evidence  of  the  fact  therein  stated  in  any  legal  proceedings  land  is  an 
without  proof  of  the  signature,  unless  the  Court  sees  reason  ^^§^^. 
to  doubt  its  genuineness. 

17. — (1.)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  at  any  time  Governor  in 
direct  that  any  unoccupied  land  around  or  adjacent  to  any  ^^^^ 
town  shall  be  declared  an  open  space ;  and  after  the  pubh-  spaces  a^a^

The  Director  of  Works  may  cause  the  houses  and 
buildings  in  any  town  to  be  numbered,  and  may  cause  the 
numbers  to  be  painted,  printed  or  written  on  any  door, 
building,  post,  wall  or  fence,  or  may  fix  to  any  door, 
building,  post,  wall  or  fence  any  board,  plate  or  other 
thing  for  the  purpose  of  notifying  the  numbers.

Every  person  contravening  this  section  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  five  shillings,  and  to  a  further  fine  of  one  shilling 
for  each  day  during  which  the  offence  continues  after 
conviction. 

^^^^^  22.  Whoever  wilfully  throws  down  or  damages  anypost, 
name-boMdfl,  board,  plate  or  other  thmg  fixed  by  the  Director  of  Works

means  used ;  but  no  order  for  the  demolition  of  any  house 
or  premises,  or  for  breaking  down  the  roof,  or  pulling  the 
roofing  material  therefrom,  shall  be  given,  unless  the  officer 
is  present  at  the  fire,  and  satisfied  to  the  best  of  his  judg- 
ment, upon  personal  view,  that  such  order  appears  necessary 
for  staying  the  progress  of  the  fire. 

(2.)  Such  orders  may  be  carried  out  by  any  person ;  and  Execution 
whoever  obstructs  in  any  manner  the  execution  of  any  such  ^^^^ 
order  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  pounds.  obstmotion : 

(3.)  No  occupier,  owner,  or  other  person  interested  in  any  Nooompen. 
house  or  premises  demoUshed  or  unroofed,  or  from  whicn  J^^  **^ 
the  roofing  material  shall  have  been  pulled  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  entitled  on  account  thereof  to  any  compensation. 

Vin.  Slaughter-houses  and  Maekets. 

24.  The  Governor  may  provide  a  public  slaughter-house,  ProTision  of 
or  a  public  market,  or  both,  for  any  town.     Any  such  pro-  ^^^J^ 
vision  shall  be  notified  in  the  Gazette.*  marketa. 

25.  Any  person  selling  or  offering  for  sale  in  any  public  Things  sold 
market  already  provided  or  hereafter  to  be  provided  any  ^™^®* 
thing  which  according  to  general  usage  is  sold  by  weight  required  to 
or  measure  shall,  if  required  by  the  buyer  or  intending  ^^^^[^. 
buyer,  cause  it  to  be  weighed  or  measured  by  the  market 

clerk  (if  any) ;  and  any  such  person  who  shall  refuse  to 
cause  such  thing  to  be  so  weighed  or  measured  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  of  ten  shillings. 

26. — (1.)  With   regard   to   public   slaughter-houses  orRnieemav 
markets  already  provided  or  hereafter  to  be  provided,  or  j^"^'^' 
with  regard  to  any  one  or  more  of  such  houses  or  markets,  houMs  and 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  make  and,  "^k®*"-

(a)  Regulating  the  use  thereof,  and  the  charges  for  the

(e)  Preventing  and  detecting  the  use  of  unjust  weights, 

scales,  balances  or  measures ; 
(/)  Preventing  cruelty  therein. 

Penalty  for  (2.)  Whocvcr  wilfully  breaks  or  disregards  any  such  rule, 
JSw.  ^  or  wilfully  obstructs  the  execution  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fine  of  forty  shillings,  and  to  a  further  fine  of  ten  shillings 
for  each  day  that  any  such  breach  or  oflFence  is  continu^ 
after  conviction  therefor ;  and  any  unjust  weights,  scales, 
balances  or  measures  used  or  found  in  any  slaughter-house 
or  market  may  be  seized  by  any  health  officer  or  peace 
officer  or  market  clerk  and  may  be  forfeited  by  order  of 
the  District  CSommissioner. 

IX.  Nuisances.

5.  Any  work,  manufactory,  trade  or  business,  injurious 

to  the  health  of  the  neighbours,  or  dangerous,  or 
so  conducted  as  to  be  dangerous  or  injurious  to 
health ; 

6.  Any  growth  of  weeds,  prickly  pear,  long  grass,  or 

wild  bush  of  any  sort ; 

7.  Any  hole  or  excavation,  well,  pond  or  quarry,  in  or 

near  any  street,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Director  of  Works  is  or  is  likely  to  become 
dangerous  to  the  safety  of  the  public ; 

8.  Any  well,  pond  or  tank,  the  water  of  which  is  so 

tainted  with  impurities  or  otherwise  unwhole-

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DRUGS  AND  POISONS. 

Ordinance  No.  14  of  1892. 

An  Oedinance  to  regulate  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  Drugs 
and  Poisons  in  the  Gold  Coast  Colony. 

[7th  November,  1892. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  for  the  safety  of  the  public 
that  persons  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  drugs 
and  poisons  should  possess  a  competent  practical  know- 
ledge of  their  business,  and  that  ignorant  and  incompetent 
persons  should  be  prevented  from  assuming  the  title  of  or 
pretending  to  be  druggists,  and  to  that  end,  from  and  after 
the  date  herein  named,  all  persons  should,  before  com- 
mencing such  business,  be  duly  examined  as  to  their 
practic^  knowledge  and  that  a  register  should  be  kept  as 
herein  provided ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council 
thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ''  The  Druggists 
Ordinance,  1892." 

2.  In  this  Ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires,— 

^^Drug"  includes  medicine,  compound  medicine  or 

medicinal  preparations ; 
"Poisons"  includes  poisonous  substances,  poisonous 

drugs,   poisonous    compounds    and    the    articles 

enumerated  in  Schedule  A ; 
"Duly  qualified    medical  practitioner"   means  any 

person  who  is  possessed  of  any  one  or  more  of 

the  qualifications  set  forth  in  Schedule  B. 

3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  in  Coimcil  to  add 
to  Schedule  A  the  names  of  any  substances,  drugs  or  com- 

Sounds  which  are  advertised  in  the  " London  Gazette"  and 
eemed  to  be  poisons  by  virtue  of  sect.  2  of  the  Imperial 
Act  31  &  32  Vict.  cap.  121 ;  and  to  Schedule  E  any  simple 
medical  substances  approved  as  such  by  the  Chief  Medical 
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Officer :  provided  that  no  such  additions  shall  be  considered 
as  a  part  of  such  schedules  until  the  expiration  of  one 
month  from  the  publication  thereof  in  the  Gazette. 

4.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Ordinance  it  shall  Repstration 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  act  as,  or  carry  on  the  busi-  ^dro^tef 
ness  of  a  druggist,  or  to  mix,  compound,  prepare,  sell,  retail 
or  dispense  any  drug  or  poison  in  the  Colony  unless  such 
person  shall  be  registered  imder  this  Ordinance,  and  shall 
have  obtained  a  license  to  do  so  from  the  Governor,  in  the 
form  set  forth  in  Schedule  D,  which  license  shall  be  re- 
newed on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  and  every 
person  who  shall  act  as,  or  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
oruggist,  or  who  shall  mix,  compound,  prepare,  sell,  retail 
or  dispense  any  drug  or  poison  without  being  duly  regis- 
tered and  having  obtained  such  license  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  pounds :  provided  Penalty, 
that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  duly  qualified  medical 
practitioners.

14.  No  poison  shall  be  sold  or  dispensed  by  any  person 
other  than  a  druggist  licensed  or  deemed  to  be  licensed 
under  this  Ordinance;  and  every  druggist  shall  keep  a 
book  called  the  '^  Sale  of  Poisons  Book,"  which  shall  be 
in  the  form  in  Schedule  Gr. 

The  Chief  Medical  Officer,  or  any  Assistant  Colonial 
Surgeon,  or  any  person  who  holds  an  authority  in  writing 
signed  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  or  a  District  Commis- 
sioner, may  at  any  time  in  the  daytime  inspect  the  "  Sale 
of  Poisons  Book"  kept  by  a  druggist,  and  any  druggist 
refusing  or  failing  within  a  reasonable  time  to  produce 
such  book  for  inspection  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  pounds. 

Any  such  authority  in  writing  shall,  if  required,  be  pro- 
duced by  the  person  to  whom  it  has  been  granted  before 
such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  inspect  the  ^^Sale  of 
Poisons  Book."

(J.)  Unless  before  the  delivery  of  any  poison  an  entry 
is  made  in  the  '^  Sale  of  Poisons  Book"  by  the 
seller  and  signed  by  him  and  by  the  person,  if 
any,  who  introduces  any  person  imKnown  to 
the  seller,  and  by  the  person  to  whom  the 
article  is  sold ;  and  such  entry  shall  state  the 
date  of  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  pur-

(r.)  Unless  the  box,  bottle,  wrapper,  or  cover  in  which 
such  poison  is  containea  is  distinctly  labelled 
with  the  name  of  the  poison  and  the  word 
"  Poison,"  and  with  the  name  and  address  of 
the  dru^ist  selling,  dispensing  or  delivering 
such  poison.

Ordinance  Ko.  19  of  1892. 

An  Ordinance  to  establish  a  Public  Officers'  Guarantee 
Fund.  [30th  December,  1892. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  enable  public  officers  in  the 
service  of  this  Colony  who  are  required  to  give  security 
for  the  faithful  perf onnance  of  their  duties,  to  furnish  such 
security  without  inconvenience,  and  for  that  purpose  to 
establish  a  guarantee  fund ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This    Ordinance    may  be    cited    as    "The    Public  Short tiUe. 
Officers'  Guarantee  Fund  Ordinance,  1892." 

2.  In  this  Ordinance,  where  not  inconsistent  with  the  interpwu- 
context,  ^^• 

"Fund"  means  the  fund  established  by  this  Ordi- 
nance; 

"  Directors  "  means  the  directors  appointed  \mder  this 
Ordinance ; 

"Officer"  means  any  officer  holding  an  office  in  the 
pubHc  service  of  the  Colony, 

3.  A  fund  shall  be  established  which  shall  consist  of  the  Fund 
contributions  herein  directed  to  be  made  and  the  interest  ««**^»^^®^- 
accruing  thereon,  and  shall  be  called  the  Public  Officers' 
Guarantee  Fund. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  to  require  any  Governor 
officer  employed  in  the  collection,  receipt,  or  disbursement  JIl,Yur2ffi!ji^„ 
of  any  public  revenues,  or  in  charge  of  any  Government  to  gWo 
stores,  to  give  security  for  the  faithful  performance  by  such  *^^"*3r.

Ordinance  No.  20  of  1892. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Recognition  in  the  Colony 
of  Probates  and  Letters  of  Administration  granted  in 
the  United  Kingdom  or  in  a  British  Possession  or  by 
a  British  Court  in  a  Foreign  Country.* 

[30th  December,  1892. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  bjr  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ^^The  British  and  Short  tiUe. 
Colonial  Probates  Ordinance,   1892,"  and  shall  be  con- 
strued as  one  with  the  Supreme  Court  Ordinance,  1876.       No,  4  of  i876. 

2.  In  this  Ordinance — 

The  expression  "Court  of  Probate"  means  any  Court  Definitiona. 
or  authority,  by  whatever  name  designated,  having 
jurisdiction  in  matters  of  probate,  and  in  Scot- 
land means  the  Sheriff  Court  of  the  County  of 
Edinburgh. 

♦  For  application  of  the  CJolonial  Probates  Act,  1892,  to  CJolonj,  see  Appendix, 
p.  1206 ;  for  Colonial  Probates  Act,  1892,  see  Appendix,  p.  1273. 
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The  expressions  ^^ probate"  and  ^^ letters  of  admini- 
stration "  include  confirmation  in  Scotland,  and  any 
instrument  having  in  a  British  possession  the 
same  effect  which  under  English  law  is  given  to 
probate  and  letters  of  administration  respectively. 

The  expression  "  probate  duty "  includes  any  duty 
payable  on  the  value  of  the  estate  and  effects  for 
which  probate  or  letters  of  administration  is  or 
are  granted. 

The  expression  ^^  British  Court  in  a  foreign  coimtry  " 
means  any  British  Court  having  jurisdiction  out 
of  the  Queen's  dominions  in  pursuance  of  an 
Order  in  Council,  whether  made  under  any  Act 
or  otherwise.

3. — (1)  Where  a  Court  of  Probate  in  the  United  King- 
dom or  in  a  British  possession  or  a  British  Court  in  a 
foreign  country  has  granted  probate  or  letters  of  admini- 
stration in  respect  of  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  the 
probate  or  letters  so  granted  may,  on  being  produced  to, 
and  a  copy  thereof  deposited  with  the  Supreme  Court,  be 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Court,  and  thereupon  shall  be  of 
the  like  force  and  effect,  and  have  the  same  operation  in 
the  Colony  as  if  granted  by  the  Supreme  Court. 

(2)  Provided  that  the  Court  snail,  before  sealing  a

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  to  make  provision  by  law  for 
the  appointment,  by  the  Governor,  from  time  to  time,  as 
occasion  may  require,  of  Commissions  of  Inquiry,  and  to 
provide    that    inquiries    under    such    Commissions    may

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Commissions 
of  Inquiry  Ordinance,  1893."

An  Ordinance  relating  to  the  Civil  Police  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony.  [30th  June,  1894. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  constitute  the  civil  police  of 
the  Gold  Coast  Colony  a  body  separate  from  the  consta- 
bulary, and  to  make  provision  for  their  organization, 
discipline,  powers  and  duties ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council 
thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Police  Ordi- 
nance, 1894." 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  Com- 
missioner of  Police  and  a  sufficient  number  of  assistant 
commissioners,  sub-assistant  commissioners  and  superinten- 
dents, first  and  second  class  sergeants,  and  first,  second  and 
third  class  constables,  who  shall  all  stand  with  each  other 
in  order  of  rank  and  command  as  herein  named ;  and  the 
Governor  may  from  time  to  time  fill  up  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  by  removal,  death,  absence,  incapacity,  or  other 
cause  by  promotions  or  fresh  appointments ;  and  may 
authorize  the  Commissioner  at  any  time  to  appoint  fit  men 
as  constables,  and  every  such  appointment  shall  be  an 
appointment  under  this  Ordinance ;  and  the  Commissioner 
may  at  any  time  suspend  or  dismiss  any  constable  who  is 
proved  to  nis  satisfaction  to  be  negligent  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duty  or  otherwise  unfit  for  the  same. 

3.  The  following  shall  be  the  full  strength  of  the  civil 
police  as  constituted  by  this  Ordinance : — 

One  commissioner. 

Four  assistant  commissioners. 

Four  sub-assistant  commissioners. 

Six  superintendents. 

Ten  first  class  sergeants. 
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Twenty  second  class  sergeants. 
Thirty  first  class  constables. 
One  hundred  second  class  constables. 
Two  hundred  and  twenty-fiye  third  class  con- 
stables. 

The  force  may  be  increased  aboye  or  reduced  below  this 
strength  if  at  any  time  it  may  seem  necessary  to  the 
Goyemor  to  do  so. 

4.  All  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  rules,  Ap^oation 
orders  or  regulations   made  in  pursuance   thereof   shall  ^^nroto ^n- 
extend  to  all  persons  who  at  the  commencement  of  this  subiiiary 
Ordinance  shall  be  serving  in  the  civil  branch  of  the  con-  J^^^u^. 
stabulary  of  the  Colony  in  like  manner  as  if  such  persons

8.  Every  assistant  commissioner,  sub-assistant  com- 
missioner or  superintendent  in  command  of  any  body  of 
police  shall  be  responsible  for  all  public  moneys  entrusted 
to  his  care  or  that  shall  come  into  his  possession,  and  shall 
be  charged  with  the  accoutrements,  clothing,  and  all  other 
public  stores  issued  and  delivered  for  the  use  of  the  force 
under  his  command,  and  shall  account  for  the  same  to  the 
Commissioner  in  case  of  their  being  lost,  spoiled  or  damaged 
not  by  unavoidable  accident,  theft,  robbery  or  actual 
service, 

9.  Every  member  of  the  force  shall,  on  being  appointed, 
make  the  following  declaration,  and  shall  confirm  such 
declaration  by  oath  in  such  manner  as  he  may  declare  to 
be  most  binding  on  his  conscience,  and  such  oath  and  de- 
claration shall  be  made  before  a  District  Commissioner.

purpose  of  preventing  neglect  or  abuse ;  and  to  render  the 
said  force  eflficient  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties ;  and  for 
the  discipline,  good  order  and  guidance  of  the  force ;  for 
the  form  and  method  of  appointment  of  the  persons  consti- 
tuting the  same,  and  for  their  general  government  with

newspaper  first  published  after  the  commencement  of  this 
Ordinance,  within  one  month  after  its  first  publication,

make  a  return  within  a  specified  time. 

6.  Any  party  to  a  transfer  or  transmission  of  or  dealing 
with  any  share  or  interest  in  any  newspaper  whereby  any 
person  ceases  to  be  a  proprietor,  or  any  new  proprietor  is 
introduced,  may  at  any  time  make  or  cause  to  be  made  to 
the  Registry  Office  a  return  according  to  Form  B  in  the 
Schedule  hereunto  annexed  and  containing  the  particulars 
therein  set  forth. 

If  any  person  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  make  or  Penalty  for 
cause  to  be  made  any  return  by  this  Ordinance  required  J^^^tion 
or  permitted  to  be  made  in  wnich  shall  be  inserted  the  i^  or  omission 
name  of  any  person  as  a  proprietor  of  a  newspaper  who     ^^ 
shall  not  be  a  proprietor  thereof,  or  in  which  there  shall  be 

any  misrepresentation,  or  from  which  there  shall  be  any 
omission  in  respect  of  any  of  the  particulars  by  this 
Ordinance  required  to  be  contained  therein  whereby  such 
return  shall  be  misleading ;  or  if  any  proprietor  of  a  news- 
paper shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  permit  any  such  return 
to  be  made  which  shall  be  misleading  as  to  any  of  the 
particulars  with  reference  to  his  own  name,  occupation  or 
place  of  business  or  residence;  then  and  in  every  such 
case  every  such  offender  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  pounds.

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ing  with  the  requirements  of  the  last  preceding  sub-section, 
and  whoever  shall  sell  or  publish  or  disperse,  or  assist  in 
publishing  or  dispersing,  any  newspaper  on  which  the  name 
and  occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  the  printer  shall 
not  be  printed  as  aforesaid,  shall  for  every  copy  so  printed, 
sold,  published  or  dispersed  be  liable  to  a  tine  of  five 
pounds.

11.  All  fines  under  this  Ordinance  may  be  recovered 
before  a  District  Commissioner.  Summary  orders  under 
this  Ordinance  may  be  made  by  a  District  Commissioner, 
and  may  been  forced  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  rules 
of  civil  procedure  for  enforcing  a  decree.

An  ORDraANCE  to  codify  the  law  relating  to  BiQs  of  Ex- 
change.  Cheques  and  Promissory  Notes. 

[14th  August,  1894. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

Part  L— Preliminary. 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ^'  The  Bills  of  Ex-  Short  title. 
change  Ordinance,  1894." 

2.  In  this  Ordinance,   unless    the    context    otherwise  interpreta-

Part  IL— Bills  of  Exchange. 

FoEM  AND  Interpretation. 

8. — (1)  A  bill  of  exchange  is  an  unconditional  order  in 
writing,  addressed  by  one  person  to  another,  signed  by  the 
person  giving  it,  requiring  the  person  to  whom  it  is  ad- 
dressed to  pay  on  demand  or  at  a  fixed  or  determinable 
future  time  a  sum  certain  in  money  to  or  to  the  order  of  a 
specified  person,  or  to  bearer. 

(2)  An  instrument  which  does  not  comply  with  these 
conditions,  or  which  orders  any  act  to  be  done  in  addition 
to  the  payment  of  money,  is  not  a  bill  of  exchange. 

(3)  An  order  to  pay  out  of  a  particular  fund  is  not  un- 
conditional within  the  meaning  of  this  section;  but  an 
unqualified  order  to  pay,  coupled  with  {a)  an  indication  of 
a  particular  fund  out  of  which  the  drawee  is  to  re-imburse 
himself,  or  a  particular  account  to  be  debited  with  the 
amount,  or  (J)  a  statement  of  the  transaction  which  gives 
rise  to  the  bill,  is  imconditional. 

(4)  A  bill  is  not  invaKd  by  reason —

4. — (1 )  An  inland  bill  is  a  bill  which  is  or  on  the  face  of 
it  purports  to  be  {a)  both  drawn  and  payable  within  the 
Colony,  or  {V)  drawn  within  the  Colony  upon  some  person 
resident  therein.     Any  other  bill  is  a  foreign  biQ. 

(2)  Unless  the  contrary  appear  on  the  face  of  the  bill  the 
holder  may  treat  it  as  an  inland  biQ. 

5. — (1)  A  biQ  may  be  drawn  payable  to,  or  to  the  order 
of,  the  drawer ;  or  it  may  be  drawn  payable  to,  or  to  the 
order  of,  the  drawee.

20. — (1)  Where  a  simple  signature  on  a  blank  stamped  inchoate 
paper  is  delivered  by  the  signer  in  order  that  it  may  be  "*®*'^^^*- 
converted  into  a  bill,  it  operates  as  a  prima  facie  authority 
to  fill  it  up  as  a  complete  bill  for  any  amount  the  stamp 
will  cover,  using  the  signature  for  that  of  the  drawer,  or 
the  acceptor,  or  an  indorser ;  and,  in  like  manner,  when  a 
bill  is  wanting  in  any  material  particular,  the  person  in 
possession  of  it  has  a  primd  facie  authority  to  fill  up  the 
omission  in  any  way  he  thinks  fit.

(2)  A  bill  may  be  accepted  for  honour  for  part  only  of 
the  sum  for  which  it  is  drawn. 

(3)  An  acceptance  for  honour  supra  protest  in  order  to 
be  valid  must — 

(a)  be  written  on  the  bill,  and  indicate  that  it  is  an 
acceptance  for  honour : 

(b)  be  signed  by  the  acceptor  for  honour. 

(4)  Where  an  acceptance  for  honour  does  not  expressly 
state  for  whose  honour  it  is  made,  it  is  deemed  to  be  an 
acceptance  for  the  honour  of  the  drawer. 

(5)  Where  a  bill  payable  after  sight  is  accepted  for 
honour,  its  maturity  is  calculated  from  the  date  of  the 
noting  for  non-acceptance,  and  not  from  the  date  of  the 
acceptance  for  honour. 

66. — (1)  The  acceptor  for  honour  of  a  bill  by  accepting 
it  engages  that  he  will,  on  due  presentment,  pay  the  bill 
according  to  the  tenor  of  his  acceptance,  if  it  is  not  paid 
by  the  drawee,  provided  it  has  been  duly  presented  for 
payment,  and  protested  for  non-payment,  and  that  he 
receives  notice  of  these  facts. 

(2)  The  acceptor  for  honour  is  liable  to  the  holder  and 
to  all  parties  to  the  bill  subsequent  to  the  party  for  whose 
honour  he  has  accepted. 

Presentment        67- — (1)  Where  a  dishonoured  bill  has  been  accepted 

for^oitt.     for  honour  supra  protest,  or  contains  a  reference  in  case  of 

need,  it  must  be  protested  for  non-payment  before  it  is 


Liability  of 
acceptor  for 
honour.

(2)  Where  the  address  of  the  acceptor  for  honour  is  in 
the  same  place  where  the  bill  is  protested  for  non-payment, 
the  bill  must  be  presented  to  him  not  later  than  the  day 
following  its  maturity,  and  where  the  address  of  the  acceptor 
for  honour  is  in  some  place  other  than  the  place  where  it 
was  protested  for  non-payment,  the  bill  must  be  forwarded 
not  later  than  the  day  following  its  maturity  for  present- 
ment to  him. 

(3)  Ddlay  in  presentment  or  non-presentment  is  excused 
by  any  circmnstance  which  would  excuse  delay  in  present- 
ment for  payment  or  non-presentment  for  payment. 

(4)  When  a  bill  of  exchange  is  dishonoured  by  the 
acceptor  for  honour  it  must  be  protested  for  non-payment 
by  mm. 

68. — (1)  Where  a  bill   has  been   protested  for  non-  Payment  for 
payment,   any  person  may  intervene  and   pay  it  supra  protest.*'*^'* 
protest  for  the  honour  of  any  party  liable  thereon,  or 
for  the  honour  of  the  person  for  whose  account  the  bill  is 
drawn. 

(2)  Where  two  or  more  persons  ofEer  to  pay  a  bill  for 
the  honour  of  different  parties,  the  person  whose  payment 
will  discharge  most  parties  to  the  bill  shall  have  the 
preference. 

(3)  Payment  for  honour  supra  protest,  in  order  to 
operate  as  such  and  not  as  a  mere  voluntary  payment, 
must  be  attested  by  a  notarial  act  of  honour  which  may  be 
appended  to  the  protest  or  form  an  extension  of  it. 

(4)  The  notarial  act  of  honour  must  be  founded  on  a 
declaration  made  by  the  payer  for  honour,  or  his  agent 
in  that  behalf,  declaring  his  intention  to  pay  the  bill  for 
honour,  and  for  whose  honour  he  pays. 

(5)  Where  a  bill  has  been  paid  for  honour,  all  parties 
subsequent  to  the  party  for  whose  honour  it  is  paid  are 
discharged,  but  the  payer  for  honour  is  subrogated  for, 
and  succeeds  to  both  the  rights  and  duties  of,  the  holder 
as  regards  the  party  for  whose  honour  he  pays,  and  all 
parties  liable  to  that  party. 

(6)  The  payer  for  honour  on  paying  to  the  holder  the 
amount  of  the  bill  and  the  notarial  expenses  incidental 
to  its  dishonour  is  entitled  to  receive  both  the  bill  itself 
and  the  protests    If  the  holder  do  not  on  demand  deliver 
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them  up  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  payer  for  honour  in 
damages. 

(7)  Where  the  holder  of  a  bill  refuses  to  receive  pay- 
ment supra  protest  he  shall  lose  his  ri^t  of  recourse 
against  any  party  who  would  have  been  discharged  by 
such  payment. 

Lost  Instruments. 

Holder's  09.  Where  a  bill  has  been  lost  before  it  is  overdue,  the 

^te*on^^^'  person  who  was  the  holder  of  it  may  apply  for  the  drawer 
^^'  to  give  him  another  bill  of  the  same  tenor,  giving  security 

to  the  drawer  if  required*  to  indemnify  him  against  all 

persons  whatever  in  case  the  bill  alleged  to  have  been  lost 

shall  be  found  again. 

If  the  drawer  on  request  as  aforesaid  refuses  to  give 

such  duplicate  bill  he  may  be  compelled  to  do  so. 

AcUononioBt      70.  In  any  action  or  proceeding  upon  a  bill,  the  Court 

^^'  may  order  that  the  loss  of  the  instrument  shall  not  be  set 

up,  provided  that  an  indemnity  be  given  to  the  satisfaction 

of  the  Court  against  the  claims  of  any  other  person  upon 

the  instrument  in  question.

R^asto         7i,_(i)  Where  a  bill  is  drawn  in  a  set,  each  part  of  the 
"  '  set  being  numbered,  and  containing  a  reference  to  the 

other  parts,  the  whole  of  the  parts  constitute  one  bill. 

(2)  Where  the  holder  of  a  set  indorses  ,two  or  more 
parts  to  different  persons,  he  is  liable  on  every  such  part, 
and  every  indorser  subsequent  to  him  is  liable  on  tho 
part  he  has  himself  indorsed  as  if  the  parts  were  separate 
bills. 

(3)  Where  two  or  more  parts  of  a  set  are  negotiated  to 
different  holders  in  due  course,  the  holder  whose  title  first 
accrues  is  as  between  such  holders  deemed  the  true  owner 
of  the  bill ;  but  nothing  in  this  sub-section  shall  affect  the 
rights  of  a  person  who  in  due  course  accepts  or  pays  the 
part  first  presented  to  him. 

(4)  The  acceptance  may  be  written  on  any  part,  and  it 
must  be  written  on  one  part  only. 

If  the  drawee  accepts  more  than  one  part,  and  such 
accepted  parts  get  into  the  hands  of  different  holders  in 
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due  course,  he  is  liable  on  every  such  part  as  if  it  were  a 
separate  bill. 

(5)  When  the  acceptor  of  a  bill  drawn  in  a  set  pays  it 
without  requiring  the  part  bearing  his  acceptance  to  be 
delivered  up  to  him,  and  that  part  at  maturity  is  outstanding 
in  the  hands  of  a  holder  in  due  course,  he  is  liable  to  the 
holder  thereof. 

(6)  Subject  to  the  preceding  rules,  where  any  one  part 
of  a  bill  drawn  in  a  set  is  discharged  by  payment  or 
otherwise,  the  whole  bill  is  discharged.

72.  Where  a  bill  drawn  in  one  country  is  negotiated,  Ruiee  where 
accepted,  or  payable  in  another,  the  rights,  duties,  ^nd^^"*^^'*-

form  is  determined  by  the  law  of  the  place  of 
issue,  and  the  validity  as  regards  requisites  in 
form  of  the  supervening  contracts,  such  as 
acceptance,  or  indorsement,  or  acceptance  supra 
protest,  is  determined  by  the  law  of  the  place 
where  such  contract  was  made.

{a)  Where  a  bill  is  issued  out  of  the  Colony 
it  IS  not  invalid  by  reason  only  that  it  is  not 
stamped  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  the 
place  of  issue : 

(S)  Where  a  bill  issued  out  of  the  Colony, 
conforms,  as  regards. requisites  in  form,  to  the 
law  of  the  Colony,  it  may  for  the  purpose  of 
enforcing  payment  there,  be  treated  as  valid  as 
between  all  persons  who  negotiate,  hold,  or 
become  parties  to  it  in  the  Colony. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  the 

interpretation  of  the  drawing,  indorsement, 
acceptance  or  acceptance  supra  protest  of  a  bill, 
is  determined  by  the  law  of  the  place  where 
such  contract  is  made.

Colony  and  the  sum  payable  is  not  expressed 
in  the  currency,  of  the  Colony,  the  amount  shall, 
in  the  absence  of  some  expressed  stipulation,  be 
calculated  according  to  tne  rate  of  exchange 
for  sight  drafts  at  the  place  of  payment  on  the 
day  the  bill  is  payable. 

(5)  Where  a  bill  is  drawn  in  one  country  and  is  pay- 

able in  another,  the  due  date  thereof  is  deter- 
mined according  to  the  law  of  the  place  where 
it  is  payable.

76. — (1)  Where    a    cheque   bears    across  its  face  an  General  and

{a)  The  words  "  and  company  "  or  any  abbreviation 
thereof  between  two  parallel  transverse  lines, 
either  with  or  without  the  words  "  negotiable;" 
or 

(i)  Two  parallel  transverse  lines  simply,  either  with 
or  without  the  words  ^^  not  negotiable ; " 

that  addition   constitutes  a  crossing,  and  the   cheque  is 
crossed  generally. 

(2)  where  a  cheque  bears  across  its  face  an  addition  of 
the  name  of  a  banker,  either  with  or  without  the  words 
**not  negotiable,"  that  addition  constitutes  a  crossing,  and 
the  cheque  is  crossed  specially,  and  to  that  banker. 

77. — (1)  A  cheque  may  be  crossed  generally  or  specially  Crossing  by

(2)  Where  the  banker  on  whom  a  cheque  is  drawn  which 
is  so  crossed  nevertheless  pays  the  same,  or  pays  a  cheque 
crossed  generally  otherwise  than  to  a  banker,  or  if  crossed 
specially  otherwise  than  to  the  banker  to  whom  it  is  crossed, 
or  his  agent  for  collection  being  a  banker,  he  is  liable  to 
the  true  owner  of  the  cheque  for  any  loss  he  may  sustain 
owing  to  the  cheque  having  been  so  paid. 

Provided  that  where  a  cheque  is  presented  for  payment 
which  does  not  at  the  time  of  presentment  appear  to  be 
crossed,  or  to  have  had  a  crossing  which  has  been  oblite- 
rated, or  to  have  been  added  to  or  altered  otherwise  than 
as  authorized  by  this  Ordinance,  the  banker  paying  the 
cheque  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence  shall  not  be 
responsible  or  incur  any  liability,  nor  shall  the  payment  be 
questioned  by  reason  of  the  cheque  having  been  crossed,  or 
of  the  crossing  having  been  obliterated  or  having  been

Part  IV. 

Promissory  Note. 

83. — (1)  A  promissory  note  is  an  unconditional  promise  Promiflsory 
in  writing  made  by  one  person  to  another  signed  by  the  ^^^  defined, 
maker,  engaging  to  pay,  on  demand  or  at  a  fixed  or  deter- 
minable future  time,  a  sum  certain  in  money,  to,  or  to  the 
order  of,  a  specified  person  or  to  bearer. 

(2)  An  instrument  in  the  form  of  a  note  payable  to 
maker's  order  is  not  a  note  within  the  meaning  of  this 
section  unless  and  until  it  is  indorsed  by  the  maker. 

(3)  A  note  is  not  invalid  by  reason  only  that  it  contains 
also  a  pledge  of  collateral  security  with  authority  to  sell  or 
dispose  thereof. 

(4)  A  note  which  is,  or  on  the  face  of  it  purports  to  be, 
both  made  and  payable  within  the  Colony  is  an  inland  note. 
Any  other  note  is  a  foreign  note. 

84.  A  promissory  note  is  inchoate  and  incomplete  until 
delivery  thereof  to  the  payee  or  bearer. 

85. — (1)  A  promissory  note  maybe  made  by  two  or  Joint  and 
more  makers,  and  they  may  be  liable  thereon  jointly,  or  several  note. 
jointly  and  severally,  according  to  its  tenor. 

(2)  Where  a  note  runs  "  I  promise  to  pay  "  and  is  signed 
by  two  or  more  persons  it  is  deemed  to  be  their  joint  and 
several  note. 

86. — (1)  Where  a  note  payable  on  demand  has  been  Note  payable 
indorsed,  it  must  be  presented  for  payment  within  a  rea-  ^^  demand, 
sonable  time  of  the  indorsement.     If  it  be  not  so  presented 
the  indorser  is  discharged. 

(2)  In  determining  what  is  a  reasonable  time,  regard 

3x2 
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shall  be  had  to  the  nature  of  the  instrument,  the  usage  of 
trade,  and  the  facts  of  the  particular  case. 

(3)  Where  a  note  payable  on  demand  is  negotiated,  it  is 
not  deemed  to  be  overdue,  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  the 
holder  with  defects  of  title  of  which  he  had  no  notice,  by- 
reason  that  it  appears  that  a  reasonable  time  for  presenting 
it  for  payment  has  elapsed  since  its  issue. 

87. — (1)  Where  a  promissory  note  is  in  the  body  of  it 
made  payable  at  a  particular  place,  it  must  be  presented 
for  payment  at  that  place  in  order  to  render  the  maker 
liable.  In  any  other  case,  presentment  for  payment  is  not 
necessary  in  order  to  render  the  maker  liable. 

(2)  Presentment  for  payment  is  necessary  in  order  to 
render  the  indorser  of  a  note  liable. 

(3)  Where  a  note  is  in  the  body  of  it  made  payable  at 
a  particular  place,  presentment  at  that  place  is  necessary  in 
order  to  render  an  indorser  liable ;  but  when  a  place  of 
payment  is  indicated  bj  way  of  memorandum  only,  pre- 
sentment at  that  place  is  sufficient  to  render  the  indorser 
liable,  but  a  presentment  to  the  maker  elsewhere,  if  suffi- 
cient in  other  respects,  shall  also  suffice. 

88.  The  maker  of  a  promissory  note  by  making  it — 
(H  Engages  that  he  will  pay  it  according  to  its  tenor: 
(2j  Is  precluded  from  denying  to  a  holder  in  due 

course  the  existence  of  the  payee  and  his  then 

capacity  to  indorse. 

89. — (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  in  this  part,  and 
except  as  by  this  section  provided,  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  relating  to  bills  of  exchange  apply,  with  the 
necessary  modifications,  to  promissory  notes. 

(2)  In  applying  those  provisions  the  maker  of  a  note 
shall  be  deemed  to  correspond  with  the  acceptor  of  a  bill, 
and  the  indorser  of  a  note  shall  be  deemed  to  correspond 
with  the  drawer  of  an  accepted  bill  payable  to  drawer's 
order. 

(3)  The  following  provisions  as  to  bills  do  not  apply  to 
notes,  namely,  provisions  relating  to — 

(a)  Presentment  for  acceptance ; 

(b)  Acceptance; 

(c)  Acceptance  supra  protest ; 
\d)  Bills  in  a  set. 
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(4)  Where  a  foreign  note  is  dishonoured,  protest  thereof 
is  unnecessary. 

Part  V. 

Supplementary. 

90.  A  thing  is  deemed  to  be  done  in  good  faith,  within  Good  faith. 
the  meaning  of  this  Ordinance,  where  it  is  in  fact  done 
honestly,  whether  it  is  done  negligently  or  not. 

91. — (1)  Where,  by  this  Ordinance,  any  instrument  or  signature, 
writing  is  required  to  be  signed  by  any  person,  it  is  not 
necessary  that  he  should  sign  it  with  his  own  hand,  but  it 
is  sufficient  if  his  signature  is  written  thereon  by  some  other 
person  by  or  imder  his  authority. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  a  corporation,  where,  by  this  Ordi- 
nance, any  instrument  or  writing  is  required  to  be  signed, 
it  is  sufficient  if  the  instrument  or  writing  be  sealed  with 
the  corporate  seal. 

But  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  requiring 
the  bill  or  note  of  a  corporation  to  be  under  seal. 

92.  Where  by  this  Ordinance  the  time  limited  for  doing  Computation 
any  act  or  thing  is  less  than  three  days,  in  reckoning  time,  ^  **™®- 
non-business  days  are  excluded. 

'^  Non-business  days"  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance 
mean — 

{a\  Sunday,  Good  Friday,  Christmas  Day : 
(J)  A  day  appointed  by   Ordinance,   Proclamation, 
Notice,  or  Order  as  a  public  holiday. 

Any  other  day  is  a  business  day. 

93.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  where  a  bill  or  ^©n  noting 
note  is  required  to  be  protested  within  a  specified  time  or  ^SSt^t.^**^ 
before  some  further  proceeding  is  taken,  it  is  sufficient  that 

the  bill  has  been  noted  for  protest  before  the  expiration  of 
the  specified  time  or  the  takmg  of  the  proceeding ;  and  the 
formal  protest  may  be  extended  at  any  time  thereafter  as 
of  the  date  of  noting. 

94.  Where  a  dishonoured  bill  or  note  is  authorized  or  Protest  when 
required  to  be  protested,  and  the  services  of  a  notary  cannot  ^^^iJe.* 
be  obtained  at  the  place  where  the  bill  is  dishonoured,  any 
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householder  or  substantial  resident  of  the  place  may,  in  the 
presence  of  two  witnesses,  give  a  certificate,  signed  by  them, 
attesting  the  dishonour  of  the  bill,  and  the  certificate  shall 
in  all  respects  operate  as  if  it  were  formal  protest  of  the 
bill. 

The  form  given  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Ordinance  may 
be  used  with  necessary  modification,  and  if  used  shall  be 
suflBcient. 

Dividend  95.  The  provisions  of  this   Ordinance    as  to  crossed 

i^^^sed!*^  cheques  shall  apply  to  a  warrant  for  payment  of  dividend. 

Savings.  QQ. — ^1)  The  rulcs  of  common  law  including  the  law 

merchant,  save  in  so  far  as  they  are  inconsistent  with  the 
express  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  continue  to  apply 
to  bills  of  exchange,  promissory  notes,  and  cheques.

Ordinance  No.  13  of  1894. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the 
Roads  of  the  Colony. 

[20th  October,  1894. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the 
maintenance  in  good  repair  of  the  roads  of  the  Colony  and 
to  give  certain  powers  to  chiefs  for  enforcing  performance 
of  the  required  labour. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

Short  title.         J.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Roads  Ordi- 
nance, 1894." 

^lamation  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  in  Council  to 
roads^shaii  be  Order  by  proclamation  in  tlie  Gazette  that  any  road  or 
^dfe^  ^^  portion  of  road  in  any  part  of  the  Colony  shall  be  placed 
and  kiept  in  good  condfition  and  repair  by  the  kings,  chiefs 
or  headmen  of  the  respective  districts,  towns,  villages  or 
places  through  or  by  which  such  road  or  portion  of  road 
runs.* 

Penalty  fop         3^  Any  king,  chief  or  headman  who  shall  within  three 
repair.  months  after  notice  of  such  order  being  given  to  him,  or 

who  shall  at  any  time  thereafter  within  one  month  from 
notice  being  given  to  him  that  such  road  or  portion  of  road 
is  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  fail  to  place  such  road  or 
portion  of  road  in  good  condition  and  repair,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds.

and,  if  convicted,  the  date  of  conviction,  and  the  sentence 
or  order  in  full. 

(2)  ^^  Criminal  case"  in  this  section  includes  cases  in 
which  any  fine,  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  sued  for  under  the 
Customs  Ordinance,  or  the  Firearms,  Ammunition  and 
Gunpowder  Ordinance,  or  the  Fireanns,  Ammunition  and 
Gunpowder  Ordinance  (Supplementary),  or  the  Master 
and  Servant  Ordinance. 

LiBtstoope-  27.  Every  list  so  transmitted  shall  operate  as  an  appeal 
to  Chief^^^**^  on  behalf  of  every  convicted  person  whose  name  is  included 
Justice.  therein ;  and  the  Chief  Justice,  without  hearing  any  argu- 
ment, may  amend  any  judgment  which  shall  have  been 
given  contrary  to  law ;  or  may  set  it  aside  and  order  an 
entry  to  be  made  in  the  minutes  of  the  Commissioner's 
Court  that,  in  his  judgment,  the  person  convicted  ought 
not  to  have  been  convicted ;  or,  (subject  to  any  enactment 
fixing  a  minimum  punishment),  may  reduce  the  amount  of 
any  fine  or  penalty  or  the  term  of  any  imprisonment  which 
shall  appear  to  him  to  be  excessive,  although  it  may  not  be 
contrary  to  law ;  or  may  order  further  particulars  to  be 
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given  by  the  Commissioner,  and  pending  the  delivery  of 
such  paxticulars,  may  order  any  person  who  has  been  im- 
prisoned, to  be  Kberated  on  bail  or  on  his  own  recogni- 
zances ;  or  may  make  such  other  order  as  justice  may 
require;  and  may  give  all  necessary  and  proper  conse- 
quential directions,  including  directions  for  the  release  of 
a  person  imprisoned  or  the  repayment  of  any  fine  or  other 
money  paid  by  any  person. 

Provided  that  where  a  person  convicted  has  applied  for 
a  special  case,  or  where  the  Commissioner  has  reserved  any 
point  of  law  for  the  consideration  of  a  Divisional  Court, 
and  has  stated  a  case  thereon,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  not 
exercise  the  powers  hereby  conferred  upon  him. 

28.  The  Chief  Justice  may,  instead  of  deciding  upon  Power  to 
any  case  included  in  the  lists,  order  a  Commissioner  to  ^i^J|^^' 
state  a  case  for  the  consideration  of  a  Divisional  Court ;  special  case  to 
and  thereupon  the  Divisional  Court  shall  have  power  to  o^T 
decide  the  same  in  all  respects  as  though  a  case  had  been 
stated  under  the  provisions  of  the  (Mminal  Procedure 
Ordinance.     Pending  the  decision  of  a  Divisional  Court 
upon  the  case  so  ordered  to  be  stated  the  Chief  Justice 
may  order  that  the  defendant,  if  he  has  been  imprisoned,  be 
liberated  on  bail  or  on  his  own  recognizances. 


TOWN  COUNCILS. 

Ordinance  No.  17  of  1894. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  Town 
Councils  in  the  Towns  of  the  Colony. 

[14th  November,  1894. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  establishment 
of  Town  Coimcils  in  the  towns  of  this  Colony ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  thfe  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Coimcil  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  maybe  cited  as  "  The  Town  Councils  short  title. 
Ordinance,  1894." 

o.  3  k 
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Signification        2.  In    this    Ordinance,   unless   the   context  otherwise 

of  terms. 

requires, — 

"House"  includes  any  dwelling-house,  warehouse, 
counting-house,  store,  manufactory,  shop,  work- 
shop, or  other  building  used  in  carrying  on  any 
trade  or  business. 

"District  Commissioner"  means  the  Commissioner  of 
the  district  in  which  is  situate  the  town  to  which 
this  Ordinance  is  extended. 

"  Council "  means  the  Town  Council. 

"  Town  clerk"  includes  deputy  town  clerk. 

"Appraiser"  includes  assistant  appraiser. 

"Annual  value"  means  gross  annual  value  without 
any  deduction  for  expenses  of  repair  and  main- 
tenance. 

Establishment  op  Town  Councils. 
Ordinance  3.  The  Govcrnor  in  Council  may,   by  proclamation, 

traSed^toany  ©xtcnd  this  Ordinance  to  any  town,  and  may,  by  such 
town.  proclamation,  declare  the  limits  of  such  town,  and  the 

number  of  members  of  whom  its  council  shall  consist.* 

Establishment      4. — (1.)  In   every  town   to  which    this   Ordinance  is 
oonncU.  extended  there  shall  be  established  a  Town  Council  having 

perpetual  succession  and  a  common  seal,  and  consisting  of 
four,  six,  or  eight  members  as  the  Governor  may  by  pro- 
clamation under  the  preceding  section  have  declared. 
One-half  of  the  members  of  the  Council  shall  be  official 
members,  and  shall  include  the  District  Commissioner  who 
shall  be  ex-officio  President  and  Treasurer  of  the  Council, 
the  other  half  shall  be  unofficial  members  elected  or  nomi- 
nated by  the  Governor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Provided  that  the  Governor  may,  should  he  see  fit, 
appoint  an  officer  in  place  of  the  District  Commissioner  to 
be  a  member  of  and  President  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Council. 

(2.)  The  official  members  shall  hold  their  seats  during 
the  Governor's  pleasure. 

(3.)  The  unofficial  members  shall  hold  their  seats  until 
the  next  general  election,  unless  their  seats  sooner  become 
vacant.

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(4.)  There  shall  be  a  general  election  of  unofficial  mem- 
bers at  the  expiration  of  every  term  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  the  first  election  unless  the  Gt)vemor  shall  by 
proclamation  otherwise  determine. 


Assessment  op  Houses. 

6. — (1.)  When  this  Ordinance  is  extended  to  any  town  Appraiser  to 
the  Governor  shall  thereupon  appoint  one  or  more  appraisers  to  aweeT 
to  ascertain  and  assess  the  annual  value  of  the  houses  in  such  annual  value 
town,  and  to  take  the  names  of  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  ^    ^^^^' 
such  houses. 

(2.)  In  the  month  of  September  in  the  second  year  after 
such  appointment  by  the  Governor,  and  in  every  alternate 
month  of  September  subsequently,  the  Council  shall  appoint 
one  or  more  appraisers  for  a  similar  purpose. 

(3.)  The  appraisers  shall  be  paid  by  such  percentage  on 
the  total  amount  of  the  rate  assessed,  or  in  such  other  way, 
as  the  Council  may  think  reasonable. 

6. — (1.)  Where  any  house  is  actually  rented  the  appraiser  Declaration 
may  require  the  owner,  or  the  person  in  receipt  of  any  S^^^^^^' 
rent  thereof,  or  the  person  renting  such  house  or  part 
thereof,  or  the  agent  of  any  such  person,  to  make  a  declara- 
tion in  writing  before  him  as  to  the  yearly  rent  of  such 
house,  or  as  to  the  amount  of  yearly  rent  paid  or  payable 
for  the  same,  which  declaration  may  be  according  to  the 
Form  A  in  the  Schedule  hereto. 

(2.)  If  the  appraiser  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  yearly 
rent  stated  in  such  declaration  is  the  fair  annual  value  of 
such  house  he  shall  assess  the  annual  value  at  such  rent. 

(3.)  Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  and  wilfully  refuse 
or  neglect  to  make  any  such  declaration  when  called  upon 
so  to  do  or  make  any  false  declaration  shall  be  guilty  of  an 
ojffence,  and  on  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  imprisonment 
with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three 
months  or  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  pounds,  or  both. 


7.  The  appraiser  shall,  according  to  the  best  of  his  Assessment  of 
ability,  assess  the  annual  value  of  any  house :  ^a^^^. 

Where  such  house  is  not  actually  rented ; 
Where  no  declaration  has  been  made  with  respect 
to  such  house ; 
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(c.)  Where  the  appraiser  is  of  opinion  that  the  rent 
stated  in  the  declaration  is  not  the  fair  annual 
value  of  such  house. 

Appraiser  8-  The  appraiser  may,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty, 

h^^^Lnd.  enter  any  house  or  land  between  the  hours  of  six  in  the 
morning  and  six  in  the  evening  on  any  lawful  day,  and 
may  require  any  owner  or  occupier  of  any  house  to  give 
his  full  name  and  address  when  required  for  the  purposes 
of  this  Ordinance ;  and  any  person  refusing  or  neglecting 
to  give  such  information,  or  obstructing  the  appraiser  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duty,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  twenty 
shillings.

house.  In  case  the  owner  be  not  found  such  notice  may  be 
left  with  some  adult  inmate  at  the  usual  or  last  known 
place  of  abode  or  business  of  such  owner,  or  may  be 
attached  to  the  door  or  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  house 
referred  to  in  the  notice. 

10. — (1.)  Any  owner  or  other  person  concerned  who  may 
be  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment  of  the  appraiser  may  at  any 
time  within  seven  days  next  after  service  of  the  notice  of 
assessment  apply  to  the  District  Commissioner  to  alter  such 
assessment.  The  District  Commissioner  after  hearing  the 
petitioner  and  any  evidence  which  he  may  produce  and  any 
other  person  as  the  District  Commissioner  may  think  fit 
shall  either  make  an  order  directing  the  alteration  of  the 
assessment,  or  shall  refuse  to  make  any  order.

29.  A  member  of  the  Council  shall  not  vote  or  take  Member  inte- 
part  in  the  discussion  of  any  matter  before  the  Council  or  I^?®1^***^ 
a  committee  in  which  he  has  directly  or  indirectly  by  him-  proceeding 
self,  his  wife  or  partner,  any  pecuniary  interest,  and  no 
member  of  the  Council  shall  receive  any  salary  or  shall

with  his  office  showing  the  amount  due  from  each  person, 
and  every  such  officer  shall  paj^  all  money  due  from  him  to 
the  Treasurer  or  as  the  Council  may  direct. 

37.  The  Council  shall  cause  a  true  account  to  be  kept  of  Audit  of 
all  money  received  and  paid.      Such  account  with  all  *^^*«- 
vouchers    and  papers  relating  thereto  together  with    a 
balance-sheet  shall  be  laid  not  later  than  the  thirty-first 

day  of  January  in  each  year  before  an  auditor  to  be  for 
that  purpose  appointed  by  the  Governor,  to  be  examined 
and  audited  by  him.

The  original  balance-sheet  and 
the  accounts  in  full  and  the  auditor's  report  shall  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  voter  at  the  office  of  the  town 
clerk  at  all  reasonable  times  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one 
shilling.  The  auditor  shall  receive  out  of  the  revenue  of 
the  Council  such  remuneration  as  the  Governor  shall  direct.

REGISTRATION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  AFFECTINa 

LAND. 

Ordinance  No.  1  of  1896. 

An  Ordinance  to  make  better  provision  for  the  Registra- 
tion of  Instruments  affecting  Land. 

[16th  January,  1895. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision  for 
the  Registration  of  Instruments  affecting  Land  in  the 
Colony ; 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council 
thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Land  Registry 
Ordinance,  1895." 

2.  In  this  Ordinance, — 

"  Grantor"  includes  a  vendor,  donor,  mortgagor,  lessor 
or  other  person  conveying,  mortgaging,  charging, 
or  demising  land ; 
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"  Grantee ''  includes  every  person  taking  or  claiming 
any  interest  under  any  instrument ; 

"Instrument"  means  any  writing  affecting  land 
situate  in  the  Colony,  including  a  Judge's  Certi- 
ficate; 

"  Judge's  Certificate ''  means  a  certificate  of  purchase 
of  land  sold  in  execution,  signed  hj  a  Judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  or  a  District  Commissioner, 
and  a  certificate  of  title  signed  by  a  Judge  under 
the  Public  Lands  Ordinance ;  no.  8  of  isre. 

"  Land  "  includes  any  estate  or  interest  in  lands ; 

"Probate''  includes  probate  of  a  will  and  letters  of 
administration  with  the  will  annexed,  and  a  certi- 
fied oflSce  copy  thereof ; 

"  Will "  includes  a  codicil ; 

"  Writing  "  includes  print. 


Establishment  of  Registries. 

3.  There  shall  be  Registry  Oflfices  at  Accra  and  Cape  ^Jl^!^^

— (1)  Eveiy  instrument  presented  for  regiistration, 
genenSy.  (except  a  will  or  an  instrument  which  may  be  registered 
without  proof  under  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained), 
must  be  proved  by  the  oath  of  the  grantor  or  one  of  the 
grantors,  or  of  the  grantee  or  one  of  the  grantees,  or  of 
one  of  the  subscribing  witnesses,  to  have  been  duly  executed 
by  the  grantor. 

(2)  An  original  will  presented  for  registration  must  be 
proved  by  the  oath  of  one  of  the  subscribing  witnesses,  or, 
(if  both  of  them  are  dead  or  if  from  any  other  circumstance 
an  afl&davit  cannot  be  obtained  from  either  of  them,)  by 
the  oath  of  some  other  person  present  at  the  execution  of 
the  will,  or,  (failing  such  person,)  by  the  oath  of  some 
person  or  persons  who  can  testify  to  the  hand-writing  of 
the  testator  and  the  subscribing  witnesses,  to  have  been 
duly  executed  by  the  testator.

BE  IT  ENACTED  hj  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative

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NAVAL  AND  MILITARY  UNIFORMS. 

Ordinance  No.  6  of  1896. 

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  and  restrict  the  Wearing  of 
Naval  and  •Military  Uniforms.        [2nd  April,  1895. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "The  Uniforms  Short  title. 
Ordmance,  1895." 

2.  In  this  Ordinance — 

The   expression    "  Her   Majesty's   military   forces,"  Literpreta- 
means  the  regular  forces,  the  reserve  forces  and  ^^^' 
the  auxiliary  forces  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act    of    the    Imperial    Parliament    called    the 
"Army  Act,"  other  than  the  naval  coast  volun- 
teers and  naval  volunteers : 

The  expression  "Her  Majesty's  naval  forces"  means 
the  navy,  the  naval  coast  volunteers  and  the 
naval  volunteers. 

3. — (1.)  It  shall  not  be   lawful   for   any  person   not  Prohibition  to 
serving  in  Her  Majestjr's  military  forces  to  wear  without  ^iS^^^iT^ 
Her  Majesty's  permission  the  uniform   of  any  of  those  form  without 
forces,  or  any  dress  having  the  appearance  or  bearing  any  p®*™*^*^"- 
of  the  regimental  or  other  distinctive  marks  of  any  such 
uniform :  Provided  that  this  enactment  shall  not  prevent — 

(a.)  A  member  of  a  band  from  wearing  at  or  for  the 
purpose  of  a  public  performance  by  the  band 
at  any  time  within  six  years  after  the  passing 
of  this  Ordinance  any  dress  which,  at  the 
passing  of  this  Ordinance,  is  the  recognized 
uniform  of  the  band,  unless  the  dress  is  an 
exact  imitation  of  the  uniform  of  any  of  Her 
Majesty's  military  forces ;  or 

{b.)  Any  persons  from  wearing  any  uniform  or  dress 
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in  the  course  of  a  stage  play  performed  in  any 
place  in  which  stage  plays  may  lawfully  be 
publicly  performed,  or  m  the  course  of  a  music 
hall  or  circus  performance,  or  in  the  course  of 
any  bond  fide  military  representation. 

(2.)  If  any  person  contravenes  this  section  he  shall  be 
liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
pounds. 

Wearing  mii.  4.  If  any  pcrson  not  serving  in  Her  Majesty's  naval  or 
i^^tSto  military  forces  wears  without  Her  Majesty's  permission 
contempt.  the  Uniform  of  any  of  those  forces,  or  any  dress  having 
the  appearance  or  bearing  any  of  the  regimental  or  other 
distinctive  marks  of  any  such  uniform  in  such  a  manner  or 
under  such  circumstances  as  to  be  likely  to  bring  contempt

COMPULSORY  LABOUR. 
Ordinance  No.  9  of  1896. 


An  Ordinakce  to  make  temporary  provision  as  to  Com- 
pulsory Labour  for  public  purposes. 

[14th  December,  1895. 

WHEREAS  by  native  custom  it  is  obligatory  on  persons 
of  the  labouring  class  to  give  labour  for  public  purposes 
on  being  called  out  by  their  chiefs  or  other  native 
superiors : 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  to  make  temporary  provision 
by  law  that  such  persons  may  be  so  called  out,  and  com- 
pelled to  furnish  their  services  as  carriers  for  public 
purposes : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
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Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  In  this  Ordinance —  Literpreta- 

The  expression  "labourer"  includes  any  person  who 
is  liable  to  be  called  out  under  section  2  of  this 
Ordinance,  as  well  as  any  person  who  has  been 
so  called  out. 

The  expression  "  carrier"  includes  porter,  bearer  and 
person  required  for  labour  in  connection  with 
transport. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  head  chief  of  any  district.  Persons  Uabie 
or  the  chief  of  any  town  or  village,  or  the  captam  of  any  J^^^ 
company,  to  call  out  for  service  as  carriers  such  number  of  ^  <»iied  out. 
the  able-bodied  male  persons  of  the  labouring  class  resident 

in  such  district,  town  or  village,  or  members  of  such  com- 
pany, as  may  be  required  by  the  Government  as  carriers 
for  any  public  purpose.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such

Short  title. 


An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Allotment  and  Regula- 
tion of  Village  Sites.  [8tli  April,  1896. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the 
allotment  and  regulation  of  village  sites ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Village  Sites 
Ordinance,  1896.'' 


Village  site.  2.  If  at  any  time  it  shall  seem  to  the  Governor  expe- 
dient to  set  apart  any  land  vested  in  the  Queen  for  the  use 
of  the  Government  of  the  Colony  as  a  village  site,  the 
Governor  may  by  writing  under  his  hand  declare  that  the 
land  therein  described  is  and  the  same  shall  be  set  apart 
as  a  village  site.

3.  Houses  may  be  built  upon  such  land  only  with  the 
authority  of  the  District  Commissioner  of  the  district  in 
which  it  is  situated,  and  subject  to  such  rules  as  may  be 
made  from  time  to  time  under  section  5  hereof. 

4.  The  occupation  of  any  portion  of  a  village  site  for 
building  houses  and  planting  trees  and  making  gardens 
shall  be  subject  to  the  following  conditions : —

months'  notice  resimie  the  whole  or  any  portion 
of  a  village  site  upon  paying  to  the  persons 
disturbed  the  full  value  of  their  houses,  trees 
and  growing  crops. 
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(b)  That  if  any  number  of  persons,  being  heads  or  Liabmty  of 
representatives  of  not  less  than  five  families,  to  r^o^ 
desire  that  any  householder  in  the  village  be 
removed  therefirom,  and  give  good  and  suflScient 
reason  for  his  removal,  such  person  may  be 
required  and  compelled  by  the  District  Com- 
missioner to  quit  upon  the  villagers  paying 
such  compensation  as  the  District  Commis- 
sioner may  direct, 

6.  The  Governor  may  from  time  to  time  make,  and  Rules, 
when  made  vary  or  rescind,  rules  defining  the  conditions 
upon  which  land  may  be    held  and  houses  built    and 
occupied  within  village  sites.

An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  Appropriation  and  Establish- 
ment of  Ferries  and  to  regulate  the  same. 

[8th  August,  1896. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  authorize  the  appropriation  Preamble. 
and  establishment  oi  ferries  in  the  Colony  and  to  regulate 
the  same ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Enactment. 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Ferries  Ordi-  Short  tiUe. 
nance,  1896." 

2.  The  Governor  may  by  any  writing  under  his  hand  Governor 
to  be  published  in  the  Gazette  declare  any  ferry  in  the  ^ri^**^^^ 
Colony  to  be  a  public  ferry  and  thereupon  such  ferry  shall 

vest  in  the  Queen  for  the  use  of  the  Government  of  the 
Colony  and  at  any  time  hereafter  the  Governor  may 
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establish  new  ferries  where  they  axe  needed ;  and  may  from 
time  to  time  change  the  course  of  any  public  ferry  or  dis- 
continue any  public  ferry  that  is  deemed  unnecessary. 
Provided  always  that  if  any  person  and  his  predecessors  in 
title  shall  have  been  the  owners  of  a  ferry  and  have  bene- 
ficially occupied  the  same  for  and  during  three  years  or 
more  before  the  commencement  of  this  Ordinance  no  order 
or  declaration  shall  be  made  under  this  section  whereby 
such  owner  might  be  deprived  thereof  unless  and  imtil  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  to  the  Governor  that — 

(a)  The  owner  of  such  ferry  has  been  in  the  habit  of 

levying  tolls  not  sanctioned  by  native  custom, 
or  that 

(b)  The  owner  of  such  ferry  has  neglected  or  mis- 

managed it,  or  that 

(c)  The  ferry  is  the  subject  of  dispute  between  rival 

chiefs  or  tribes,  or  that 

(d)  The  owner  of  such  ferry  upon  receiving  compensa- 

tion (the  amount  of  which  shall  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  Colonial  Secretary  and  the  owner  of 
such  ferry,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  shall 
be  assessed  by  the  Divisional  Court  of  the  Pro- 
vince in  which  the  ferry  is  situated),  consents 
to  its  transfer  to  and  vesting  in  Her  Majesty 
for  the  use  of  the  Colony.*

An  Ordinance  to  confer  upon  the  Governor  the  necessary- 
powers  for  the  Reception,  Detention  and  Deportation 
of  Nana,  Ex-Chief  of  Benin.         [2nd  October,  1896. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  decided  by  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment that  one  Nana,  Ex-Chief  of  Benin,  shall  be  deported 
from  the  Niger  Coast  Protectorate  to  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony ; 

Ana  whereas  the  Government  of  the  Niger  Coast  Pro- 
tectorate have  agreed  to  deport  the  said  Nana  to  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony  and  to  defray  all  the  expenses  incidental  to 
such  deportation  and  to  his  detention  in  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony ;

An  Ordinance  for  the  Prevention  and  Removal  of  Obstruc- 
tions in  the  use  of  Ports,  Rivers  and  Beaches. 

[29th  January,  1897. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision  by- 
law for  the  removal  and  prevention  of  certain  obstructions 
on  and  near  the  sea  beaches  and  river  banks  of  the  Colony; 
Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Beaches  Ob- 
structions Ordinance,  1897.'' 

2.  In  this  Ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  the  follo\ring  expressions  have  the  meanings 
hereby  assigned  to  them,  that  is  to  say — 

The  expression  ^' beach"  means  and  includes  the  land 
within  fifty  yards  above  high-water  mark. 

The  expression  "  vessel"  means  and  includes  any  ship, 
boat  or  canoe,  or  any  other  description  of  vessel  used  in 
navigation,  whether  propelled  by  sails,  steam,  electricity, 
oars,  paddles  or  poles. 

3.  Where  any  vessel  is  sunk,  stranded  or  abandoned  in 
any  fairway,  or  on  the  beach  or  foreshore,  or  on  or  near 
any  rock,  shoal  or  bank,  or  in  any  part  of  the  sea  adjacent 
to  the  coast  of  the  Colony,  or  in  any  river  of  the  Colony, 
any  officer  of  Customs  or  District  Commissioner  appointed 
by  the  Governor  in  that  behalf  may,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
vessel  is  or  is  likely  to  be  an  obstruction  to  navigation  or 
to  the  landing  on  or  use  of  the  beach  or  foreshore  or  bank 
of  a  river  or  any  approach  thereto — 

(a)  Take  possession  of,  raise,  remove  or  destroy  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  vessel ;  and 
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{h)  light  or  buoy  any  such  vessel  or  any  part  thereof 
until  the  raising,  removal  or  destruction  thereof; 
and 

[c)  Sell  in  such  manner  as  he  thinks  fit  any  vessel  or 
any  part  thereof  so  raised  or  removed,  and  also 
any  other  property  recovered  in  the  exercise  of 
his  powers  under  this  section,  and  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  reimburse  the  expenses 
incurred  in  relation  thereto,  and  hold  the 
surplus,  if  any,  of  the  proceeds  in  trust  for  the 
persons  entitled  thereto. 

4.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  by  order,  reserve  any  Landing 
portion  of  the  foreshore,  or,  if  it  is  waste  or  uncultivated  ^J^o^  of. 
or  Government  land  or  an  open  space,  of  the  beach  or  of 

the  bank  of  a  river  as  or  for  a  landing  place  or  for  other 
purposes,  and  may  in  such  order  declare  how  such  reserved 
portion  shall  be  used,  and  may  require  that  licences  shall 
be  taken  out  for  the  use  of  such  landing  places,  and  may 
declare  and  appoint  fees  for  such  licences,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  rescind  or  vary  such  order. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  make  use  of  any 
such  reserved  portions,  whether  for  landing  or  hauling  up 
or  leaving  thereon  any  boat  or  cauoe,  or  placing  or  keeping 
thereon  any  animals  or  articles  without  or  contrary  to  the 
terms  of  the  licence,  if  any,  required  by  an  Order  in  Council 
made  under  this  section. 

Any  boats,  canoes,  animals  or  articles  hauled  up,  left,  Remoyai  of 
placea  or  kept  on  any  such  reserved  portion  of  such  beach,  ^^^'  ^' 
foreshore  or  bank  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section 
may  be  removed  by  the  District  Commissioner  or  any 
person  authorized  by  him  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 
person  in  charge  of  them  if,  after  notice  in  writing  given 
to  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  or  posted  up  at  or  near 
the  place  where  such  boats,  canoes,  animals  or  articles  may 
be,  the  same  be  not  removed. 

Every  person  offending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  Penalty, 
this  section  or  of  any  Order  in  Council  made  thereunder 
shall  be  liable  on  conviction  before  a  District  Commissioner 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds.

river. 

Every  person  ofPending  against  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  liable  on  conviction  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  ten  pounds  for  every  such  offence,  and  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  repairing  the  injury,  if  any,  done  to  such 
beach,  foreshore  or  bank. 

6.  No  person,  without  the  permission  in  writing  of  the 
Governor,  shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  channel 
between  a  lagoon  and  the  sea  or  a  river,  and  every  person 
committing  a  breach  of  this  section  shall  be  liable  on  con- 
viction before  a  District  Commissioner  to  a  penalt}^  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  poimds,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
closing  such  channel. 

7.  If  any  person  shall,  without  lawful  excuse,  cause, 
whether  by  act  or  omission,  any  obstruction  or  impediment 
to  the  navigation  of  any  port,  river  or  lagoon,  or  to  the 
lawful  use  of  any  pier,  jetty,  landing  place  (whether 
reserved  or  not  under  section  4  hereof),  wharf,  quay,  dock, 
mooring  or  other  work  in  any  such  port,  river  or  lagoon, 
the  District  Commissioner  may  cause  any  such  obstruction 
or  impediment  to  be  rem'oved,  and  any  person  causing  any 
such  obstruction  or  impediment  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
not  exceeding  ten  poimds,  and  also  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
such  removal. 

8.  In  any  legal  proceeding  under  this  Ordinance  the 
burden  of  proving  any  licence  imder  section  4  hereof,  any 
permission  under  sections  5  and  6  hereof,  and  the  terms  of 
such  licence  and  permission  and  any  lawful  excuse  under 
section  7  hereof  shall  be  upon  the  defendant. 

9.  Any  Expenses  for  which  a  person  shall  be  liable  imder 
this  Ordinance  may  be  assessed  by  the  District  Commis- 
sioner, if  he  deems  it  convenient  and  practicable,  at  the 
same  time  that  such  person  is  convicted.  In  any  other 
CEise  the  person  liable  may  be  proceeded  against,  and  the 
expenses  may  be  assessed,  before  a  District  Commissioner 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Proce- 
dure Ordinance,  1876,  as  to  summary  trials.  Any  expenses 
assessed  under  this  section  may  be  recovered  and  enforced 
as  a  penalty. 
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PEACE  PRESERVATION. 

Ordinance  No.  6  of  1897. 

An  Ordinance  to  amend  the  Law  relating  to  the  Carrying 
and  Possession  of  Arms  and  for  the  Preservation  of  the 
Public  Peace.  [29th  January,  1897. 

WHEREAS  the  peace  of  the  Colony  has  on  various  occa- 
sions been  broken  by  the  assembling  together  of  bodies  of 
armed  men  for  unlawful  purposes  leading  in  many  instances 
to  the  destruction  or  forcible  seizure  of  property,  the 
plundering  and  burning  of  houses  and  the  commission  of 
murder  and  other  crimes,  and  it  is  expedient  to  make  better 
provision  for  the  prevention  of  such  offences. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ^^The  Peace  Pre-  short  tiUe. 
servation  Ordinance,  1897.'^ 

2.  In   this    Ordinance,   unless   the    context    otherwise  interpreta- 
requires, —  ^^^ 

The  expression  "  ammunition '*  means  and  includes 
ammunition,  as  defined  by  Ordinance  No.  3  of 
1892,  and  also  bullets,  gunpowder,  rockets,  litho- 
fracteur,  nitro  -  glycerine,  dynamite,  roborite, 
gun-cotton,  and  every  other  explosive  substance 
whether  fitted  for  use  with  any  arms  or  otherwise. 

The  expression  "arms"  means  and  includes  firearms, 
as  defined  by  Ordinance  No.  3  of  1892,  and 
also  revolvers,  pistols,  swords,  cutlasses,  spears, 
daggers,  pikes  and  bayonets  or  any  part  thereof. 

The  expression  "proclaimed  district"  means  and 
includes  any  specified  part  of  the  Colony  as  to 
which  any  proclamation  under  section  3  hereof 
has  been  made  so  long  as  such  proclamation  is  in 
force. 

3.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  be  necessarv  for  the  pre-  ProoUmatian 
servation  of  the  public  peace  in  any  part  oi  the  Colony,  ^^ji^^ 
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the  Governor  in  Council  may  declare  by  proclamation  to 
be  published  in  the  Gazette  that  it  is  unlawful  to  have  or 
carry  arms  or  ammunition  within  any  specified  part  of  the 
Colony  after  the  date  specified  in  such  proclamation  and 
subject  to  any  exceptions  in  the  said  proclamation  provided 
for. 

Any  such  proclamation  may  set  forth  the  conditions  and 
regulations  under  which  the  having  or  carrying  of  arms 
and  ammunition  may  be  licensed  or  autborized,  and  may 
make  provision  for  the  persons  who  may  grant  licences  to 
have  or  carry  arms  or  ammunition. 

The  Governor  in  Council  may  by  a  further  proclamation 
alter  or  revoke  wholly  or  partially  any  previous  proclama- 
tion hereunder. 

The  Governor  may  from  time  to  time  by  order  under 
his  hand  prescribe  forms  for  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  the  same  shall  be  valid  in  law. 

A  proclamation  under  this  section  may  be  in  the  form  in 
the  Schedule  hereto.

Arrest.  5.  Any  person  having  or  carrying  or  reasonably  suspected 

of  having  or  carrying  any  arms  or  ammunition  in  contra- 
vention of  this  Ordinance  may  be  arrested  without  warrant 
by  any  constable  or  peace  officer  and  conveyed  before  the 
District  Commissioner  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Search  6.  A  District  Commissioner  may  himself  with  or  without 

warrant.        warrant  and  with  or  without  assistance  enter  and  search,  or 

may  by  warrant  direct  any  person  named  in  such  warrant  to 

enter  and  BearcL  any  house,  buildings  or  places  situate  in  a 
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proclaimed  district  for  any  arms  or  ammunition  suspected 
to  be  therein  in  contravention  of  this  Ordinance.  Such 
warrant  shall  be  valid  notwithstanding  that  the  houses, 
buildings  or  places  to  be  searched  are  not  specified  therein 
further  than  being  houses,  buildings  or  places  situated  in 
or  about  a  specified  town  or  village. 

The  District  Commissioner  and  the  person  named  in  the 
warrant  may  call  to  their  assistance  any  such  constables 
and  peace  officers  or  other  persons,  and  use  such  force  as 
may  be  necessary. 

7.  Any  arms  or  ammunition  had,  carried  or  found,  under  Seizure  and 
circumstances  which  contravene  this  Ordinance  shall  be  annB^an^^ 
seized  and  forfeited.  ammunition. 

Any  arms  or  ammunition  in  the  possession  of  persons 
not  entitled  to  have  the  same  which  shall  within  a  period 
to  be  fixed  by  the  proclamation  be  given  up  voluntarily  or 
taken  imder  such  circumstances  as  prove  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  District  Commissioner  that  they  have  not  been 
wilfully  kept  back  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession 
of  Her  Majesty,  and  provision  may  be  made  in  such  pro- 
clamation for  the  deposit,  registration,  valuation  and  care 
of  the  same,  and  such  arms  and  ammunition  shall  be 
returned  to  the  owners  thereof  whenever  the  proclamation 
relating  thereto  shall  cease  to  be  in  force. 

Provided  that  at  any  time  the  Governor  may,  instead  of 
keeping  and  returning  the  arms  and  ammunition  aforesaid, 
if  he  thinks  fit,  pay  to  the  owners  of  the  same  the  value 
thereof  as  ascertained  in  the  manner  which  may  be  pro- 
vided in  the  proclamation.

A  District  Commissioner  within  whose  district  any  por- 
tion of  a  proclaimed  district  is,  or  any  Travelling  Com- 
missioner appointed  in  that  behalf  by  the  Governor  shall, 
after  inquiry  if  necessary,  assess  the  proportion  in  which 
such  cost  is  to  be  paid  by  the  said  inhabitants  according  to 
his  judgment  of  their  respective  means. 

All  moneys  payable  under  this  section  may  be  levied 
under  the  law  for  the  time  being  in  force  for  the  levying 
of  moneys  ordered  by  a  Court  to  be  paid. 

Summary  ^  10 .  The  District  Commissioner  within  whose  district

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Grold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  In  this  Ordinance  (unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires)— 

"  Seaman"  includes  every  person  (except  masters  and 
officers)  employed  or  engaged  in  any  capacity  on 
board  any  diip. 

"  Hospital  '^  mcludes  any  Government  hospital,  any 
Government  dispensary  and  any  lunatic  asylum 
constituted  under  any  Ordinance  in  force  for  the 
time  being  for  the  regulation  of  lunatic  asylums. 

2.  All  moneys  payable  in  pursuance  of  any  rule  made 
under  this  Ordinance  in  respect  of  a  master,  officer,  or 
seaman  of  a  ship  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  master  or 
other  person  in  charge  of  such  ship,  or  from  the  owner, 
consignee  or  charterer,  or  the  agent  of  such  owner,  consignee 
or  charterer ;  provided  that  every  consignee  or  agent  hereby 
made  liable,  who  shall  have  paid  any  such  moneys  may, 
out  of  any  moneys  in  his  hands  received  on  account  of  such 
ship  or  belonging  to  the  owner  or  charterer  thereof,  retain 
the  amount  of  all  moneys  so  paid  together  with  all  reason- 
able expenses  incurred. 

In  this  and  the  following  three  sections  the  words 
^^  moneys  payable  in  pursuance  of  any  rule  under  this 
Ordinance  "  shall  include  any  funeral  expenses  incurred  in 
the  case  of  the  death  of  a  patient  in  the  hospital. 

3.  When  any  Kjrooman  in  the  service  of  any  person 
shall  receive  medical  or  surgical  attendance  at  or  shall  be 
admitted  as  a  patient  in  a  hospital,  even  though  not  upon 
the  request  of  such  Krooman's  employer,  any  moneys  pay- 
able in  pursuance  of  any  rule  made  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  payable  by  such  employer. 

4.  All  moneys  payable  in  pursuance  of  any  rule  made 
under  this  Ordinance  shall  be  paid  to  the  medical  officer  in 
charge  of  the  hospital,  at  or  in  which  the  patient  may  have 
received  attendance  or  treatment,  and  in  case  such  moneys 
be  not  so  paid  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  medical  officer  or 
for  any  person  appointed  by  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  in 
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that  behalf  to  sue  for  and  to  recover  the  same  together  with 
all  costs  properly  incurred.

Ordinance  No.  14  of  1897. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Preservation  of  Copies  of 
Books  printed  in  the  Colony  and  for  the  Registration  of 
such  Books.  [9th  June,  1897. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  preservation 
of  three  copies  of  every  book  printed  in  the  Colony  and  for 
the  registration  of  such  books. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council  thereof,  as  follows  : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ^^  The  Book  and 
Newspaper  Registration  Ordinance,  1897,"  and  shall  come 
into  operation  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1897,  which  date  is 
hereunder  referred  to  as  the  commencement  of  the  Ordi- 
nance.

2.  In  this  Ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  the  term  ^'  book"  includes  every  volume,  part  or 
division  of  a  volume,  pamphlet,  sheet  of  letterpress,  news- 

Saper,  sheet  of  music,  map,  chart  or  plan  separately  pro- 
uced,  but  does  not  include  price  lists,  annual  reports, 
trade  circulars,  trade  advertisements,  or  other  legal  or 
business  documents. 

"Printed"  as  applied  to  books  means  produced  by 
printing,  lithography  or  any  other  like  process,  and 
"printer"  has  a  corresponding  meaning. 

3. — (1.)  Three  printed  copies  of  the  whole  of  every  book 
which  is  published  in  this  Colony  after  the  commencement 
of  this  Ordinance,  together  with  all  maps,  prints,  or  other 
engravings  belonging  thereto,  finished  and  coloured  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  best  copies  of  the  same  are  produced, 
and  *also  of  any  second  or  subsequent  edition,  which  is  so 
published,  with  any  additions  or  alterations,  whether  the 
same  be  in  letterpress,  or  in  the  maps,  prints,  or  other 
engravings  belonging  thereto,  and  whether  the  first  edition 
of  such  book  be  produced  before  or  after  the  commence- 
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ment  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  within  one  month  after  the 
day,  in  which  any  such  book  is  first  delivered  out  of  the 
press,  and  notwithstanding  any  agreement  {ii  the  book  be 
published)  between  the  printer  and  publisner  thereof,  be 
delivered  free  of  charge  by  the  printer,  bound,  sewed  or 
stitched  together,  and  upon  the  best  paper  on  which  the 
same  is  printed  at  such  place  and  to  such  officer  as  the 
Governor  in  Council  by  notification  in  the  Gazette  from 
time  to  time  directs.*  The  publisher  or  other  person 
employing  the  printer  shall,  within  a  reasonable  time  before 
the  expiration  of  the  said  month,  supply  the  printer  with 
all  maps,  prints  and  engravings  finisned  and  coloured  as 
aforesaid,  which  maybe  necessary  to  enable  him  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  aforesaid. 

(2.)  The   officer,   to  whom  any  copies   of    books    are  Receipt  for 
delivered  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,   shall  ^p^®®* 
give  a  receipt  in  writing  for  the  same. 

4.  One    of    such    copies  shall   be  transmitted   to   the  Disposal  of 
Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  in  London,  another  copy  ^pi^^ 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  the  Governor  in  Council  from  time 
to  time  directs,  and  the  remaining  copy   shall,    after  a 
memorandum  containing  the  particulars  hereinafter  men- 
tioned respecting  the  book  has  been  registered  as  herein-  Registration 
after  provided,  be  deposited  in  such  public  library  in  the  dum^bwks. 
Colony  or  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  the  Governor  from 
time  to  time  directs. 

6-  There  shall  be  kept  at  such  office,  and  by  such  officer  Catalogue  to 
as  the  Governor  in  Council  from  time  to  time  appoints  in  ^  ^®^*' 
this  behalf,  a  book  to  be  called  *^  A  Catalogue  of  Books  and 
Newspapers  printed  in  the  Gold  Coast  Colony,"  wherein 
shall  be  registered  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  delivery  of 
any  book  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  a  memo- 
randum of  such  book  which  memorandum  shall  (so  far  sus 
may  be  practicable)  contain  the  following  particulars ;  that 
is  to  say : — 

(1.)  The  title  of  the  book  and  the  contents  of  the  title 
page  with  a  translation  into  English  of  such 
title  and  contents  when  the  same  are  not  in  the 
English  language ;

(6.)  The  name  or  firm  of  the  printer,  and  the  name  or 

firm  of  the  publisher ; 
(7.)  The  date  of  issue  from  the  press  or  of  the  pub- 
lication ; 
(8.)  The  number  of  sheets,  leaves,  or  pages ; 
(9. )  The  size ; 
riO.)  The  number  of  the  edition; 
(11.)  The  number  of  copies  of  which  the  edition  con- 
sists ; 
(12.)  The  price  at  which  the  book  is  sold  to  the  public; 
and 


(13.)  The  name  and  residence  of  the  proprietor  of  the 
copyright  or  of  any  portion  of  such  copyright. 

PubUcation  6-  The  memoranda  registered  dining  each  quarter  in 
rSte^^  the  said  catalogue  shall  be  published  in  the  Gazette,  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  end  of  such  quarter,  and  a  copy 
of  the  memoranda  so  published  shall  be  sent  to  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  and 
two  copies  to  the  Trustees  aforesaid. 

Penalty  for  7*  Evcry  printer  who  neglects  to  deliver  three  copies 
of  b^fa'by^  of  any  such  book  as  is  referred  to  in  section  3  of  this 
printer.  Ordinance  or  of  any  second  or  subsequent  edition  of  any 

such  book  to  the  officer  and  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 

Penalty  for         8.  Evory  publisher  or  other  person  employing  any  such 

brokT^^^  ^  printer  who  neglects  to  supply  him  in  manner  aforesaid 

publisher.       with  any  map,  print  or  engraving  finished  and  coloured  as 

aforesaid,  which  may  be  necessary  to  enable  such  printer 

to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be 

liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  pounds. 

Power  to  9.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time 

make  rules.     ^j^^kB  and  wheu  made  vary  or  rescind  rules  for  carrying 
out  the  objects  of  this  Ordinance. 
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10. — (1.)  The  Governor  in  Council  may  by  notification  Exemptions, 
in  the  Gazette  exclude  any  class  of  books  from  the  opera- 
tion of  the  whole  or  any  part  or  parts  of  this  Ordinance. 

(2.)  This  Ordinance  does  not  apply  to  books  printed  by  Gk)yemment 
the  Government  printer  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  Govern-  P^^^io^tiona. 
ment. 


SUPPLY,  1898. 

Ordinance  No.  16  of  1897. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Service  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony  during  the  year  One  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-eight.  [27th  November,  1897. 

WHEREAS  the  expenditure  required  for  the  Service  of 
the  Government  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colonjr  for  the  year 
One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight  has  been 
estimated  at  the  sum  of  Three  hundred  and  twenty-four 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  pounds. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows  : — 

1.  A  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  and  twenty-four  Expenditure 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  pounds  shall  be  and  ^uttLoi^ed^ 
the  same  is  hereby  charged  upon  the  revenue  and  other 

funds  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  for  the  service  of  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  said 
expenditure  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  Schedule  to 
this  Ordinance. 

2.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Supply  Ordi-  short  tiUe.

An  Ordinance  to  define  the  Powers  of  Travelling  Com- 
missioners. [7th  January,  1898. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  hj  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "The  Travelling  Short  title.

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  to  appoint  such  -^p^tment 

gersons  as  he  may  think  fit  to  be  Travelling  Commissioners.  commiB.    ^ 
uch  Travelling  Commissioners  shall  be  ex  officio  District  aonere.

3. — (I)  A  Travelling  Commissioner  shall  without  ap-  Jurisdiction 
pointment  to  any  district  have  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  cL^^^^^ 
of  the  District  Commissioner  of  any  district  in  which  such  eioners. 
Travelling  Commissioner  may  be  in,  provided  that  he  shall 
only  exercise  such  powers  and  jurisdiction  when  in  his 
opinion  it  is  advisable  to  exercise  the  same,  or  when  required 
in  writing  by  the  District  Commissioner  of  the  district,  or 
when  directed  by  the  Governor,  or  by  any  special  order  of 
the  Court  to  exercise  the  same.

An  Oedinance  to  declare  the  Terms  and  Conditions  ap- 
plicable to  Loans  authorized  to  be  raised  by  the 
Government  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony,  and  to  provide 
for  the  creation  of  Gold  Coast  Inscribed  Stock. 

[9th  February,  1898. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  define  in  one  Ordinance  the 
terms  and  conditions  applicable  to  loans  hereafter  autho- 
rized to  be  raised  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony ; 

Ana  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  creation 
of  Inscribed  Stock,  and  to  enable  the  Colony  to  take 
advantage  of  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Imperial 
Parliament,  entitled  *^  The  Colonial  Stock  Act,  1877,"  and 
the  subsequent  Acts  on  the  same  subject : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

Definitionfl.         1.  In    this    Ordinance    unless    the    context  .otherwise 
requires, 

The  expression  ^^ Crown  Agents"  means  the  person 
or  persons  for  the  time  being  acting  as  Crown 
Agents  for  the  Colonies  in  England. 

Loans  to  be         2.  As  of ten  as  bv  any  Ordinance  authority  shall  have 

^ibed  stock,  been  given  or  shall  nereafter  be  given  to  raise  any  sum  of 

money  whether  by  debentures  or  otherwise  for  the  purpose 

mentioned  in  such  Ordinance,  the   Governor  may  from 

time  to  time  raise  such  sum  by  Gold  Coast  Inscribed  Stock. 

Loans  to  be  a  3.  The  principal  moneys  and  interest  secured  by  the 
^gmmi^^^  Inscribed  Stock  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
reyenue.        naucc  are  hereby  charged  upon  and  shall  be  payable  out 

of  the  general  revenue  and  assets  of  the  Government  of 

the  Colony. 

Borrowingr  4.  Such  stock  shall  be  issued  in  England  by  the  Crown 
Sraib^stook.  Agouts  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Imperial 
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Parliament  entitled  ''  The  Colonial  Stock  Act,  1877,"  upon 
the  best  and  most  favourable  terms  that  can  be  obtained, 
provided  that  the  interest  on  such  Inscribed  Stock  shall 
not  exceed  four  and  one  half  per  centum  per  annum.* 

5.  All  the  Inscribed  Stock  which  may  be  created  under  wten  the 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  redeemable  at  ^^p^."*^ 
par  on  a  date  to  be  named  in  that  behalf  by  the  Crown 
Agents  when  issuing  the  stock,  such  date  not  being  later 

than  sixty  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

From  and  after  which  date  all  interest  on  the  principal 
money  secured  thereby  shall  cease  and  determine  whether 
payment  of  the  principal  shall  have  been  demanded  or  not. 

6.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Inscribed  Stock  shall  remain  Modeofpro- 
imredeemed  the  Governor  shall  in  each  half-year  ending  I^^fJ^^ 
with  the  day  on  which  the  interest  on  such  Inscribed  Stock  mtereet  and 
falls  due  appropriate  out  of  the  general  revenue  and  assets  p™^^'!^- 
of  the  Government  of  the  Colony,  a  sum  equal  to  one  half- 
year's  interest  on  the  whole  of  such  Inscribed  Stock,  and 

shall  remit  that  sum  to  the  Crown  Agents  at  such  time  as 
will  enable  them  to  pay  thereout  the  then  current  half- 
year's  interest  on  the  day  when  it  falls  due.  After  the 
date  specified  in  the  Ordinance  authorizing  an  issue  of 
Inscribed  Stock  as  that  on  which  the  contribution  to  the 
Sinking  Fund  shall  commence,  the  Governor  shall  further 
appropriate  out  of  the  said  revenue  and  assets  in  each  half- 
year  ending  as  aforesaid  an  additional  sum  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Sinking  Fund  equal  to  ten  shillings  per  centum 
on  the  total  nominal  amount  of  such  Inscribed  Stock,  and 
shall  remit  that  smn  to  the  Crown  Agents  with  the  remit- 
tance hereinbefore  mentioned. 

7.  The  Crown  Agents^  shall  for  the  purpose  of  forming  Oreatdonof 
such  Sinking  Fund,  from  time  to  time  invest  so  much  of  ^^"^ 
the  money  so  remitted  to  them  as  aforesaid  as  shall  not  be 
required  for  the  payment  of  interest  for  the  current  half- 
year,  and  the  dividends,  interest  or  produce  of  such  invest- 
ments, in  the  purchase  of  such  debentures,  stock  or  other 
security,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by  Her 
Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  and 

may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  like  approval,  change  any

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such  investment,  and  shall  hold  such  fund  in  trust  for 
repayment  of  the  principal  moneys  for  the  time  being 
secured  by  the  Inscribed  Stock. 

FipeMeeto  g.  AH  oxpouses  of  or  incidental  to  the  management  of 
t^m^g^'^  ^  the  Sinking  Fund  or  to  the  repayment  of  the  principal 
Fund.  moneys  borrowed  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

9.  The  Governor  shall  also  have  and  may  from  time  to 
time  exercise  the  following  powers  and  authorities  or  any 
of  them : — * 

(a.)  he  may  declare  all  or  any  of  the  Gold  Coast  loans 
whether  existing  in  the  form  of  stock  or  deben- 
tures to  be  convertible  into  Inscribed  Stock  to 
be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance ; 

{b.)  he  may  authorize  the  creation  and  issue  of  such 
an  amount  of  Inscribed  Stock  in  exchange  for 
the  securities  held  for  such  loans  as  may  be 
necessary ; 

(c.)  he  may  authorize  the  creation  and  sale  of  any 
such  Inscribed  Stock  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  redeeming  any  outstanding  loans, 
for  paying  any  expenses  in  the  creation  of 
Inscribed  Stock  and  otherwise  for  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

{d.)  Any  conversion  so  authorized  may  be  effected 
either  by  arrangement  with  the  holders  of 
existing  securities  or  by  purchase  thereof  out 
of  moneys  raised  by  the  sale  of  Inscribed  Stock, 
or  partly  in  one  way  and  partly  in  the  other.

shall  be  forthwith  cancelled  by  the  Crown  Agents,  and  the 
debentures  surrendered  shall  be  cancelled  and  transmitted 

to  the  Governor  of  Gold  Coast. 

12.  The  trustees  of  the  Sinking  Fund  appointed  under  Trustees  to 
the  Ordinance  authorizing  the  issue  of  any  securities  which  a^u^t°of 
may  be  exchanged  for,  or  converted  into  Inscribed  Stock  or  ^^f^  ^^^^ 
cancelled  or  purchased  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi-  ^nveraioZ 
nance  shall  determine  what  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund 

held  by  them  and  created  for  repayment  of  such  securities 
shall  be  released,  and  in  the  determination  of  such  question 
the  trustees  shall  take  into  consideration  the  value  of  the 
whole  investments  held  by  them  on  account  of  such  Sinking 
Fund,  the  amount  of  the  debt  remaining  a  charge  on  such 
Sinking  Funds  and  such  other  matters  as  the  trustees  may 
think  fit  to  take  into  account.

Stock  Ordinance,  1898,"  for  the  construction  and  equip- 
ment of  a  railway  from  a  point  on  the  coast  at  or  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Sekondi  to  Tarkwa.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Construction  and  Main- 
tenance of  Railways.  [9th  February,  1898. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  hj  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  The  Public  Lands  Ordinance,  1876,  hereinafter  re-  incorpora- 

f erred  to  as  the  principal  Ordinance,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  Lan<=u  (S^?*^ 
incorporated  with  this  Ordinance  except  in  so  far  as  the  nance,  i876. 
provisions  hereinafter  contained  shall  be  inconsistent  with  ^^'  ^  ^f  ^® '^^• 
the  provisions  of  the  said  principal  Ordinance. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Government  of  the  Gold  Constpuction 
Coast  Colony  to  construct,  establish  and  maintain  a  railway  J^^^^f 
or  railways  for  the  said  Colony  with  terminal  and  inter-  raUways. 
mediate  stations  and  all  proper  works  and  conveniences  for 

the  conveyance  of  passengers,  animals  and  goods,  aild  for 
that  purpose  to  appoint  and  authorize  its  officers  with  all 
necessary  workmen  and  other  servants  at  all  times,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  principal  Ordinance,  to  enter  upon 
lands  belonging  to  the  Crown  or  to  private  persons  and  to 
survey,  set  out,  appropriate  and  take  so  much  of  such  land 
as  may  in  the  opinion  of  such  officers  be  required  and 
expedient  for  the  construction,  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  any  such  railway.

3.  In  any  case  where  notice  shall  have  been  given  under 
knLTeqiirod  the  provisions  of  the  principal  Ordinance  that  lands  are

(1.)  to  stop  or  divert  any  public  or  private  roads, 
ways,  brooks,  or  waters  that  may  or  might 
interfere  with  the  construction  or  maintenance 
of  any  such  railway, 

(2.)  to  make  roads,  ways,  drains,  canals  or  waterways 
or  use  those  already  made,  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  or  conveying  any  passengers,  work- 
men, animals,  goods,  plant  or  carriages,  to  and 
from  any  such  railway, 

(3.)  to  erect  and  construct  such  temporary  houses, 
oflSces,  workshops,  sheds  and  other  buildings, 
and  make  such  yards  and  enclosures  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary.

Ordinance  No.  9  of  1898. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Loading,  Unloading  and 
Working  of  Goods  on  or  from  Vessels  in  special  cases 
on  Sundays.  [4th  March,  1898. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  hj  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  In  this  Ordinance  unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires: "  Comptroller  of  Customs"  includes  the  Supervisor 
of  Customs  for  the  time  being  stationed  at  any  port  in  the 
Colony,  and  if  there  is  no  Supervisor  of  Customs  stationed 
at  any  such  port  the  District  Commissioner  of  the  district 
in  which  such  port  is'  situate. 

2.  The  Comptroller  of  Customs  may  whenever  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  appear  to  him  to  require  it,  and  subject 
to  such  general  instructions  as  the  (rovernor  may  from 
time  to  time  give,  grant  a  permit  to  the  master  of  any 
vessel  being  within  the  waters  of  the  Colony,  or  his  agent, 
to  load  or  discharge  from  such  vessel  on  Sundays  the  goods 
or  cargo  mentioned  in  such  permit.  On  such  permit  being 
obtained  it  shall  be  lawful,  any  enactment  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  for  the  master  of  such  vessel  to  receive 
on  board,  load,  ship,  discharge  or  unload,  as  the  case  may 
be,  on  the  Sunday  mentioned  in  such  permit,  the  goods 
and  cargo  enumerated  and  described  in  such  permit.  Such 
permits  shall  be  in  the  forms  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  to 
this  Ordinance. 
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3.  Whenever  a  permit  has  been  granted  under  the  pro-  Ordinanoe 
visions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  master  of  any  vessel  or  his  noT  to  apply* 
agent,  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  9  of  1892  (The  whena^penmt 
Sunday  Cargo  Working  Ordinance,  1892,)  shall  not  apply  ^'^ 

to  any  person  taking  part  in  the  loading  on  or  the  unload- 
ing from,  such  vessel  of  the  goods  or  cargo  mentioned  in 
any  such  permit. 

4.  The  Comptroller  of  Customs  shall  forthwith  after  Reasons  for 
granting  any  such  permit  forward  to  the  Governor  a  note  S'to^sent 
in  writing  oi  his  reasons  for  granting  the  same.  ^  Governor.

Ordinance  No.  10  of  1898. 

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Payment  of  Travelling 
Expenses.*  [4th  March,  1898. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law  regulating 
the  grant  of  certain  allowances  to  Government  oflBcers 
whilst  travelling. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council 
thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  In  this  Ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires — 

the  expression  *^  station"  means  anyplace  where  an 
officer  is  resident  in  connection  with  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties ; 

the  expression  "  travelling  "  shall  not  be  taken  to  in- 
clude any  stay  of  more  than  twenty-four  hours 
in  any  one  place  unless  it  shall  be  shown  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Governor  that  such  stay  was 
unavoidable  or  was  necessary  in  the  interests  of 
the  public  service. 

2.  •  Officers  when  travelling  on  duty  shall  be  furnished 
with  such  transport  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Governor, 
who  shall  in  all  cases  decide  any  question  which  may  arise 
in  connection  therewith. 


iTo  personal  3.  No  allowauce  shall  be  payable  imder  this  Ordinance 
blmrf.*^r^   to  any  officer  for  the  time  he  is  on  board  any  ship  in  which

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  Administration  of  the 
Estates  of  Africans  dying  in  Foreign  Employment. 

[18th  May,  1898. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Coimcil  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  In  this  Ordinance  unless  the  context  requires  other- 
wise:— 

"  Estate,"  means  wages  and  emoluments  due  to 
persons  to  whom  this  Ordinance  applies  by- 
employers  residing  out  of  the  jurisdiction. 
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"  Employer,"  means  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
company  by  whom  a  person  is  employed,  and  the 
agent,  foreman,  manager  or  factor  of  such  person, 
firm,  corporation  or  company. 

"  Court  '^  means  the  Divisional  Court  of  the  Eastern

Ordinance  No,  12  of  1898. 

An  Ordinance  to  amend  the  Customs  Tariff. 

[31st  May,  1898. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows : — 

1.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  ^^  The  Customs  Tariff  Short  title. 
Ordinance,  1898."

Ordinance  No.  14  of  1898. 

An  Ordinance  for  making  Final  Provision  for  the  Public 
Service  for  the  year  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven.  [18th  June,  1898. 

WHEREAS  by  Ordinance  No.  11  of  1896  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  and  twenty-one  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-eight  pounds,  five  shillings  and  eight  pence 
was  charged  upon  the  revenue  of  the  Colony,  forthe  ser- 
vice of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  to  be  appropriated  for  each  service  as  detailed  in  the 
Schedule  to  that  Ordinance. 

And  whereas  the  expenditure  in  respect  of  certain  of  such 
services  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  exceeded  the  amoimts  so  charged  upon  the 
revenue  of  the  Colony,  by  one  hundred  and  sixty-four 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  seven  pounds,  fifteen  shillings 
and  two  pence  in  the  proportions  detailed  in  the  Schedule 
hereto. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  thereof,  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  further  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  seven  pounds,  fifteen  shillings  and 
two  pence  shall  be  charged  upon  the  revenue  of  the  Colony, 
for  certain  public  services  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-seven  to  be  appropriated  in  the  pro- 
portions detailed  in  the  Schedule  hereto. 

2.  This  Ordinance  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Final  Supply 
Ordinance,  1897."

Whereas  the  existing  district  of  Elmina  was  eonstitated  by  an 
Order  in  Council  made  on  the  4th  of  November,  1878,  and  amended 
by  an  Order  in  Council  made  on  the  2nd  of  September,  1880 ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Executive  Council,  and  in  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  him,  doth 
hereby  order  that  the  existing  district  of  Ebnina  shall  henceforth 
form  part  of  the  district  of  Cape  Coast.  Orde^-  made  Not.  15,  1888 
{see  Gazettes,  p.  272). 

The  title  of  the  district  of  Sekondi  is  altered  to  that  of  the  district 
of  Chama,  and  the  said  district  of  Chama  shall  embrace  and  include 
all  the  towns  and  villages  up  to  the  town  of  Adjuah  on  the  west,  but 
excluding  such  town.  Order  made  20  July,  1891  {see  Gazettes, 
p.  206). 

The  Axim  district  on  the  north-east  and  east  thereof  shall  not 
extend  beyond  but  shall  embrace  and  include  the  territories  within 
the  following  boundaries,  namely,  on  the  north-east  within  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  a  point  four  miles  north-east  of  Alakwabo  running  in 
a  south-easterly  direction  and  passing  above  Inframangi  one  mile 
north  of  that  place  till  it  meets  a  straight  line  drawn  due  north  from 
and  including  Princes  and  on  the  east  within  the  line  last  mentioned 
up  to  the  point  where  met  as  aforesaid.

Whereas  on  the  10th  of  May,  1889,  an  Order  was  made  providing 
for  the  formation  of  the  district  of  Eastern  Wassaw ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  said  Order  and  to  provide 
for  the  incorporation  of  Western  Wassaw  into  the  district  of  Eastern 
Wassaw  so  as  to  form  one  district,  to  be  known  as  the  Wassaw 
district : 

Now,  therefore,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council,  and  in  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  him,  doth  hereby 
order  that  there  shall  no  longer  be  a  district  known  as  the  district  of 
Eastern  Wassaw,  but  that  there  shall  be,  for  the  purposes  of  jurisdic- 
tion, a  district,  to  be  known  as  the  "Wassaw  district,"  which  said  district 
shall  comprise  and  embrace  all  the  territory  and  the  countries  hereto- 
fore known  as  Eastern  Wassaw  and  Western  Wassaw.  Order  made

^'^^*t  ^'  "^^  labour  of  judgment-debtor  prisoners  ordered  to  be  kept  to 

JtebtoreT  labour  shall  include  the  following  employments : — Mat-making,  rope- 
making,  net-making,  basket-making,  tailoring  and  sewing.  Washing 
clothes  and  household  linen.  Cleaning  and  whitewashing  the  debtor's 
prison  in  which  any  judgment  debtors  are  imprisoned,  including  the 

Jard  and  appurtenances  thereof,  or  the  portion  of  any  prison  occupied 
y  any  judgment  debtors,  and  such  other  necessary  services  in  con- 
nection with  each  debtor's  prison,  or  portion  of  a  prison  occupied  by 
debtors,  as  the  visiting  committee  of  such  prison  may  determine.

3.  The  SherifE  may  allow  any  such  judgment  debtor  to  work  at  his 
own  trade  or  calling  in  lieu  of  the  said  employments,  either  for  the 
whole  or  a  portion  of  the  daily  hours  of  labour,  provided  that  such 
trade  is  capable  of  being  carried  on  within  the  prison,  and  does  not 
interfere  with  the  regulations  of  the  prison. 

4.  The  said  judgment  debtors  shall  be  kept  at  work  not  more  than 
ten  hours  or  less  than  six  hours  a  day,  unless  the  medical  officer 
directs  a  shorter  period  of  labour  for  any  such  judgment  debtor. 

5.  Where  any  money  is  earned  by  the  labour  of  any  such  judg- 
ment debtor  the  nett  amount  thereof  shall  be  applied  in  the  firat 
instance  towards  reimbursement  of  the  party  by  whom  the  expense  of 
his  maintenance  in  prison  is  defrayed,  and  the  overplus,  if  any,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  judgment  debtor  upon  his  discharge  from  prison.

Writs  of  Execution, 

Eieoution  of        1.  All  writs  of  execution  and  warrants  of  distress  or  for  attachment 
wtifc  oiji,fa.t  of  property  are  to  be  delivered  or  sent  by  the  Registrar  to  the  SherifE. 
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They  are  never  to  be  delivered  by  the  Eegistrax  to  a  bailiff  in  the  first      supreme 
instance.  Conrt. 

2.  The  Sheriff  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  return  the  writ  or  warrant   ^^'  ^^^^'■^- 
to  the  Registrar,  with  an  account  showing  the  amount  realized,  the 

amount  due  to  the  Sheriff  and  bailiff  for  fees  and  expenses,  and  the 
balance ;  and  shall  pay  the  balance  to  the  Registrar.  Where  a  sale 
has  been  held  the  Sheriff  shall  also  deliver  to  the  Registrar  a  duly 
certified  sale  account. 

3.  The  Registrar  shall  pay  the  said  balance  to  the  execution  creditor 
or  other  person  entitled  thereto,  and  take  a  receipt  from  him. 

4.  If  for  any  reason  the  said  balance  is  not  paid  to  the  person 
entitled  to  it  within  a  fortnight  after  its  receipt  by  the  Registrar,  the 
Registrar  must  at  the  end  of  the  fortnight  pay  it  into  the  Treasury 
and  obtain  a  receipt  for  it.

19.  The  Sheriff  shall  carefully  inspect  and  initial  the  register  of 
marks  once  a  week. 

20.  No  officer  shall  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  a  working  gang 
until  the  Sheriff  is  satisfied  that  he  thoroughly  understands  the  system 
of  marking. 

21.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  gaoler  to  fake  every  means  of  seeing 
that  the  officers  award  the  marks  fairly,  and  he  shall  frequently  explain 
the  system  to  them,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their  understanding 
their  duty  in  this  respect. 

22.  Any  case  of  an  officer  not  executing  this  duty  efficiently  shall 
be  at  once  reported  to  the  gaoler,  who  shaU  report  accordingly  to  the 
Sheriff. 

23.  Any  convict  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  to  have  his  mark 
sheet  explained  to  him,  and  the  whole  system  generally  shall  be  ex- 
plained to  all  the  convicts  by  the  gaoler  or  Sheriff  at  least  once  a 
month. 

24.  Convicts  who  have  earned  a  remission  of  sentence  will  be 
allowed  a  gratuity  calculated  at  the  rate  of  one  penny  for  every  hun- 
dred marks  earned,  which  shall  be  paid  to  them  on  their  release. 

25.  The  Sheriff  shall  inspect  the  mark  sheets  at  the  end  of  every 
twelve  months  with  a  view  of  forming  a  "  special  class,"  to  consist  of 
those  convicts  who  have  obtained  the  highest  possible  number  of  marks 
during  such  period.  A  convict  so  placed  and  continuing  in  the  "  special 
class '  shall  wear  a  blue  stripe  across  the  right  sleeve  of  his  jumper, 
an  additional  stripe  being  jtdded  for  each  fi2l  year  passed  in  the  said 
"special  class,"  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  one  extra  visit  of  }valf

26.  The  attention  of  the  Sheriff  and  Deputy-sheriffs  is  directed  to 
the  importance  of  paying  constant  attention  to  the  details  of  this 
svstem,  and  the  utmost  care  must  be  used  in  awarding  and  recording 
the  marks  gained  by  convicts.  It  is  essential  that  convicts  should 
have  confidence  in  the  fairness  and  accuracy  of  the  working  of  the 
system.

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Knles  for  Prison  Officers  in  charge  of  Gangs  working  outside  the 
Prison  (s.  10). 

1.  At  5.30  a.m.  the  prison  ofl&cers  in  charge  of  gangs  will  parade  in 
the  prison  yard,  when  these  rules  will  be  read  to  them  by  the  gaoler 
or  Ist  class  prison  officer  on  duty. 

2.  Upon  receiving  his  gang  of  prisoners  each  officer  will  count 
them ;  he  will  also  count  the  tools  which  he  receives ;  these  numbers 
will  be  entered  in  his  gang  book  before  leaving  the  prison ;  the  entries 
must  be  checked  by  the  gaoler  or  1st  class  prison  officer  who  will  not 
dispatch  the  gangs  until  he  is  satisfied  that  they  are  correct. 

3.  Each  officer  will  then  march  his  gang  two  abreast,  by  the  most 
direct  road  to  the  place  of  labour,  keepmff  always  to  the  left  hand  side 
of  the  road ;  he  wUl  never  allow  more  than  one  pace  between  each 
pair  of  prisoners. 

4.  On  going  to,  and  returning  from,  labour  the  tools  are  to  be 
carried  in  a  cart  to  be  drawn  by  the  last  three  prisoners  in  each  gang, 
and  on  no  account  are  they  to  be  carried  by  the  prisoners  themselves. 

5.  The  escort  will  march  at  equal  distances  from  each  other  on  both 
sides  of  the  gangs  and  abreast  of  them ;  each  prison  officer  will  march 
in  a  position  from  which  he  can  see  the  whole  of  his  gang. 

6.  No  prisoner  will  be  allowed  to  break  gang  while  on  the  public 
road,  except  in  case  of  illness,  when  the  whole  gang  must  be  halted 
until  the  prisoner  so  falling  out  with  the  officer's  permission  returns 
or  is  sent  back  to  prison  under  escort. 

7.  On  reaching  the  place  of  labour  the  prison  officer  in  charge  will 
cause  his  gang  to  fall  out,  having  first  counted  them,  he  will  then 
himself  distribute  the  tools  and  place  the  escort  in  a  circle  round  the 

gang- 

8.  No  prisoner  is  to  be  allowed  to  pass  the  line  of  escort ;  but  if  a 
prisoner  reports  that  he  requires  to  use  the  latrine  screen  he  may  be 
permitted  to  do  so  in  charge  of  one  man  of  the  escort :  one  man  of 
the  escort  must  not  be  dispatched  in  charge  of  more  than  one  prisoner. 

9.  At  the  end  of  each  hour's  work  the  officer  in  charge  wiU  call 
"  stand  at  ease  "  and  will  allow  the  prisoners  to  rest  for  ten  minutes. 

10.  At  11  o'clock  work  will  cease  for  one  hour,  and  the  prison 
officer  in  charge  will  march  his  gang  to  a  convenient  spot  for  serving 
rations ;  at  that  place  all  the  tools  must  be  piled  in  one  heap,  and  the 
officer  in  charge  will  count  and  check  by  his  gang  book  the  number  of 
prisoners  and  tools ;  he  will  then  cause  the  prisoners  to  sit  down  as 
closely  together  as  possible  and  will  issue  the  rations ;  he  will  allow 
no  prisoner  to  rise  from  the  ground  without  permission  until  he  gives 
the  word  to  recommence  labour  at  12  o'clock.  During  this  hour  the 
escort  will  remain  in  a  circle  round  the  prisoners  as  when  at  work  and 
will  not  allow  the  prisoners  to  separate. 

11.  At  4.30  p.m.  work  will  cease  and  the  officer  in  charge  will 
cause  the  prisoners  to  fall  in  and  will  march  them  back  to  the  prison 
in  accordance  with  rule  3. 

12.  When  any  gang  is  visited  by  the  Sheriff,  constabulary  orderly 
officer,  gaoler,  or  1st  class  prison  officer,  the  officer  in  charge  will  at 
once  count  the  prisoners,  salute,  and  report  "  All  correct,  sir,  fifteen 
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men,"  or  as  the  case  may  be,  or  make  any  complaint  he  may  think 
proper. 

13.  In  the  event  of  any  gross  misconduct  or  insubordination  on 
the  part  of  any  prisoner,  he  is  to  be  handcuffed  and  at  once  marched 
back  to  the  prison  in  charge  of  one  man  of  the  escort.  Each  prison 
officer  must  invariably  carry  two  pairs  of  handcuffs  for  use  in  oases  of 
emergency. 

14.  When  an  escape  occurs  the  officer  in  charge  will  at  once  cause 
his  gang  to  deposit  their  tools  in  the  cart  and  "  fall  in,"  he  will  then 
send  two  of  the  escort  in  pursuit  of  the  escaped  prisoner  or  prisoners 
and  immediately  march  his  gang  back  to  the  prison  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  On  arriving  at  the  prison  he  will  report  the  escape  to  the 
gaoler,  and,  having  done  so,  will  at  once  return  with  the  remaining 
escort  to  the  place  where  the  escape  took  place  and  commence  a  search 
with  the  assistance  of  the  escort  which  must  be  continued  until  the 
prisoner  is  recaptured  or  darkness  sets  in. 

15.  The  officer  in  charge  will  allot  to  each  prisoner  a  certain  task 
and  he  will  watch  carefully  during  the  day  how  each  prisoner  does 
his  work,  and  at  the  end  of  the  day's  work  will  place  marks  against 
the  number  of  each  prisoner  in  the  gang  book,  thus : — 

8  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  who  does  his  full  task  and 

labours  hard  and  steadily  all  day. 
7  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  who  does  his  full  task  but 

with  less  industry. 
6  against  the  number  of  each  prisoner  who  does  a  fair  but  only 

moderate  day's  work. 
No  mark  will  be  given  to  a  prisoner  who  is  idle,  such  prisoner 

must  be  reported.     So  that  the  largest  number  of  marks  a 

prisoner  can  receive  is  8,  thus — ^No.  27    8. 

16.  Prison  officers  will  take  no  orders  from  any  person,  white  man 
or  otherwise,  except  the  Sheriff,  gaoler,  or  1st  class  prison  officer. 
But  if  there  is  any  foreman  of  works  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the 
work  his  directions  should  be  obeyed  as  to  the  actual  work  to  be  done 
at  the  particular  place  where  the  gang  has  been  ordered  to  work,  if 
such  directions  can  be  carried  out  without  breaking  any  of  these 
rules. 

17.  Any  breach  of  prison  rules  by  any  prisoner  must  be  noted  in 
the  gang  book  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  his  gang,  which  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  chief  warder  on  returning  to  the  prison. 

18.  The  officer  in  charge  will  take  the  name  and  address  of  any 
civilian  who  speaks  to,  interferes  with,  or  in  any  way  communicates 
with  any  prisoner ;  if  such  person  refuses  to  give  his  or  her  name  and 
address  the  said  officer  will  arrest  such  person  and  dispatch  one  of 
the  escort  who  will  report  the  matter  to  the  sub-inspector  of  civil 
police. 

19.  Each  prison  officer  must  carefully  study  these  rules  and  have 
them  explained  to  him  by  the  gaoler  and  when  on  duty  he  must  carry 
a  copy  of  them.  If  he  breaks  any  one  of  them  he  is  liable  to  instant 
dismissal.     Made  5  Sejyt.  1891  {see  Gazettes^p.  342). 
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Knle  as  to  Oratuities  to  Prisoners  (s.  10).  PriionB. 

1.  The  Sheriff  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  a  sum  not  exceeding  — '- — ^ 

28.  6d.  to  a  deserving  and  necessitous  prisoner  on  his  discharge,  after  ^]^]J^*^^  *'^ 
completing  a  term  of  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  six  months  and  ^ 

not  more  than  two  years. 

2.  The  above  rule  shall  apply  to  the  prisons  at  Accra  and  Elmina 
only.     Made  14  Julijy  1897  {see  Gazettes,  p.  241). 

Kules  as  to  Prison  Diet  (r.  22  of  Sched.  1).  Diet. 

1.  Convicted  prisoners  shall  receive  the  diet  appropriate  to  their 
sex,  age,  and  sentence,  set  forth  in  the  ^'  dietary  scale  "  attached. 

2.  Prisoners  awaiting  trial,  on  remand,  for  want  of  sureties  and  for 
contempt  of  Court,  who  do  not  provide  themselves  with  food,  shall  be 
allowed  No.  3  diet  provided  by  the  said  scale. 

3.  The  medical  officer  may  for  good  and  sufficient  cause,  in  special 
cases  direct  that ,  any  prisoner  be  allowed  a  higher  class  of  diet  than 
that  appropriate  to  his  sentence,  or  he  may  order  an  extra  allowance 
of  kenki,  cassada,  or  rice,  provided  that  in  each  case  he  shall  record 
his  directions  as  to  quantity,  the  period  for  which  it  is  to  be  given,  and 
the  reason  thereof,  in  the  prisoners'  medical  journal. 

4.  Fresh  fish  may  occasionally  be  given  in  lieu  of  salt  fish  by  direc- 
tion of  the  medical  officer. 

6.  Prisoners  undergoing  medical  treatment  in  the  prison  infirmary 
shall  be  given  the  infirmary  diet  provided  by  the  said  scale,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  medical  officer  in  special  cases.  The  medical 
officer  shall  specify  in  writing  what  class  of  infirmary  diet  in  this 
scale  a  prisoner  imder  treatment  in  the  infirmary  is  to  receive  and  any 
change  ordered  by  him  therein. 

6.  The  medical  officer  shall  have  power  to  order  any  extras  such  as 
brandy,  or  wine,  that  he  may  find  necessary  for  any  prisoner  in  the 
infirmary,  provided  that  in  each  case  he  shall  give  written  directions 
as  to  the  quantity  to  be  given  and  the  hours  of  administration. 

7.  No  extra  diet  shall  be  given  to  any  prisoner  not  under  treatment 
in  the  infirmary  except  under  rule  3  hereof.  Where  there  is  no 
infirmary  ward  in  connection  with  the  prison,  a  prisoner  may,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  medical  officer,  be  deemed  to  be  an  infirmary  patient 
and  treated  accordingly. 

8.  A  prisoner  ordered  to  be  kept  upon  reduced  diet  for  an  offence 
against  prison  discipline,  shall  have  substituted  for  the  ordinary  prison 
food,  the  "  punishment "  diet  provided  by  the  said  scale,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  medical  officer. 

9.  No  prisoner  shall  be  kept  upon  reduced  diet  under  regulations  65 
and  66  (see  Schedule  1  of  Prison  Ordinance,  1876)  for  a  longer  period 
than  shall  be  authorized  by  the  medical  officer,  unless  such  period  shall 
not  exceed  two  days,  when  no  such  authority  shall  be  necessary. 

10.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  European  prisoners,  who 
shall  receive  the  European  diet  provided  by  the  said  scale  and  such 
extras  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  medical  officer. 

11.  West  Indians  and  l^oo  men  shall  receive  the  diet  provided  for 
them  respectively  by  the  said  scale.*  Made  10  Jani/.  1898  {see 
Gfazettes^p.  14).

Prisoners  who  are  not  ordered  to  be  kept  to  hard  labour  shall  be  Labour  of 
employed  in  some  one  or  more  of  the  following  employments : — Mat-  prisoners  not 
making,  rope-making,  net-making,    basket-making,    tailoring    and  2^f??^l5? 
sewing,  washing  domes  and  household  linen,  cleaning  and  white-  SS)ur, 
washing  the  prison  in  which  they  are  confined,  and  any  such  similar 
services  as  the  visiting  committee  of  such  prison  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

The  Sheriff  shall  assign  to  every  such  prisoner  any  one  or  more  of 
such  employments  as  may  be  best  adapted  to  his  skill,  abUity  and 
strength,  and  may  vary  such  assignment  from  time  to  time  as  he  may 
see  fit.

Hard  Labour  of  the  first  class  (r.  35).

lieu  of,  the  descriptions  of  hard  labour  of  the  first  class  to  which  they 
are  now  liable.     Made  26  Marchy  1885  {see  Gazettes^  p.  72). 

The  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  doth  order,  Road- 
appoint  and  direct  that  working  at  rojtd-making  and  mending,  water  niakingr»  ^(^. 
carrying  and  other  transport  services,  scavenger's  work  of  aU  kinds,  J^i^^r 
oakum  and  fibre    picking,  stone  blasting  and  quarrying,   cement 
grinding,  clearing,  levelling  and  digging  ground,  and  other  unskilled 
labour  with  spade,  mattock,  hammer  or  pickaxe,  shall  be  forms  of  hard 
labour  of  the  first  class ;   and  further,  that  prisoners  liable  to  hard 
labour  of  the  first  class  may  be  employed  at  such  labour  as  is  herein- 
before ordered  to  be  hard  labour  oi  the  first  class  in  addition  to,  or  in 
lieu  of,  the  hard  labour  to  which  they  are  now  liable,  and  that  the 
said  prisoners  shall  be  kept  employed  for  nine  and  a  half  hours  per 
day.     Made  23  March,  1896  {see  Gazettes, p.  111). 

Hard  Labour  of  second  class  (r.  35). 

The  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive  Council,  doth  order  Carpentry, 
and  appoint  that  working  at  carpenters'  and  joiners'  work,  tailoring  &c.  to  b^ 
and  aU  kinds  of  sewing,  boot  and  shoe  making  and  mending,  and  J^^"*"^"^ 
other  work  in  leather,  masons'  and  bricklayers'  work,  coopering,  mat. 
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net,  rope,  basket  making  and  weaving  and  other  skilled  labour  tbat 
the  convicts  may  be  found  competent  of,  and  the  service  of  the  prison, 
Hard  labour,  court  houses  and  other  public  buildings  shall  be  forms  of  hard  labour 
of  the  second  class ;  and  further,  that  prisoners  ordered,  or  liable  to  be 
kept  to  hard  labour  of  the  second  class,  may  be  employed  at  such 
labour  as  is  hereinbefore  ordered  to  be  hard  labour  of  the  second  dass, 
and  that  the  said  prisoners  shall  be  kept  employed  for  nine  and  a  half 
hours  per  day.     Made  23  March^  1896  (see  Oazettes^  p.  111).

1.  Every  master  of  a  ship  who  intends  to  proceed  to  any  sufferance 
wharf  for  the  purpose  of  lading  or  unlading  cargo  thereat,  shall  give 
notice  of  such  intention  to  the  I)istrict  Commissioner  of  the  district  in 
which  the  sufferance  wharf  is  situated ;  or  in  case  the  course  of  his 
voyage  be  such  as  to  bring  him  to  the  sufferance  wharf  before  reaching 
the  station  pf  such  District  Commissioner,  then  he  may  give  the  notice 
to  the  District  Commissioner  of  the  district  whose  station  he  shall  pass 
next  before  reaching  the  sufferance  wharf. 

2.  The  District  Commissioner  to  whom  the  notice  is  given  shall  place 
an  officer  on  board  the  ship,  who  shall  have  the  superintendence  c3  the 
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lading  or  unlading  of  cargo  at  the  snfPeranoe  wharf,  and  no  goods      Omtomi, 
shall  be  either  laden  or  unladen  except  in  his  presence  and  under  his  HoJLO ^^f  i&^* 
superintendence.  Lading-  find 

3.  The  master  of  the  ship  shall  provide  such  officer  of  Customs  unladiM^^nt 
with  sufficient  room  under  the  deck,  in  some  part  of  the  cabin,  fore-  ^^^^^^^ 
castle  or  steerage,  for  his  bed  or  hammock,  and  with  sufficient  food 

during  the  whole  time  he  shall  be  on  board ;  or  in  place  of  providing 
food,  he  may  with  the  consent  of  the  District  Commissioner  putting  the 
officer  on  board,  pay  to  the  said  officer  such  sum  in  lieu  of  rations  not 
exceeding  two  shillings  a  day  as  such  District  Commissioner  shall 
determine. 

4.  The  master  of  the  ship  after  having  finished  the  lading  or  un- 
lading of  goods  at  the  sufferance  wharf,  shall  reconvey  the  officer  of 
Customs  to  the  port  at  which  he  was  placed  on  board  his  ship  and  land 
him  there,  or  if  the  course  of  his  voyage  does  not  lead  him  direct  to 
such  port,  he  shall  land  him  at  the  sufferance  wharf,  and  defray  the 
expenses  of  his  travelling  overland  from  the  sufferance  wharf  to  the 
said  port,  including  the  expenses  of  conveyance  by  hammock,  unless 
the  District  Commissioner  putting  the  officer  on  board  should  have 
previously  dispensed  with  hammock  conveyance. 

The  District  Commissioner  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  require  a  sum  to 
be  deposited  with  him  in  advance  sufficient  for  defraying  these  ex- 
penses, or  in  lieu  thereof,  a  written  guarantee  for  payment  by  the 
consignee  or  agent  of  the  ship  resident  within  the  jurisdiction. 

5.  where  goods  are  to  be  unladen  at  a  sufferance  wharf  the  entries 
(inwards)  of  such  goods  shall  as  far  as  practicable  be  made  with  the 
District  Commissioner  to  whom  the  notice  is  given  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
duties  of  importation  thereon  shall  be  paid  to  him ;  but  in  case  after 
arrival  at  the  sufferance  wharf  any  other  goods  are  desired  to  be  landed 
than  were  anticipated  at  the  time  of  making  such  entries,  the  entries 
for  such  other  goods  may  be  made  with  the  officer  on  board,  and  the 
duties  thereon  shall  be  paid  to  him.

Eules  for  the  Bemoval  of  Ooods  on  the  Eiver  Volta  (».  27). 

Whereas  by  sect.  27  of  the  Customs  Ordinance  it  is  provided  that 
the  Governor  may,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
hitive  Council,  from  time  to  time  whenever  necessary,  mak^  all  needful 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  collection  and  protection  of  the  revenue, 
and  for  the  better  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Ordinance ; 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  the  protection  nf  the  revenue  to 
make  rules  for  the  removal  of  trade  goods  on  the  Volta  Eiver ; 

Now  therefore  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legislative  Council,  doth  make  the  following  rules  :— 

1.  Ajiy  goods  not  being  free  goods,  landed  at  any  place  on  the 
banks  of  the  Volta  Eiver  shall,  unless  landed  in  the  presence,  or  ^ith 
the  authority,  of  an  officer  of  Customs,  be  forfeited,  and  every  person 
concerned  in  landing  such  goods  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  £20. 

2.  Before  any  ship,  boat,  or  canoe  containing  goods  on  which  tho 
duties  of  customs  have  been  paid  or  goods  for  the  purpose  of  tmde, 
shall  depart  from  any  port  on  the  Volta  River,  th^^  mastor  thereof,  or 
some  person  on  his  behalf,  shall  deliver  to  th<.^  collector  or  other 
proper  officer  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  shipment,  a  bill  of  entry  of 
such  goods,  v^ith  such  duplicates  as  may  be  requirrHl  by  such  collector 
or  other  officer,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  that  effect,  and  contaiDiDg 
the  several  particulars  indicated  in  or  required  thereby,  and  on  such 
master  or  other  person  on  his  behalf  subscribing  the  declaration  at  tto 
foot  thereof,  the  collector  or  other  proper  officer  shnll  retain  the  dupli- 
cates  and  return  the  original  bill  of  entry  dated  and  signed  by  hini, 
and  such  entry  shall  be  the  clearance  of  such  ship,  bont.  or  canoe,  and 
the  warrant  to  the  collector  or  other  proper  officer  of  Customs  at  the 
port  of  landing  for  the  landing  and  delivery  of  siieh  goods ;  and  if 
such  ship,  boat,  or  canoe  shall  depart  from  the  port  of  shipment  with- 
out such  entry  the  master  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  £20.

4.  In  these  rules  the  term  "ship"  shall  include  "raft."  Made

Gazettes^  p.  485). 


Bules  for  the  Examination  of  Passengers'  Baggage  (s.  74). 

Whereas  by  the  Customs  Ordinance,  1876,  it  is  amongst  other 
things  enacted  that  no  entry  shall  be  required  in  respect  of  the 
baggage  of  passengers,  which  may  be  examined,  landed,  and  delivered 
under  such  regulations  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  direct ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Executive 
Council  and  in  exercise  of  the  authority  thus  committed  to  him  by  the 
said  Ordinance,  doth  order  that  the  following  regulations  shcJl  be 
observed  by  all  persons  to  whom  they  shall  apply :  — 

1.  No  passengers'  baggage  is  to  be  landed  except  in  the  presence  of 
an  officer  of  Customs,  and  at  a  legal  landing  place. 

2.  All  passengers'  baggage,  as  soon  as  landed,  shall  be  taken  to  the 
place  set  apart  for  the  purpose  of  examination,  and  shall  there  be  ex- 
amined by  the  officer  of  Customs. 

3.  There  shall  be  conspicuously  posted  up  in  the  room  or  place  set 
aside  at  any  port  for  the  examination  of  baggage,  copies  of  the 
Customs  Tariff  at  such  port  and  of  the  Table  of  prohibitions  and 
restrictions  inwards;  and  the  attention  of  a  passenger  shall  be 
drawn  to  them  by  the  Customs  officer  before  the  exammation  of  his 
baggage. 

4.  Before  examination  the  Customs  officer  will  put  to  each  owner 
of  baggage,  the  following  question : — 

Have  you,  on  your  person,  in  your  possession,  or  in  your  baggage,

5.  The  Comptroller  of  Customs  at  Accra,  and  the  principal  officer 
of  Customs  at  any  port  other  than  Accra,  may  authorize  in  writing  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  port  office  to  deliver  any  dutiable  articles  con- 
tained in  passengers'  baggage,  pending  payment  of  duty. 

6.  The  baggage  of  passengers  landing  from  steamers,  between  the 
hours  of  6  a.m.  and  6  p.m.,  on  Sundays  and  public  holidays  as  well 
as  on  weekdays  shall  be  examined  and  delivered  free  of  charge.  If 
such  baggage  contain  any  article  liable  to  duty,  such  article  shall, 
subject  to  rale  5,  be  detamed  until  the  duty  payable  thereon  be  paid.

LTiriier  Fort  Whereas  by  section  44  of  the  "  Gold  Coast  Constabulary  Ordinance, 
kick-up  rules.  1879,"  it  is  provided  that  the  Governor  may  attach  loek-up  houses  or 
cells  to  any  fort  or  barracks  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  aentenoe  of 
imprisonment  imposed  upon  any  member  of  the  constabulary  for  any 
offence  under  the  "Gold  Coast  Constabulary  Ordinance,  1^79,''  and 
may  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  any  such 
lock-up  houses  or  cells ; 

Now,  the  Governor  in  pursuance  of  the  hereinbefore  recited  autho- 
rity in  that  behalf  doth  order  that  the  four  cells  in  Ussher  Port  now 
used  as  a  lock-up  be  attached  to  Ussher  Port  as  lock-iip  houses  or 
cells  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  sentence  of  imprisonment  imposed 
upon  any  member  of  the  constabulary  for  any  offence  under  the 
"  Constabulary  Ordinance,  1879,"  and  doth  further  make  the  follow- 
ing rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  said  lock-np 
houses  or  cells :

Rules  J  Orders^  Sfc.  under  Ordinances. 
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General  Regulations, 

1.  Lock-up  houses  or  cells  are  to  be  used  for  the  confinement  of 
jonstabulary  prisoners  awarded  sentences  of  imprisonment  not  ex- 
jeeding  168  hours  for  offences  against  the  constabulary  Ordinances. 

2.  Whenever  there  is  available  accommodation  lock-up  houses  or 
jells  may  also  be  used  for  the  detention  for  safe  custody  of  con- 
itabulary  prisoners  remanded  for  trial  by  a  court  of  assessors  or 
pending  the  approval  by  the  Governor  to  a  sentence  awarded  by  the 
competent  authority.  These  prisoners  shall  not  wear  prison  clothing, 
md  they  shall  be  sdlowed  exercise  in  association  during  a  reasonable 
portion  of  each  day,  and  be  kept  apart  from  prisoners  undergoing 
lentence.  They  shall  not  be  obliged  to  labour  otherwise  than  by 
>eing  employed  in  drill,  fatigue  and  other  duties  similar  in  kind  and 
unount  to  those  they  might  be  called  on  to  perform  if  not  under 
ietention.     These  prisoners  will  not  receive  the  ordinary  prison  diet. 

3.  No  cell  is  to  be  occupied  until  it  shall  have  been  certified  by  a 
nodical  officer  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Governor  to  be 
)f  such  size  and  to  be  ventilated  and  fitted  up  in  such  manner  as 
nay  be  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  prisoners. 

4.  Prisoners  are  to  be  committed  to,  and  released  from,  the  cells 
ifter  noon  and  before  dark  in  the  evening. 

5.  The  arms  and  ammunition  of  all  prisoners  and  also  any  money 
)r  superfluous  article  in  the  possession  of  the  prisoner  shall  be  taken 
Tom  nim  before  he  is  sent  to  prison,  and  restored  to  him  on  his  return 
X)  duty. 

6.  Prisoners  before  their  admission  to  the  cells  are  to  be  examined 
)y  a  medical  officer  who  will  furnish  a  certificate  as  to  their  fitness  or 
mfitness  to  imdergo  the  punishment  of  imprisonment  with  hard 
abour. 

7.  The  company  sergeant-major  of  the  company  to  which  the 
)risoner  belongs  will  attend  at  the  cells  to  receive  the  prisoners  from 
he  sergeant  in  charge  of  the  cells.  Should  he  fail  to  do  so,  the 
lergeant  is  to  send  the  men  under  the  charge  of  one  of  his  assistants, 
o  their  company  sergeant-major  so  that  no  one  shall  by  any  possi- 
)ility  be  detuned  in  confinement  beyond  the  prescribed  period. 

8.  The  sergeant  in  charge  of  the  cells  is  to  be  allowed  such  number

2.  Irregularities  or  breaches  of  discipline  while  under  confinement 
hall  be  reported  to  the  Inspector-general,  who  may  order  that  a 
prisoner  be  placed  on  "  punishment  diet "  for  any  period  not  exoeed- 
Qg  72  hours,  and  also  be  deprived,  for  the  like  period,  of  his  bedding. 

3.  The  sergeant  in  charge  of  the  cells  shall  see  that,  in  all  cases, 
he  offences  as  well  as  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  punishment 
warded  are  recorded  in  the  cells  defaulter  book. 
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4.  In  cases  of  violence,  the  Inspector-genend  may  direct   ani 

prisoner  to  be  placed  in   hand-cuffs.     The  ord^r  will  specif j  tin 

TJssher  Fort     canse  that  gave  rise  to  it  and  the  timtj  during  which  the  man  is  t 
look-up  roles,  remain  under  such  restraint. 

5.  Prisoners  confined  in  the  cells  will  be  allowed  their  usual  bed 
ding  of  one  grass  mat,  pillow  and  country  cloth, 

6.  The  use  by  a  prisoner  of  tobacco  in  any  form,  or  of  spirit  uquj 
or  other  liquors,  or  of  any  article  not  sanctionod  by  the  rej^ulatious  i 
strictly  forbidden. 

7.  No  lights  shall  be  allowed  inside  the  cells,  and  no  boots  are  U 
be  permitted  in  the  cells  for  the  use  of  prisoners  exce|>t  such  aa  an 
sanctioned  for  the  purpose  by  the  Inspt:  otor-generaL 

8.  Every  prisoner  is  to  wash  himself  thoroughly  at  least  onoo  i 
day. 

9.  On  admission  to  the  cells,  the  hair  of  all  prisoners  shall  be  ctil 
close. 

10.  Eveiy  prisoner  is  to  keep  his  cell  and  the  furniture  and  utensih 
thereof  clean  and  orderly.  The  bedding  shall  daily,  when  practic- 
able, be  exposed  to  the  sun  for  at  least  one  hour, 

11.  The  sergeant  in  charge  of  the  c^lls  ehaU  exercise  his  autharitj 
with  firmness,  temper,  and  humanity,  abstain  from  irritating  Ian gtiagi'^ 
and  on  no  account  strike  or  otherwise  ill-treat  a  prisoner.  He  iluill 
also  take  care  that  his  assistants  follow  the  same  nUe  of  conduct. 

12.  The  sergeant  in  charge  of  the  cells  shall  not  allow  the  priaonen 
to  hold  conversation  with  each  other,  or  with  any  other  person.

1.  The  pay  sheets  will  be  prepared  from  the  nominal  rolls  of  the  Pay  rules  of 
force  kept  in  the  Hausa  orderly  room.    At  out-stations  the  pay  sheets  c<»wta>>^ilary- 
will  be  prepared  from  £he  nominal  rolls  in  the  detachment  orderly 

room  or  the  District  Commissioner's  oflBce  under  the  superintendence 
of  an  officer  of  the  detachment  of  the  District  Commissioner  where  no 
constabulary  officer  is  present. 

2.  A  pay  clerk  will  attend  at  the  Hausa  orderly  room  as  soon  as 
the  orders  for  the  day  are  published  and  will  copy  all  orders  affecting 
the  pay  of  men.

11.  The  date  of  all  transfers,  promotions,  reductions,  deaths,  deser- 
tions, and  the  period  for  which  a  man  may  have  been  absent,  will  be 
entered  on  the  pay  sheet  opposite  the  man's  name  in  tho  column  of 
"remarks,*'  and  the  amounts  recovered  on  account  of  fines  and 
stoppages  will  be  entered  in  their  respective  columns.

20.  The  paying  officer  will  render  a  general  statement  of  aocoimts 
for  each  month  to  the  Treasurer.

1.  King  Enimil  Kwow  and  the  councillors  of  his  stool  grant  and  Native 
concede  to  every  successful  native  prospector  for  mineral  substances  prospeotora, 
in  Eastern  Wassaw,  the  right  to  sink,  make,  and  use  one  shaft  for  the     ^^  "^     ' 
purpose  of  mining  for  his  own  profit,  until  such  prospector  is  unable  for 

any  reason  to  longer  work  such  shaft,  and  that,  free  from  all  royalties 
or  other  payments  whatsoever  to  the  said  King  Enimil  Kwow  or  any 
chief  or  chiefs  under  his  jurisdiction. 

2.  Such  native  prospector  as  aforesaid  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
receive  in  addition  to  any  profit  derived  from  such  shaft  so  sunk, 
made  and  used  by  him  as  aforesaid,  a  quantity  equivalent  to  one  bowl 
full  of  the  output  derived  from  eveiy  shaft  or  pit  sunk,  made  or  used 
by  any  person  or  persons  on  the  same  ground  after  such  shaft  so  sunk, 
made  and  used  by  him  as  aforesaid. 

3.  Such  native  prospector  as  aforesaid  shall  also  have  the  right  to 
reap  and  use  for  his  own  benefit  any  crop  cultivated  or  raised  by  him

26.  When  a  volunteer  has  been  dismissed  for  offences  committed  Notification 
when  in  uniform,  a  notification  of  the  fact  with  the  cause  of  dismissal  o^  dismiaaal, 
will  be  inserted  in  regimental  orders. 

27.  Volunteers  in  imiform  will  salute  their  own  officers  and  those  Salutes, 
of  the  regular  and  constabulary  forces. 
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28.  The  force  will  be  inspected  annually,  and  the  presence  of  each 
man  at  the  inspection  (unless  he  be  absent  on  leave  specially  granted 
by  the  commanding  officer  or  through  sickness  duly  certified)  m 
necessary  to  qualify  him  for  efficiency.  Officers  and  men  should  only 
apply  for  leave  from  the  annual  inspection  when  they  have  very  apeeial 
groimds  for  doing  so.  The  officer  or  man  concerned  must  apply  in 
writing  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  force  through  the  adjutant, 
and  must  state  the  precise  grounds  for  the  application,  and  in  case  of 
sickness  must  satisfy  the  adjutant  by  means  of  a  medical  certificate 
or  otherwise,  that  he  is  unable  to  be  present.  If  the  reason  assigned 
is  not  satisfactory,  leave  will  be  refused. 

29.*  In  order  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  efficiency,  a  member  miist 
attend  twenty  company  and  battalion  drills,  at  least  five  of  wliieh 
must  be  battalion  drills.  For  recruits,  forty  squad,  compan  v,  battalion, 
or  musketry  drills,  including  the  inspection.  If  absent  ^\ith  leave  or 
from  sickness  from  the  inspection,  volunteers  and  recruits  must  attend 
two  extra  company  or  six  squad  drills.  Volimteers  and  recruits  must 
further  fire  forty  rounds  of  ball  cartridges  in  class  firing  during  the 
year. 

30.  In  the  case  of  an  officer  holding  a  certificate  of  proficienc3%  the 
commanding  officer  wiU  certify  in  the  annual  return  that  he  continues 
to  possess  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  subjects  mentioned  in  the 
certificate ;  in  the  case  of  a  sergeant,  the  adjutant  will  certify  that  he 
has  during  the  year  seen  him  drill  and  act  as  instruettjr  i^  a  company 
and  has  been  satisfied  with  his  proficiency.  Should  such  officer  or 
sergeant  however,  be  found  at  inspection  to  be  imacquainted  with  his 
duty,  the  inspecting  officer  will  notice  the  fact  in  his  confidential 
report,  and  the  officer  or  sergeant  wiU  be  disqualified  from  earning  the 
capitation  allowance  until  he  shall  have  been  again  examined  and 
obtained  a  fresh  certificate  of  proficiency. 

31.  Efficients  may  wear  a  diamond  shaped  badge  in  blue  cloth  on 
the  right  arm ;  men  who  have  been  returned  three  times  as  efficients, 
may  wear  a  star  shaped  badge  of  blue  cloth,  and  an  additional  star 
for  every  further  aggregate  of  three  years  efficiency,  ilarksmen  may 
wear  rifles  crossed  in  blue  cloth,  and  the  best  shot  of  the  battalion 
crossed  rifles  with  star  in  blue  cloth  on  the  left  arm  above  the  cuff  on 
the  sleeve.  The  sergeant  of  the  best  shooting  company  will  wear  the 
same  badge  as  authorized  for  the  best  shot  on  the  right  arm.  Made

Bules  as  to  Efficiency  (s.  10). 

1.  Every  recruit  shall,  before  the  3l8t  December  of  the  year  in  Recruits, 
which  he  joins,  in  order  to  pass  into  the  ranks  and  to  be  classed  as 

"  efficient "  for  the  year,  attend  thirty  squad,  company,  battalion  or 
musketry  drills,  including  the  annual  inspection  of  the  force,  and  fire 
thirty  rounds  of  ball  cartridge.  Besides  and  after  attending  such 
drills  and  firing  such  thirty  rounds  he  must  be  passed  by  the  adjutant 
in  order  to  become  an  enrolled  full  member.  If  a  recruit  fails  to 
pass  on  the  first  occasion  he  shall  have  another  year,  during  which, 
beginning  afresh,  he  must  attend  such  drills  and  fire  such  thirty 
rounds  and  pass,  and  if  he  fails  to  pass  on  the  expiration  of  sudb 
additional  year  he  will  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  force.  As  soon 
ns  a  recruit  passes  he  becomes  "  efficient,"  and  may  be  returned  as 
"  efficient "  and  included  in  the  list  of  "  efficients  "  and  struck  off  the 
list  of  recruits. 

2.  Every  enrolled  fuU  member,  in  order  to  become  efficient,  must  FoU  member. 
attend  fourteen  company  and  battalion  drills,  at  least  four  of  which 

must  be  battalion  drills,  and  also  attend  the  inspection  and  further 
fire  thirty  rounds  of  ball  cartridge  in  class  firing. 

3.  The  force  will  be  inspected  annually,  and  the  presence  of  each  Inapectlon. 
man  at  the  inspection  (unless  he  be  absent  on  leave  specially  granted 

by  the  commanding  officer  or  through  sickness  duly  certified)  is 
necessary  to  qualify  him  for  efficiency.  Officers  and  men  should  only 
jipply  for  leave  from  the  inspection  when  they  have  very  special 
grounds  for  doing  so.  The  officer  or  man  concerned  must  apply  in 
wilting  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  force  through  the  adjutant, 
and  must  state  the  precise  grounds  of  his  application,  and  in  case  of 
sickness  must  satisfy  the  adjutant  by  means  of  a  medical  certificate 
or  otherwise  that  he  is  unable  to  be  present.

Bnles  for  Landing,  Conveyance,  and  Storage  of  Ezplosives, 

Landing  and  Convet/mwe, 

1.  When  nitroglycerine,  dynamite,  gun-cotton,  blasting  powder, 
fulminate  of  mercury,  or  other  metals,  and  every  other  explosive 
substance,  being  any  compoimd  of,  or  having  any  ingredients  in 
common  with  any  of  the  above,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  explosives, 
and  not  being  gimpowder,  percussion  capB»  rockets  or  fuseSj  are  being 
landed,  a  red  nag  shall  be  hoisted  in  the  bows  of  the  boat  conveying 
the  packages  to  denote  that  the  boat  has  explosives  on  board.  Na 
cargo  other  than  such  explosives  nor  any  pa^engers  shall  be  taken  on 
bo^  such  boat  whilst  the  same  is  being  used  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid. 

2.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  any  such  boat  as  af  oreMiid  whilst 
there  are  explosives  on  board,  and  care  slnill  be  taken  that  the 
packages  of  explosives  are  not  thrown  down  or  allowed  to  kooek 
together  in  any  way. 

3.  Explosives  shall  be  landed  from  the  boat  with  the  greatest  core 
in  the  presence  of  an  officer  of  Customs  at  the  place  neai*e&t  tbp 
explosives  magazine  and  not  at  the  place  api^ointed  for  the  landing  of 
other  cargo,  except  by  the  written  conwfi^nt  of  the  District  Com- 
missioner for  special  reasons,  and  shall  imraediately  on  being  landed 
be  removed  to  the  magazine,  the  conveyance  from  the  landing- placid 
to  the  magazine  being  performed  without  any  unnecessary  delay, 

4.  AppUcation  must  be  made  by  the  importer  to  the  chief  officer  of 
customs  at  the  station  to  detail  an  officer  to  superintend  the  landing 
of  explosives. 

5.  The  boat,  cart,  truck  or  other  means  of  conveyance  of  explosives 
by  water  or  by  land  shall  be  carefully  covered.  No  Bnioking  shall  be 
allowed  in  or  near  any  boat,  cart,  truck,  or  other  means  of  conveyance 
in  which  explosives  axe  being  conveyed.  The  packages  of  explosives 
being  conveyed  shall  be  covered  with  tarpaulin  as  a  precaution  against 
ignition  or  explosion,  and  every  precaution  sliall  also  be  taken  to 
prevent  concussion. 

Storage. 

6.  No  store  shall  be  used  for  the  storage  of  explosives  except  the 
same  shall  be  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Governor  in  i^Titiiig, 

7.  Every  explosives  magazine  shall  be  built  of  swish,  stone  or  brick, 
its  shutters  and  doors  shall  be  lined  on  the  inside  with  copper,  and  all 
partitions  or  shelves  erected  therein  shall  be  secured  by  copper  naib 
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and  not  by  nails  made  of  any  other  material.  All  tools  and  imple- 
ments used  for  the  repairs  of  packages  containing  explosives  shall  be 
of  wood,  copper  or  brass. 

8.  Every  explosives  magazine  shall  be  provided  with  a  lightning 
conductor. 

9.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  or  near  any  part  of  any  explosives 
magazine  nor  shall  any  fire  be  allowed  near  the  same. 

10.  No  material  such  as  charcoal,  cotton-rags  or  waste  shall  be 
admitted  into  any  explosives  magazine  except  for  immediate  use  and 
to  be  removed  immediately  after. 

11.  No  persons  shall  enter  any  explosives  magazine  with  boots  or 
shoes  having  iron  nails,  nor  shall  they  carry  or  have  about  them  any 
fire,  matches,  or  any  substance  or  article  likely  to  cause  explosion  or 
fire,  nor  any  steel,  iron  or  grit — but  a  lighted  candle  may  be  used  if 
necessary  in  a  lantern  of  a  pattern  approved  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Comptroller  of  Customs  or  some  person  thereunto  authorized  by  him. 

12.  No  cultivation,  shrubs  or  weeds  shall  be  permitted  within  a 
distance  of  25  yards  from  any  explosives  magazine. 

13.  The  windows  and  doors  of  every  such  magazine  shall  be  opened 
each  day  according  to  the  state  of  the  weather,  and  great  care  shall  be 
observed  regarding  their  being  closed  each  evening. 

14.  In  cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  open  a  package  containing 
explosives,  care  shall  be  taken  to  remove  it  to  a  safe  distance  from  the 
explosives  magazine,  where  it  shall  be  opened  and  reclosed  with  great 
care. 

15.  Care  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  concussion  in  the  storage  of 
explosives  in  any  explosives  magazine,  and  no  other  materials  than 
explosives  shall  be  allowed  in  any  such  magazine. 

16.  Whenever  it  is  necessary  to  repair  any  explosives  magazine,  the 
explosives  shall  be  removed  to  a  safe  distance  therefrom  until  the 
repairs  are  completed. 

17.  AU  explosives  magazines  shall  be  opened  without  let  or  hindrance 
to  inspection  by  the  Supervisor  of  Customs  or  Chief  Customs  Officer 
at  the  station,  and  such  inspection  shall  be  made  once  at  least  in 
every  three  months. 

18.  A  sentry  or  watchman  shall  be  on  duty  at  each  explosives 
magazine  night  and  day  so  long  as  there  are  explosives  therein. 

19.  A  copy  of  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  posted  or  hung 
up  where  it  can  most  conveniently  be  seen  and  read  in  or  at  each 
explosives  magazine.

The  Treasurer  will  be  charged  with  tho  coiitix)l  of  the  genaral 
revenue  of  the  Colony,  the  receipt  and  custody  of  publio  money^  and 
all  other  duties  hitherto  discharged  by  the  Collector  of  Customs  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  other  than  those  relating  to 
customs,  trade,  and  navigation,  which  will  in  future  be  discharged  by 
the  Comptroller  of  Customs,  who  is  the  head  of  tho  Customs  Depart- 
ment of  the  Colony.

SftvingiBank.  SAVINGS  BANK    No.  15—1887. 

Regulations  under  Section  1. 

1.  Savings  banks  shall  be  established  at  Accra  and  Cape  Coast  and 
at  such  other  places  as  the  Governor  may  from  time  to  time  appoint. 
Such  savings  banks  shall  be  open  for  buf=iinass  during  suoli  hours  and 
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on  such  days  as  the  Treasurer  shall  determine,  and  shall  be  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Treasurer. 

2.  Deposits  of  one  shilling,  or  of  any  number  of  shillings,  will  be 
received  from  any  depositor  at  any  savings  bank. 

3.  Every  depositor  on  making  a  first  deposit  shall  be  required  to

,  1.  On  and  from  the  1st  March,  the  mails  for  despatch  from  Cape 

CoMt.^'^  *^  Coast  to  Liverpool  and  ports  to  the  wiadward  of  Cape  Coast,  by  the 
regular  homeward  mail  steamers,  wiU  be  closed  at  the  post  office 
two  hours  after  the  signalling  of  the  steamer. 

2.  Should  a  homeward  m^Sl  steamer  arrive  at  Cape  Coast  any  time 
after  midnight,  the  mails  will  be  closed  at  7  o'clock  precisely  on  the 
following  morning.  If  late  in  the  evening  {i,e,  any  time  after  dark) 
and  the  steamer  is  notified  to  the  postmaster  to  sail  the  same  evening, 
the  mails  will  be  closed  immediately  the  boarding  officer  returns 
from  the  ship  and  reports  the  hour  of  sailing. 

3.  The  flag  which  is  used  to  indicate  that  a  steamer  carries  mails 
will  be  hoisted  at  Fort  William  signal  station  as  soon  as  the  home- 
ward mail  steamer  is  signalled  and  will  be  lowered  when  the  mail  is 
finally  closed. 

4.  On  week  days  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  supplementary  mails 
wiU  be  made  up  in  which  aU  letters,  papers,  post  cards,  books  and 
sample  packets,  Tbearing  a  late  fee  of  2d,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
postage  wiU  be  included.  Articles  posted  too  late  for  the  ordinary 
mail  which  do  not  have  the  late  fee  affixed  by  means  of  postage 
stamps  will  be  detained  until  the  arrival  of  the  next  steamer  for 
which  a  mail  is  made  up.  Notices  as  to  time  of  closing  the  supple- 
mentary mails  will  be  diily  posted  outside  the  post  office. 

5.  No  letter  or  packet  will  be  registered  for  the  homeward  mail 
after  the  mail  steamer  has  anchored  in  the  roadstead.

Articles  not  so  prepaid  are  taxed  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Postal  Union,  and  double  the 
deficient  postage  is  charged  on  delivery. 
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'   7.  The  post  ofl5ce  is  open  daily  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary    P4>Bt  Office, 
business  from  8  to  11  a.m.  and  from  1  to  4  p.m.  (Sundays  excepted).  ^^- 17—1888. 
On  Saturdays,  from  8  to  10  a.m.  and  12  to  1  p.m.    Stamps  will  be  sold,  post  Office 
and  ordinary  and  registered  letters  received  and  delivered  during  rules  for  Capo 
those  hours.  ^"*- 

8.  Money  orders  will  be  issued  and  paid  between  the  hours  of  8 
and  11  a.m.  only.  No  foreign,  intercolonial  or  inland  money  orders 
will  be  issued  or  paid  after  the  signalling  of  a  homeward  or  outward 
mail  steamer,  or  during  their  stay  in  the  roadstead,  or  on  the  days 
fixed  for  making  up  the  mails.  Letters  for  registration  by  the  over- 
land mails  will  be  received  to  within  one  hour  of  the  time  fixed  for 
the  closing  of  the  mails. 

9.  On  the  arrival  of  a  regular  mail  steamer  from  England  between 
the  hours  of  6  p.m.  and  8  p.m.  letters  only  will  be  delivered  to 
applicants  the  same  evening  (weather  permitting).  Papers,  books 
and  sample  packets  wiU  be  delivered  on  the  following  day.

Kwitta  Port  4.  On  weekdays,  when  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  supplementary  maOs 
Office  roles.  wiU  be  made  np,  in  which  all  letters,  papers,  postcards,  books,  and 
sample  packets,  bearing  a  late  fee  of  2d.  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
postage,  will  be  included.  Articles  posted  too  late  for  the  ordinary 
mails,  which  do  not  have  the  late  fee  affixed  by  means  of  postage 
stamps,  will  be  detained  until  the  arrival  of  the  next  steamer  f<Hr 
which  a  mail  is  made  up.

Boles  as  to  Private  Letter  Boxes  (s.  21). 

1.  Private  letter  boxes  can  be  rented  at  the  General  Post  Office, 
Accra,  at  an  annual  charge  of  £1  Is,  each. 

2.  The  rent  is  due  on  me  1st  October  each  year,  and  is  payable  in 
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advance.  A  period  of  one  week  is  allowed  for  payment  and  if  the 
rent  be  not  then  paid  (due  application  having  been  made  for  it)  the 
use  of  the  box  will  be  determined. 

3.  A.  box  cannot  be  taken  for  a  less  period  than  one  year,  but  a 
person  requiring  a  box  before  the  1st  October,  will,  in  addition  to  the 
rent  for  the  ensuing  year,  be  required  to  pay  only  a  proportionate 
sum  for  the  broken  period. 

4.  Application  for  the  renting  of  a  private  letter  box  must  be  made 
to  the  JPostmaster-General.  A  key  will  be  supplied  to  each  box- 
renter,  and  for  it  a  deposit  of  two  shillings  is  required  upon  delivery, 
that  sum  being  returned  to  the  depositor  when  the  key  is  surrendered, 
provided  it  be  uninjured.  Should  more  than  one  key  be  required  an 
additional  key  may  be  obtained  at  a  charge  of  two  shillings.  Ghreat 
care  is  enjoined  in  the  custody  of  the  key.  No  two  sets  of  keys  are 
alike,  and  if  one  of  a  set  be  lost,  immediate  notice  of  the  loss  should 
be  given  to  the  Postmaster-General. 

5.  Several  persons  will  not  be  permitted  to  share  in  one  box.  The 
use  of  each  box  is  restricted  to  the  individual,  firm,  or  house  to  which 
it  may  be  assigned. 

6.  Every  box  wiU  be  cleared  of  its  contents  when  the  letter  carriers 
go  out  on  their  rounds  of  delivery,  unless  the  holder  shall  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Postmaster-General  that  he  does  not  desire  this 
course  to  be  adopted. 

7.  By  taking  a  private  letter  box  correspondence  received  by  post 
can  be  obtained  much  more  quickly,  especially  on  mail  days,  as  the 
mails  are  sorted  at  once  into  the  box.  Made  27  Aug.  1889  {see 
Gazettesyp.  231. 

Bales  and  Begulations  with  respect  to  the  Use  of 
Inland  Post  Cards  (s.  21). 

1.  Post  cards  impressed  with  a  half -penny  stamp  may  be  obtained 
at  any  post  oflBce  in  the  Colony,  and  are  available  for  transmission 
between  places  in  the  Colony  by  overland  mail. 

2.  The  front  (or  stamped)  side  is  for  the  address  only,  in  addition 
to  the  words  printed  thereon  by  the  Government  and  nothing  else 
must  be  written,  printed  or  otherwise  impressed  on  it,  or  on  the 
stamp. 

3.  On  the  reverse  side  any  communication,  whether  of  the  nature 
of  a  letter  or  otherwise,  may  be  written,  printed,  engraved  or  litho- 
graphed. Nothing  whatever  may  be  attached  to  the  card,  nor  may  a 
card  be  folded,  cut  or  otherwise  altered. 

4.  If  the  rules  in  paragraphs  2  and  3  are  infringed  the  card  will 
be  treated  as  a  letter  and  charged  one  penny  on  delivery. 

6.  Adhesive  stamps  are  not  accepted  in  payment  of  postage  on  post 
cards. 

6.  The  Postmaster-General  may  cause  any  post  cards  which  con- 
tain oommimications  obscenely  or  indecently  worded,  or  which  have 
upon  them  any  marks  or  designs  of  an  indecent,  obscene,  libellous,  or 
offensive  character  to  be  stopped  or  destroyed. 

7.  Inland  post  cards  shall  be  sold  at  the  rate  of  one  half-penny  each.

Bules  reg^ilating  the  Payment  of  extra  Postage  on  Letters  Posted  late 

(8.21). 

1.  On  and  from  the  first  day  of  June,  1892,  late  postal  matter  will 
be  accepted  for  transmission  by  any  mail  steamer  (then  in  the  roads 
after  the  hour  fixed  for  closing  the  mails  for  such  steamer,  notice  of 
which  will  be  affixed  to  the  doors  of  the  several  post  offices,  by 
means  of  a  supplementary  mail  on  payment  of  a  late  fee  of  sixpence 
on  each  letter  and  twopence  for  each  newspaper,  postcard,  book,  or 
sample  packet,  by  means  of  postage  stamps  to  be  affixed  thereon  by 
the  sender. 

2.  Provided  that  while  the  Postal  Department  will  do  all  in  its 
power  to  efPect  the  despatch  of  such  supplementary  mail,  in  the  event 
of  its  inability  to  do  so  by  the  steamer  for  which  the  said  supple- 
mentary mail  shall  have  been  made  up,  there  shall  be  no  liability  to 
return  to  the  senders  the  value  of  any  late  fee  which  shall  have  been 
paid  for  the  transmission  of  such  letters  or  other  articles  as  aforesaid.

3.  The  person  to  whom  a  postal  order  is  issued  must,  before 
parting  with  it,  fill  in  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  amount 
is  to  be  paid,  and  may  fill  in  the  name  of  the  post  office  or  District 
Treasury,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  which  the  amount  is  required  to  be 
paid.  The  person  so  named  must,  before  payment  can  be  made,  sign 
the  receipt  at  the  foot  of  the  order,  and  must  also  fill  in  the  name  of 
the  post  office,  or  District  Treasury,  as  the  case  may  be,  if  that  has 
not  been  already  done.

5.  If  any  erasure  or  alteration  be  made,  or  if  the  order  is  cut,  p^gtai  orders, 
defaced  or  mutilated,  payment  may  be  refused,  and  the  holder  of  the 

order,  if  payment  be  refused,  should  forward  it  to  the  Postmaster- 
General. 

6.  The  paying  oflSoer  may  require  the  person  presenting  the  order 
to  sign  his  name  on  the  order  before  its  payment,  although  the 
receipt  has  been  already  signed. 

7.  After  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  last  day  of  the 
month  of  issue,  a  postal  order  will  be  payable  only  on  payment  of  a

period.  A/ier  the  expiration  of  twelve  months  from  the  last  day  of  the 
month  of  issue  all  claim  to  the  money  will  be  lost. 

8.  The  additional  poundage  thus  paid  must  be  affixed  in  postage 
stamps  to  the  back  of  the  order  and  obliterated  with  the  dated  stamp 
of  the  post  office  at  which  the  order  is  presented  for  payment. 

9.  Wo  postman,  or  other  officer  of  the  post  office  is  boimd  to  pro- 
cure a  postal  order  for  any  person,  or  to  obtain  payment  for  one ;

say,  any  facsimile  or  imitation  or  representation  of  any  stamp 
for  denoting  any  rate  or  duty  of  postage  including  any  stamp 
for  denoting  a  rate  or  duty  of  postage  of  the  United  !^ngdom 
or  of  any  oi  Her  Majesty's  colonies  or  of  any  foreign  country ;

Credit  stocks  1.  The  Postmaster-General  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  to  eadi 
of  stamps,  &c.  District  Commissioner,  except  at  Accra  and  Cape  Coast,  a  supply  of 
postage  stamps,  post  cards  and  registered  letter  envelopes  sufficient  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  post  and  telegraph  offices  in  his  district 
for  a  period  of  one  month,  such  requirements  being  based  on  the 
average  monthly  sales  of  those  offices,  with  however  a  margin  for 
contingencies.  This  supply  is  to  be  regarded  by  the  District  Com- 
missioner as  his  "  fixed  "  credit  stock,  and  is  not  to  be  altered  except 
under  special  circun^tances  which  must  be  previously  explained  to  the 
Postmaster-General  by  letter  and  by  sanction  of  the  Governor. 

2.  At  the  end  of  every  month  each  District  Commissioner  will 
render  to  the  Postmaster-General  the  usual  postage  account  of  his 
district,  showing  on  the  debit  side  in  detail,  his  fixed  credit  stock  of 
stamps,  cards,  and  envelopes,  and  then  any  supplies  he  may  have 
received  from  the  Postmaster-General  during  the  month — {see  rule 
11).  On  the  credit  side  will  appear  the  amount  of  stamps,  cards,  and 
envelopes  sold  during  the  month,  detailing  the  face  value  of  each,  as 
well  as  the  balances  remaining  on  hand  on  the  last  day  of  the  month ; 
the  total  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  stamps,  &c.,  being  supported 
by  vouchers  attached  to  the  accoimt  showing  that  it  has  been  paid  into 
the  district  chest. 

3.  The  District  Commissioner  will  submit  with  this  account  a 
requisition  for  stamps,  cards,  and  envelopes,  corresponding  in  value 
with  the  tiggregate  amount  of  his  sales  during  the  month  to  which 
the  amount  refers  (excluding  however  sales  in  connection  with  special 
supplies) ;  the  face  values  ajid  quantities  of  the  stamps,  cards,  and 
envelopes  required  by  him  being  shown  on  the  requisition.

6.  Every  district  postmaster  or  district  post  office  clerk  at  the  head- 
quarters of  a  District  Commissioner,  will  receive  from  him  a  fixed 
credit  stock  of  stamps,  cards  and  envelopes,  and  every  such  postmaater 
or  derk  shall  pay  the  amount  of  his  sales  into  the  district  chest  at  the 
end  of  each  day,  receiving  from  the  District  Commissioner  a  corre- 
sponding sum  in  postage  stamps,  cards,  or  envelopes  as  the  case  may  be.

9.  Any  neglect  on  the  part  of  a  distnct  postmaster,  district  post 
offioe  clerk,  or  telegraph  clerk,  to  account  for  his  sales  of  stamps,  &c., 
as  directed  by  these  rules  will  place  him  under  suspicion,  and  in  any 
case  wiU  be  very  seriously  noticed. 

10.  Coimterfoil  receipt  books  (specimens  attached)  are  to  be  kept 
by  each  District  Commissioner  for  all  moneys  paid  to  him  by  post- 
masters, post  office  clerks  and  telegraph  clerks,  as  well  as  for  postage 
stamps,  cards,  and  envelopes  supplied  by  him  to  each  postmaster,  post 
office  clerk,  or  telegraph  clerk  in  his  district.  The  A.  voucher  must  be 
retained  by  the  district  postmasters  or  telegraph  clerks,  and  carefuUy 
filed.  The  B.  voucher  should  be  attached  by  the  District  Com- 
missioners to  the  monthly  accounts  which  they  send  to  the  Postmaster- 
General. 

11.  Applications  from  the  public  for  the  purchase  of  a  large  and 
unusual  number  of  postage  stamps,  post  cards,  or  registered  letter 
envelopes,  must  be  referred  by  tne  postmaster,  or  post  office  clerk 
to  the  District  Commissioner.  The  District  Commissioner  if  he  cannot 
conveniently  sell  without  seriously  interfering  with  his  credit  stock, 
must  refer  the  application  to  the  Postmaster-General.  The  money 
for  such  stamps,  post  cards  or  registered  letter  envelopes  should  be 
received  and  paid  into  the  district  cnest,  a  copy  of  the  voucher,  certified 
by  the  Distnct  Commissioner  being  sent  to  the  Postmaster- General 
accompanied  with  the  application,  and  the  Postmaster-General  will, 
on  receipt  of  the  application  and  voucher,  at  once  supply  them  to  the 
District  Commissioner.  AU  special  supplies  of  this  kind  must  bo 
entered  in  the  monthly  postage  stamps  accoimt  of  the  district  supported 
by  a  certified  copy  of  the  voucher  on  which  the  payment  was  made 
into  the  district  chest.  Should  a  District  Commissioner  find  his  stock 
of  stamps,  post  cards  or  envelopes  running  out  during  any  month,  he 
may  submit  a  special  requisition  for  a  supply  which  he  will  deduct 
from  his  next  monthly  requisition  for  stamps.

Credit  stocks  l^-  Disfiict  Commissioners,  district  postmasters,  and  post  office 
of  stamps,  &o.  clerks  are  informed  that  (except  the  postage  collection  on  unpaid 
letters)  it  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  20  of  the  Post  Office 
Ordinance,  No.  17  of  1888,  to  accept  cash  in  payment  of  postage,  or  to 
alter  the  value  of  postage  stamps  by  cutting  them  in  half  or  other- 
wise mutilating  them. 

15.  The  District  Commissioners  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  up- 
keep of  their  credit  stock  of  stamps,  post  cards  and  envelopes,  and 
they  will  render  their  account  and  submit  their  requisitions  if  possible 
by  the  first  post,  and  in  no  case  later  than  the  second  post  whicn  leaves 
their  station  after  the  expiration  of  each  month,  so  that  the  require- 
ments of  the  several  offices  may  be  promptly  met. 

16.  Appendix  A.*  gives  the  credit  stoc^  to  be  held  by  every  District 
Commissioner,  and  Appendix  B.  the  credit  stock  allowed  at  every 
post  and  telegraph  office  in  the  Colony. 

17.  All  remittances  on  accoimt  of  postage  stamps  sales,  or  of  any 
application  for  a  supply  of  postage  stamps,  post  cards  or  envelopes 
from  district  postmasters,  district  post  office  clerks  and  telegraph  clerks 
not  residing  at  the  head-quarters  of  the  Commissioners'  district,  must 
be  sent  by  post  in  sealed  registered  covers,  marked  on  the  top  left  hand 
comer  "  Postage  Stamp  Account — ^Application  for  stamps,  &c.,''  which 
must  at  once  be  attended  to  by  the  District  Commissioner,  or,  in  his 
absence,  by  the  officer  authorized  by  him  to  do  so. 

18.  District  Commissioners  are  particularly  requested  not  to  leave 
the  headquarters  of  their  district  without  making  temporary  arrange* 
ments  for  the  supply  of  postage  stamps,  post  cards,  and  registered  letter 
envelopes  to  postmasters  and  telegraph  clerks  residing  in  and  out  of 
the  head-quarters  of  their  districts. 

19.  All  remittances  and  requisitions  arriving  at  the  head-quarters  of 
a  District  Commissioner  during  his  absence,  are  to  be  immediately 
dealt  with  by  the  officer  appointed  by  the  District  Commissioner  for 
that  purpose. 

20.  At  Cape  Coast  the  provisions  of  these  rules  are  to  be  carried  out 
by  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  District  Treasury  chest  of  that  station.  Made  17  Marchy  1897 
{see  Gazettes  J  p,  117).

Bales  with  respect  to  Money  Orders  between  the  Oold  Coast  Colony  and 
the  Higer  Coast  Protectorate  (s.  21). 

1.  On  and  after  the  1st  day  of  October,  1897,  the  transaction  of 
money  order  business  shall  be  carried  on  between  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony  and  the  Niger  Coast  Protectorate. 

2.  The  maximum  amount  for  which  a  money  order  may  be  drawn 
by  the  Gold  Coast  Colony,  upon  the  below  named  oflSces,  and  vice 
versdy  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  £10.  No  money  order  is  to  contain 
a  fractional  part  of  a  penny. 

3.  The  commissions  chargeable  upon  the  issue  of  orders  in  the  Gold 
Coast  Colony  shall  be  2d.  upon  every  sum  of  10s.  or  under. 

4.  The  Post  Ofl5ce  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  shall  pay  to  the  Post 
OflSce  of  the  Niger  Coast  Protectorate,  as  its  share  of  the  commission, 
the  sum  of  one-half  per  cent,  upon  the  total  amoimt  of  orders  drawn" 
by  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  on  it ;  a  similar  percentage  being  paid  by 
the  Post  Office  of  the  Niger  Coast  Protectorate  to  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony  upon  the  total  amoimt  of  orders  issued  on  the  Gold  Coast 
Colony. 

5.  The  accounts  relating  to  money  order  transactions  between  the 
Gold  Coast  Colony  and  the  Niger  Coast  Protectorate  shall  b^  adjusted 
monthly  by  the  Treasurers  of  the  Colonies  concerned. 

6.  The  following  are  the  money  order  offices  upon  which  orders 
may  be  drawn,  viz. : — 

In  the  Gold  Coast  Colony 

Accra,  Axim,  Kwitta,  Ada,  Cape  Coast,  Saltpond,  and  such 
other  places  as  may  be  hereafter  determined  by  the  Governor.

7.  The  advices  of  orders  issued  in  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  on  other 
offices  are  to  be  dealt  with  as  follows : — 

Advices  of  orders  payable  in  the  Niger  Coast  Protectorate  are  to 
be  forwarded  to  the  General  Post  Office,  Old  Calabar. 

Advices  of  orders  payable  in  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  are  to  be 
forwarded  direct  to  the  office  of  payment,  a  duplicate 
of  the  list  being  forwarded  to  the  General  Post  Office, 
Accra,  by  the  same  mail  which  conveys  the  originaL 

8.  Each  money  order  list  is  to  be  numbered  consecutively :  1,  2,  3, 
4,  &c.,  in  the  order  of  despatch,  the  numbers  re-commencang 
at  the  beginning  of  every  year  at  No.  1. 

9.  With  the  following  exceptions,  no  money  order  is  to  be  issued 
unless  the  applicant  furnish,  in  full,  the  surname,  and,  at  least,  the 
initial  of  one  Christian  name,  both  of  remitter  and  payee,  together 
with  the  address  of  the  remitter.  If  the  applicant,  however,  tendCT 
the  name  of  either  the  remitter  or  the  payee  at  greater  length,  such  par- 
ticulars are  to  be  received,  and  the  advice  is  to  be  made  out  accordingly. 

(i.)  If  the  remitter  or  payee  be  a  peer  or  bishop,  his  ordinary  title 
is  to  be  sufficient,  if  a  firm  or  company,  the  usual  designation 
of  such  firm  or  company  is  to  suffice. 

(ii.)  The  remitter,  on  statmg  that  the  order  is  to  be  paid  only 
through  a  bank,  is  to  have  the  option  of  giving  or  withholding 
the  name  of  the  payee,  in  such  cases,  the  officer  dravring  the 
order  to  cross  it  in  the  same  Wky  that  cheques  are  commonly 
crossed  when  they  are  intended  to  be  paid  through  a  bank. 

10.  When  a  money  order  is  paid  through  a  bank,  it  is  sufficient,  as 
regards  the  receipt,  that  it  be  crossed  (by  stamp  or  in  writing)  with 
the  name  of  the  bank,  and  be  presented  by  some  officer  knovm  to  be 
in  the  employment  of  that  bank.  With  the  above  exception,  no  money 
order  is  to  be  paid  unless  the  payee  furnish  the  name  of  the  remittOT. 

11.  Every  money  order  and  advice  is  to  be  drawn  on  authorized 
forms  only.  A  specimen  form  vnll  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  marked 
"A."* 

12.  All  payments  for  money  orders,  whether  by  the  public  to  tiie 
post  office,  or  by  the  post  office  to  the  public,  are  to  be  made  in  sterling 
money  and  at  par. 

13.  The  orders  issued  by  each  country  on  the  other  shall  be  subject, 
as  regards  payment,  to  the  rules  which  govern  the  payment  of  inland 
orders  in  the  country  upon  which  they  are  drawn. 

14.  In  the  event  of  a  money  order  miscarrying  or  being  lost,  a 
duplicate  may  be  granted  on  a  written  application  from  the  payee 
(containing  the  necessary  paxticulars,and  accompanied  by  an  additional 
commission)  to  the  chief  money  order  office  of  the  country  where  the 
original  order  was  payable. 

15.  On  the  receipt  of  a  sunilar  application  orders  are  to  be  given  to 
stop  payment  of  a  money  order. 

16.  But  when  it  is  desired  that  any  error  in  the  name  of  the  re- 
mitter or  of  the  payee  shall  be  corrected,  or  that  the  amount  of  a

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money  order  should  be  paid  to  the  remitter,  application  mnst  be  made 
by  the  remitter  to  the  chief  money  order  office  of  the  country  in  which 
the  order  was  issued.  An  additional  commission  will  be  demanded  in 
each  case. 

17.  Repayment,  whether  of  an  original  or  a  duplicate  order,  must 
not  be  made  to  the  remitter  imtil  it  has  been  ascertained  through  the 
chief  office  of  the  coimtry  where  such  order  was  payable,  that  the  order 
has  not  been  paid. 

18.  If  an  ordeo*  be  not  paid  before  the  end  of  the  twelfth  calendar 
month  after  that  in  which  it  was  drawn ;  for  instance,  if  drawn  in 
January  and  not  paid  before  the  end  of  the  following  January,  all 
claim  to  the  money  wiU  be  forfeited,  unless  the  post  office  of  the 
country  in  which  the  order  was  drawn  think  proper  to  permit  it,  as 
such  orders  then  become  the  property  of  that  country,  and  will  be 
allowed  periodically  in  the  accounts  accordingly. 

19.  After  once  paying  a  mon^y  order,  by  whomsoever  presented, 
the  Post  Office  Department  of  the  Gold  Coast  Colony  wiU  not  be  liable 
to  any  further  claim.  If  a  wrong  payment,  however,  be  made,  owing 
to  negligence  on  the  part  of  any  officer  of  the  department,  the  officer 
in  fault  may  be  required  to  made  good  the  loss.  Rules  approved  17

1.  Frees  messages,  that  is  to  say,  messages  containing  bond  fde 
news  of  current  events  and  addressed  to  any  newspaper  in  the  Colony 
by  its  title,  are  to  be  transmitted  for  one-fourth  of  the  rate  fixed  for 
the  transmission  of  ordinary  private  telegrams,  with,  however,  a 
minimum  fee  of  Is. 

2.  Press  messages  must  not  contain  any  reference  to  matters  which 
are  not  of  general  public  interest,  and  they  must  be  written  in  plain 
English  language. 

3.  In  press  telegrams  the  word  "  Press  "  is  to  be  inserted  in  the 
telegraph  form  in  the  space  set  apart  for  service  instructions  and 
sigmdled  after  the  number  of  words. 

4.  Press  telegrams  may  by  special  arrangement  be  paid  for  on 
delivery.

1.  Messages  addressed  to  any  person  at  any  telegraph  station  in 
Togoland  are  to  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  2rf.  per  word  (includiDg 
address)  with  a  minimum  fee  of  1«.

Foreign  Press  Telegrams. 

A  charge  of  \d,  per  word  is  to  be  made  on  press  telegrams,  addre&sed 
to  any  newspaper  or  news  agency  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Colony,  in 
addition  to  the  charges  of  the  Cable  Company.

Whereas  by  the  Stamp  Ordinance,  1889,  it  was,  amonffst  other  Bills  and 
things,  enacted  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor,  by  order  g^p^^J^ 
approved  by  resolution  of  the  Legislative  Council,  to  make  rules  for  adhesivo 
the  further  or  better  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  stamps, 
said  Ordinance,  and  to  direct  the  substitution  of  adhesive  stamps  for 
impressed  stamps,  or  of  impressed  stamps  for  adhesive  stamps. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  ad  valorem  duties  upon  inland 
bills  of  exchange  and  promissory  notes  may  be  also  denoted  by 
adhesive  stamps. 

Now  in  exercise  of  the  power  thus  conferred,  the  Governor  of  the 
Gold  Coast  Colony  doth,  by  this  order  approved  by  resolution  of  the 
Legislative  Council,  hereby  order  that  ad  valorem  duties  upon  bills  of 
excnangeand  promissorynotes  drawn  or  made  in,  and  payable  within  the 
Colony  may  be  denoted  by  adhesive  stamps  which  are  to  be  cancelled 
by  the  drawer  or  maker  of  any  such  bill  or  noto,  before  he  delivers 
it  out  of  his  hands,  custody,  or  power.

1.  The  Comptroller  of  Customs  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Firearms,  Ammunition  and  Gunpowder  Ordinance,  1892,  have 
control  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  storage  and  warehousing  of  arms, 
ammunition,  and  gunpowder.

Landing  and  Convei/ance, 

2.  No  firearms,  ammunitioii,  or  gunpowder  shall  be  landed  in  the 
Colony  except  between  the  hours  of  8  a.ni.  and  4  p.m.  of  every  week  Landing  and 
day,  unless  the  principal  officer  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  landing  per-  Conveyance, 
mit  in  writing  the  landing  thereof  at  other  times. 

3.  No  firearms,  ammunition,  or  gunpowder  shall  be  landed  at  any 
port  where  there  is  not  a  public  warehouse  appointed  by  the  Governor 
for  the  storage  of  such  firearms,  ammunition,  or  gunpowder.  * 

4.  All  firearms,  ammunition,  and  gunpowder  shall  be  landed  in  the 
presence  of  an  officer  of  Customs.  Application  must  be  made  by  the 
importer  to  the  principal  officer  of  Customs  at  the  port  of  landing  to 
deteU  an  officer  to  superintend  the  landing. 

6.  The  importer  shall  at  his  own  expense  remove  all  firearms,  am- 
munition, and  ^npowder  into  the  pubhc  warehouse  appointed  for  the 
purpose  immediately  after  the  same  is  landed,  and  shall  forthwith  store 
the  same  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  such  public 
warehouse. 

6.  All  ammunition  and  gunpowder  carried  to,  or  from  a  public 
warehouse  in  a  cart,  truck,  or  other  means  of  conveyance,  shall  be 
covered  with  tarpaulin.  No  person  shall  smoke  in  or  near  any 
such  conveyance. 

Storage, 

7.  The  duties  of  Customs  on  all  firearms,  ammunition,  and  gun-  Storage, 
powder  shall  be  paid  before  the  same  are  deposited  in  a  public  ware- 
house.    The  importer  shall,  at  Accra,  deliver  two  duplicates  of  the 

bill  of  entry  for  the  same,  and,  at  ports  other  than  Accra,  he  shall  de- 
liver three  duplicates  of  bill  of  entry.  After  payment  of  the  duties, 
one  duplicate,  signed  by  the  Comptroller  or  other  proper  officer  of 
Customs,  shall  be  returned  to  the  importer. 

The  importer  shall,  before  depositing  any  firearms,  ammunition,  or 
gunpowder  in  a  public  warehouse,  produce  to  the  officer  in  charge 
thereof  a  duplicate  of  the  bill  of  entiy  for  the  same,  and  a  receipt  for 
the  duties  on  the  same. 

8.  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  public  warehouse  shall  keep  a  store 
ledger,  in  which  he  shall  enter  at  the  end  of  each  day  the  quantity 
and  description  of  firearms,  ammunition,  and  ^npowder  deposited 
and  withdrawn,  the  name  of  the  person  depositing  or  withdrawing 
such  firearms,  ammunition,  and  gunpowder,  and  the  amount  of  storage 
rent  which  he  has  received  for  the  same,  and  the  name  of  the  ship  by 
which  the  same  was  imported,  and  the  number  and  date  of  the  bul  of 
entry  passed  for  the  same. 

9.  The  storage  rent  on  anv  firearms,  ammimition,  or  gunpowder 
shall  be  payable  at  the  time  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  same. 

10.  Each  shipment  of  firearms,  ammunition,  and  gunpowder  shall 
be  stored  and  kept  separately,  and  storage  rent  shall  be  paid  on  e£ich 
shipment  from  the  date  of  storing.

11.  If  any  firearms,  ammunition,  or  gunpowder  shall  not  be  with- 
drawn from  a  public  warehouse  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  the  deposit  thereof,  the  officer  in  charge  of  such  warehouse  shall 
give  one  month's  notice  in  writing  to  the  importer  or  his  agent,  and, 
in  their  absence  such  notice  shall  be  left  at  the  last  known  place  of 
abode  or  business  of  such  importer  or  agent,  to  withdraw  the  same,  if 
such  firearms,  ammunition,  or  gunpowder  may  be  lawfully  withdrawn 
for  sale,  or  to  pay  the  balance  of  rent  then  due  thereon  if  such  firearms, 
ammimition,  or  gunpowder  may  not  be  lawfully  withdrawn  for  sale. 
If  such  firearms,  ammimition,  or  gunpowder  be  not  withdrawn,  or  the 
rent  due  thereon  be  not  paid,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  expiration  of 
the  period  named  in  the  notice,  such  firearms,  ammunition,  or  gun- 
powder, as  may  not  be  lawfully  withdrawn  for  sale,  shall  be  confisaited 
to  the  Government,  and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  the  Governor  may  direct, 
and  the  officer  in  charge  shall  sell  without  a  license  such  fireanns,  am- 
munition, or  gunpowder  as  may  be  lawfully  withdrawn  for  sale ;  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  rent  due, 
and  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  importer  or  his  a^nt. 

12.  Packages  containing  gunpowder  shall  not  be  roUed  along  the 
fioor  of  a  public  warehouse.

He  Bball  also  see  that  the 
rent  collected,  as  shown  by  the  cash  book,  has  been  duly  paid  into  the 
treasury  chest  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and  that  a  receipt  for  it  is 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  magazine  and  warehousej  the  number  of  such 
receipt  being  duly  entered  m  the  cash  book. 

Keepers  of  Magazine  to  give  Security/. 

24.  The  keeper  of  each  of  the  Government  magazines  at  Accra, 
Cape  Coast,  Saltpond,  Winneba,  Kwitta,  and  Axiin  will  bo  required 
to  give  security  to  the  extent  of  £50  through  the  medium  of  the 
Public  Officers'  Guarantee  Fund.

Swaidru,  in  August,  1895,  belonging  to  or  found  in  the  house  of  the 
Fetish  Katawere  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  forfeited  to  Her  Majesty 
for  the  use  of  the  Colonial  Government.

1.  Every  public  slaughter  house  shall  be  open  for  the  slaughter  of 
auimals  and  the  dressing  of  their  carcasses  daily  between  the  hours  of 
4  a.m.  and  7  a.m.  only. 

2.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  make  use  of  the  said  slaughter 
house  untd  he  has  paid  the  following  charge  or  charges  and  produced 
his  receipt  therefor  to  the  officer  in  cha^  of  the  slaught^  house, 
namely : — 

(a)  for  each  ox,  heifer,  bull  or  cow,  the  sum  of  two  shillings. 

(b)  for  each  pig  or  sheep,  the  sum  of  sixpence.

3.  The  said  charge  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  appointed  by  the 
Governor  to  receive  the  same,  who  shall  give  a  receipt  therefor  in  the 
form  in  the  Schedule  hereto. 

4.  The  health  officer  or  the  inspector  of  nuisances  shall  have 
power  to  direct  the  manner  in  which  an  animal  shall  be  slaughtered, 
so  as  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  cruelty,  and  any  such  directions 
shall  be  obeyed  by  any  person  using  the  shiughter  house. 

5.  Every  jperson  who  shall  make  use  of  the  said  slaughter  house 
shall  keep  the  same  in  clean  state,  and  shall,  before  leaving,  brush, 
sweep  and  clean  away  all  dirt,  blood,  offal  and  rubbish  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  health  officer  or  inspector  of  nuisances, 
and  thoroughly  wash  and  cleanse  the  slaughter  house.

of  the  officer  having  power  to  allot  justifies  such  refusal,  and  in  the 
event  of  allotment  being  refused  under  this  proviso,  any  rent  paid  in 
advance  shall  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 

(b)  The  period  for  which  rent  has  been  paid  shall  run  from  and 
include  the  day  of  allotment. 

7.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  occupier  of  any  stall  or  table  in 
Shed  No.  1,  or  in  the  resident  sellers'  portion  of  Shed  No.  2,  to  give 
notice  of  lus  intention  to  discontinue  the  use  thereof. 

8.  Every  occupier  of  a  stall,  table,  or  place  in  the  market, 
whether  paying  rent  or  not,  shall  on  every  day  on  which  he  shall 
use  such  stall,  table,  or  place^  keep  the  same  in  a  perfectly  clean 
state,  and  at  the  close  of  every  day's  selling,  and  before  leaving, 
brush,  sweep,  and  dean  away  all  dirt,  and  rubbish  from  the  stall 
or  table  occupied,  and  thoroughly  wash  and  cleanse  and  wipe  dry 
the  same,  so  that  no  blood,  water,  dirt,  or  rubbish  shall  be  left 
thereon,  and  shall  also  sweep  and  clear  away  all  dirt  and  rubbish 
from  the  unoccupied  space  adjoining  such  stall,  table,  or  place,  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  officer  having  power  to  allot  as  his  fair  portion 
to  keep  clean  of  the  imoccupied  space,  common  to  all  in  the  said 
sheds,  and  shall  deposit  all  such  dirt,  rubbish,  and  sweeping  in 
such  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  health  officer. 

9.  No  person  shall  bring  or  cause  to  be  brought  into  the  market,  or 
have  therein  the  offal  of  any  animal,  or  the  skin  of  any  animal,  unless 
such  skin  shall  be  dry  or  properly  cured. 

10.  Whoever  uses  the  market  shall  obey  the  reasonable  direction  of 
the  health  officer  or  other  person  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  order  and  regidarity  in  the  market,  and  facilitat- 
ing the  despatch  of  business  therein.  Made  21  May^  1896  {see  GazetUs,

Whereas  the  aooimmlation  of   rubber  refuse,  more  particularly 

where  it  percolates  into  and  saturates  the  ground,  is  exceedingly 
injurious  to  health  and  has  caused  and  is  likely  to  cause  loss  of  life ; 

Now,  therefore,  &c. : — 
^  Every  occupier  of  premises  wherein  rubber  is  prepared  for  exporta- 
tion shall  collect  aU  the  refuse,  whether  liquid,  semi-liquid  or  solid, 
escaping  or  oozing  from  or  off  such  rubber,  or  cut  off  from  or  apper- 
taining to  such  rubber  into  pails  or  buckets  or  other  receptacle  capable 
of  being  easily  emptied  and  cleansed;  and  shall  every  day  empty 
such  refuse  so  collected  into  the  sea.  Rule  made  23  Julyy  1896  {see 
Gazettes^  p.  231). 

Building  regulations  made  by  Director  of  Public  Works  (s.  10). 

It  is  hereby  notified  for  general  information  and  more  particularly 
to  persons  about  to  build  or  make  alterations  or  additions  to  existing 
walls  or  buildings  in  any  town  in  the  Q-old  Coast  Colony  that  the 
following  regulations  must  be  observed : — 

1.  All  persons  before  commencing  to  build  shall  notify  the  officer  Notice  of 
in  charge  of  the  public  streets  or  open  spaces  requesting  that  the  5^^^  ,. 
frontage  line  may  be  given.  rontage  line. 

2.  The  bottom  of  foundations  to  all  walls  must  not  be  less  than  Foundations. 
18  inches  below  the  original  surface  of  the  ground,  and  may  be 

carried  to  a  greater  depth  to  secure  a  solid  f  oimdation  as  the  officer  in 
charge  may  direct ;  they  shall  consist  either  of  cement  concrete  not 
less  than  9  inches  thidk,  or  of  large  flat  bedded  stones  forming  a 
foundation  of  not  less  than  12  inches  thick;  in  either  case  the 
foundation  must  have  a  scarcement  on  each  side  of  the  wall  not  less 
than  half  the  thickness  of  the  wall  at  base,  and  in  the  case  of  9  inch 
walls  not  less  than  6  inches. 

Where  walls  built  of  swish  bricks  are  allowed  in  one  storey 
buildings,  the  foundations  must  be  either  of  concrete  or  stone  as 
above  described,  and  the  walls  carried  up  in  stone,  built  with  cement 
or  lime  mortar  to  a  height  of  not  less  than  2  feet  above  the  surface 
of  the  ground  before  the  swish  brickwork  is  commenced.

from  adjoining  buildings,  to  be  determined  by  the  Director  of  Works. 

7.  In  the  case  of  a  building  where  application  is  made  to  cover  the 
roof  with  thatch,  full  particulars  as  to  its  relative  position  and  height 
should  be  sent  to  the  Director  of  Works,  who  will  have  power  to  grant 
or  disapprove  of  the  application. 

8.  No  eaves  to  project  more  than  18  inches  beyond  the  face  of  the 
wall. 

9.  'Where  outside  verandas  are  allowed  the  walls  must  be  set  back 
so  that  no  part  of  the  veranda  may  project  beyond  the  building  line 
of  the  street. 

10.  The  oflScer  in  charge  may  direct  new  passages  or  openings  to  be 
made  for  access  to  inner  buildings  or  widen  existing  passages,  and  in 
no  case  shall  this  be  less  than  6  feet  wide,  and  where  wider  passages 
are  deemed  necessary  this  will  be  determined  by  the  oflScer  in  charge. 

11.  The  building  permits  must  be  produced  to  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  PJiblic  streets  and  open  spaces  whenever  required. 

12.  The  foregoing  regulations  may  be  altered  in  special  cases  where 
the  proposed  new  buildEng  occupies  a  position,  or  is  of  dimensions, 
character,  purpose  and  design,  which,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Director 
of  Works,  renders  a  departure  from  these  regulations  neoeesary.

Bnles  regulating  the  procedure  on  an  application  for  sealing 
Probate,  &c. 

1.  Application  to  seal  a  probate  or  letters  of  administration  granted 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  or  in  a  British  possession,  or  by  a  British 
Court  in  a  foreign  country,  or  the  duplicate  of  any  such  probate  or 
letters  of  administration  sealed  with  the  copy  thereof  certified  as 
correct  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the  Court  granting  the  same, 
shall  be  made  by  motion  to  the  Divisional  Court  over  which  the 
Chief  Justice  presides  (hereinafter  called  the  Court)  by  the  executor 
or  administrator  or  the  attorney  (lawfully  authorized  for  the  purpose) 
of  such  executor  or  administrator  either  in  person  or  through  a 
solicitor. 

2.  Such  application  must  be  accompanied  by  the  oath  of  the 
executor,  administrator  or  attorney,  in  the  form  in  the  Appendix,  or 
as  nearly  thereto  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  will  allow. 

3.  Notice  of  such  application  shall  be  made  or  published  in  such 
manner  and  for  such  period  as  the  Court  shall  direct,  and  may  be  in 
the  form  in  the  Appendix. 

4.  On  application  to  seal  letters  of  administration  the  administrator 
or  his  attorney  shall  give  bond  (in  the  form  set  out  in  the  Appendix) 
to  cover  the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Supreme  Court.  The  same  practice  as  to  sureties  and  amount  of 
penalty  in  bond  and  assignment  of  the  bond  on  the  condition  being 
broken  is  to  be  observed  as  on  application  for  letters  of  administration. 

6.  Application  by  a  creditor  under  section  3,  sub-section  2  of  the 
"Supreme  Court  (British  and  Colonial  Probates)  Ordinance,  1892," 
is  to  be  supported  by  affidavit  setting  out  particulars  of  the  claim. 

6.  In  every  case,  and  especially  when  the  fixed  place  of  abode  of 
the  deceased  at  the  time  of  death  as  sworn  to  in  the  affidavit  differs 
from  that  suggested  by  the  description  in  the  grant,  the  Court  may 
require  further  evidence  as  to  the  fixed  place  of  abode  of  the  deceased. 

7.  If  it  should  appear  that  the  deceased  had  not  at  the  time  of  his 
death  his  fixed  place  of  abode  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court 
from  which  the  grajit  issued,  the  seal  is  not  to  be  affixed  unless  the 
grant  is  such  as  would  have  been  made  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Gold  Coast  Colony. 

8.  The  grant  (or  copy  grant)  to  be  sealed  and  the  copy  to  be 
deposited  in  the  Court  must  include  copies  of  all  testamentary  papers 
admitted  to  probate. 

9.  When  application  to  seal  a  probate  or  letters  of  administration 
is  made  after  the  lapse  of  three  years  from  the  death  of  the  deceased, 
the  Court  shall  require  such  proof  of  the  reason  for  the  delay  as  it 
may  think  fit. 

10.  Special  or  limited  or  temporary  grants  may  be  sealed  by  order 
of  the  Court. 

11.  Notice  of  the  sealing  of  a  grant  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Court  from 
which  the  grant  issued. 
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12.  When  intimation  has  been  received  of  the  re-sealing  of  a  grant    BrltUli  and 
made  in  the  Colony,  notice  of  the  revocation  of  or  any  alteration  in     pJobateiB 
such  grant  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Conrt  by  whose  authority  such  grant  Ho.  20  of  1892. 
was  re-sealed.  ^~ 

13.  If    any  person  other  than  the    executor,   administrator    or  revooation. 
attorney,  or  any  one  authorized  by  the  Court  takes  possession  of  and  Unauthorized 
administers  or  otherwise  deals  with  the  property  of  the  deceased  meddling  with 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Gold  Coast  «•*»*«• 
Colony,  he  shall,  besides  the  other  liabilities  he  may  incur,  be  liable

Whereas  by  section  42  of  the  "Master  and  Servant  Ordinance,  Rules  as  to 
1893/'  it  is  enacted  among  other  things  that  the  Governor  in  Council  foreign  con- 
may  make  rules  dealing  with  the  engagement  and  embarkation  of  ^j^^^ 
persons  to  be  employed  imder  a  Foreign  Contract  of  Service  and 

generally  for  the  better  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  said 
rdinance,  and  that  whoever  makes  default  in  complying  with  any 
sunh  rule  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  pounds ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Governor  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Executive  Council,  and  in  exercise  of  the  authority  committed  to  him 
as  aforesaid  doth  order  that  the  following  rules  shall  be  complied 
with;

2.  Detachments  at  outstations  are  to  be  relieved  every  twelve  (12) 
months. 

II.  Promotions  and  Appointments. 

3.  Promotions  and  appointments  of  members  of  the  force  below  the 
rank  of  superintendent  shall  be  made  by  order  of  the  Commissioner 
only,  who  will  make  selection  in  all  cases  from  the  rank  next  below 
that  to  which  the  promotion  is  made.  The  Commissioner  may,  how- 
ever, recommend  to  the  Governor  specially  deserving  officers  for 
promotion  to  a  higher  grade  than  that  next  above  the  one  in  which 
they  are  serving.

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4.  When  any  member  of  the  force  is  recommended  for  promotion,        ft^H^^koi 
the  superintendent  will  submit  the  necessary  particulars  on  Police    ^        ^ 
Form,  rfo.  22,  and  attach  the  record  of  service  of  the  member  selected.  Rules  and 


regnlationa. 


m.  Duties  of  Officers. 

6.  Officers  are  at  all  times  accountable  for  the  maintenance  of  good 
order  and  the  rules  and  discipline  of  the  force,  and  they  are  to  mord 
in  these  respects  the  utmost  aid  and  support  to  the  Commissioner. 

6.  It  is  tneir  duty  to  take  notice  of,  repress  and  instantly  report 
any  negligence  or  impropriety  of  conduct  of  any  member  of  tie  force 
whether  on  duty  or  off  duty. 

7.  Officers  at  outstations  are  not  to  introduce  or  adopt  any  system 
of  punishment  for  minor  offences  at  variance  with  that  established  in 
accordance  with  these  regulations  at  headquarters. 

8.  Officers  on  duty  must  wear  the  prescribed  uniform. 

9.  Officers  commanding  outstations  will  see  that  all  orders  relative 
to  the  force  are  complied  with  in  every  particular,  and  are  not  to 
permit  the  slightest  deviation  therefrom,  either  in  respect  of  dress, 
forms,  returns,  passes,  &c.  Forms  authorized  by  the  Commissioner 
are  to  be  always  adhered  to. 

lY.  Police  to  Report  Themselves. 

10.  All  members  of  the  force  are  to  report  themselves  personally 
to  the  Commissioner  on  returning  from  leave  or  outstations. 

V.  Superintendents. 

11.  The  senior  superintendent  shall  be  at  the  head  of  the  super- 
intendents, sergeants,  and  constables  of  the  force.  His  position  being 
of  the  greatest  importance  and  responsibility,  he  will  be  addressed  on 
all  duties  by  the  members  of  the  force  with  respect,  and  when  he 
speaks  to  them  on  duty  they  must  stand  to  attention. 

12.  He  will  assist  the  senior  officers  of  the  force  in  all  duties  and 
be  present  at  office  every  morning. 

13.  He  will  be  most  particular  in  seeing  that  all  members  of  the 
force  under  him  are  dressed  properly,  and  never  overlook  any  irregu- 
larity in  this  respect. 

14.  He  must  always  consider  himself  on  duty. 

15.  He  will  check  the  use  of  improper  language  on  the  part  of  any 
member  of  the  force. 

16.  He  must  be  able  to  give  instructions  to  the  sergeants  and  con- 
stables on  all  points  relating  to  their  duty,  and  will  use  proper  and 
conciliatory  language  when  addressing  them. 

17.  He  is  responsible  that  all  orders  given  from  time  to  time  are 
promptly  and  stoctly  obeyed  by  his  subordinates. 

18.  Every  superintendent  is  responsible  for  the  general  conduct 
and  good  order  of  the  sergeants,  and  constables  imder  him.  He  will 
by  constant  personal  intercourse  with  them  make  himself  weU 
acquainted  with  the  ability  and  character  of  each  individual.  He  is 
immediately  to  report  to  his  senior  officer,  any  neglect  of  duty,  or 
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Police.       any  oiroumstances  which  he  observes  in  the  conduct  of  the  sergeants 
Jo.  6  of  1891  ^j^^  constables  requiring  notice. 

Eulesand  19.  A  superintendent  is  always  to  inspect  police  returning  from 

regulationfl.     out  duties,  and  report  to  the  senior  officer  in  charge  that  he  has  done 

so.     Any  papers  brought  by  them  are  to  be  sent  to  the  office  without 

delay. 

20.  Superintendents  are  to  see  that  police  prisoners,  witnesses,  &4X, 
are  at  the  office  at  the  proper  time,  and  dressed  according  to  orders. 

YE.  Sergeants. 

21.  A  sergeant  is  held  responsible  for  the  general  conduct  and 
good  order  of  the  constables  under  his  charge,  and  he  is  expected  to 
know  the  character  of  each. 

22.  He  is  to  report  every  case  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of 
constables  to  the  superintendant  at  the  earliest  opportunity ;  but  he 
is  not  to  take  any  undue  advantage  of  the  constables,  by  hiding  him- 
self or  endeavouring  to  entrap  them  into,  the  commission  of  offences. 

23.  He  is  to  instruct  them  in  the  duties  they  have  to  perform,  and 
so  conduct  himself  as  to  secure  the  respect  of  those  over  whom  he  is 
placed. 

24.  If  any  crime  or  disturbaiicc  occur,  he  is  to  send  for  such  assist- 
ance as  may  be  necessary  from  the  station. 

25.  He  is  to  give  all  assistance  in  his  power  to  persons  applying  to 
him. 

26.  Sergeants  are  not  to  have  dealings  or  money  transactions  of  any 
kind  with  constables. 

27.  Serjeants  must  make  themselves  well  acquainted  with  their 
police  duties,  they  should  perform  their  duties  strictly,  give  their 
orders  in  a  clear  and  concise  manner,  and  on  no  account  enter  into 
arguments  with  the  constables  under  them. 

28.  They  should  be  always  particularly  well  dressed,  and  smart  in 
appearcmce,  and  in  all  respects  patterns  to  the  constables. 

29.  They  should  report,  to  the  superintendent,  any  man  they  see 
misconducting  himself  or  improperly  dressed. 

30.  Sergeants  having,  when  on  detached  duties,  great  opportunities 
of  showing  their  abilities,  should  on  these  occasions  take  a  special 
pride  in  the  appearance  and  good  conduct  of  the  constables  under 
them. 

VII.  Constables. 

31.  Constables  of  the  Gold  Coast  Police  should  take  a  pride  in  be- 
longing to  the  force,  and  ought  at  all  times  to  do  it  credit  by  their 
conduct  cmd  behaviour ;  they  should  be  clean  and  keep  their  accoutre- 
ments in  proper  order. 

32.  Constables  are  not  to  lend  each  other  their  appointments  or 
clothing,  and  thev  must  on  no  accoimt  alter  them  in  any  way. 

33.  A  constable  must  readily  and  strictly  obey  the  orders  of  his 
superiors  in  rank  in  the  police. 

34.  Constables  are  on  no  accoimt  to  take  money  or  bribes  from  any 
person. 

35.  A  constable  is  to  report  to  his  sergetmt  or  superintendent,  the 
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first  time  he  sees  either  of  them  in  the  street  or  at  the  station,  the       ^a^'^ 
particulars  of  any  occurrence  which  has  come  under  his  notice.  ^'    ^ 

36.  He  is  to  speak  the  truth  at  all  times  and  under  all  circum-  Rul«e  and 
stances,  and  when  called  upon  to  give  evidence,  to  state  all  he  knows  »g«lationfl. 
respecting  the  case  without  fear,  and  without  any  desire  to  influence 

either  for  or  against  a  prisoner.     Untruthfulness  is  the  gravest  dis- 
qualification for  the  police  service. 

37.  If  a  constable  is  called  upon  to  act,  he  must  do  so  with  energy, 
promptness,  and  determination;  if  he  wavers  or  doubts  the  person 
may  escape,  and  the  opportunity  to  render  assistance  may  be  lost. 

38.  A  constable,  when  called  upon  to  take  a  person  into  custody, 
must  be  guided  in  a  great  measure  by  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
and  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  offence :  but  if  he  has  any  doubt  as  to  how 
he  ought  to  act,  the  safest  course  is  to  ask  all  the  persons  concerned  to  go 
with  him  to  the  station,  where  the  superintendent  will  hear  and  deter- 
mine whether  the  charge  is  to  be  entered  or  not,  and  the  responsibility 
is  taken  off  the  constable. 


Vm.  Alarm  of  Fire. 

39.  In  the  event  of  any  unusual  appearance  of  fire  or  light  an  im- 
mediate alarm  is  to  be  given  at  the  police  station. 


IX.  Saluting. 

40.  The  police  of  all  ranks  when  in  uniform  are  to  salute  his 
Excellency  the  Governor. 

41.  Superintendents,  sergeants,  and  constables  are  to  salute  when 
passing  or  addressing  the  Commissioner,  Assistant-Commissioners, 
and  Sub- Assistant-Commissioners. 

42.  Sergeants  and  constables  are  to  salute  when  passing  or  address- 
ing a  superintendent,  but  if  the  nature  of  the  duty  or  other  special 
circumstances  make  it  undesirable  to  salute,  it  is  not  to  be  done. 

43.  The  police  are  not  to  salute,  but  stand  to  attention  only,  when 
on  parade  or  posted  in  line  on  public  occasions. 

44.  When  police  marching  on  duty  meet  a  superior  officer  they  are 
to  receive  the  command  "Eyes  right"  or  "  Eyes  left,"  as  the  case  may 
be,  but  never  salute. 

45.  The  salute  is  to  be  made  according  to  the  mode  approved  in 
the  drill  regulations. 

46.  The  salute  is  to  be  acknowledged  and  returned  by  the  superior 
officer. 

47.  Any  of  the  police  neglecting  or  disobeying  the  above  orders 
are  to  be  reported. 

48.  When  the  Commissioner,  Assistant-Commissioner,  or  Sub- 
Assistant-Commissioner  enters  any  room  at  a  police  station,  the  police 
in  the  room  are  to  stand  up  to  attention.  The  first  man  who 
perceives  the  Commissioner,  Assistant- Commissioner,  Sub- Assistant- 
Commissioner,  is  to  give  notice  to  the  others  by  calling  "  attention."

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Ho.  6  of  1894-  X.  Punishments. 

Ruieaaiid  49.  For  the  offences  herein  below  set  out  and  marked  (d),  (e),  (f), 

regulations,     q^^  (g)^  the  following  punishments  may  be  inflicted : — 

(a)  For  the  first  offence,  a  fine  not  exceeding  2«.  6rf.  to  be 

deducted  from  the  offender's  pay. 

(b)  For  the  second  offence,  a  fine  not  exceeding  5«.  to  be  deducted 

from  the  offender's  pay. 

(c)  For  any  subsequent  offence,  a  fine  not  exceeding  10«.  to  be 

deducted  from  the  offender's  pay,  with  or  without  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  ten  days,  and  with  or  without  reduction 
in  rank. 

Offences. 

(d)  Disobeying  the  lawful  order  of  his  superior  officer ; 

(e)  Absence  from  duty  without  leave  ; 

(f )  Sleeping  on  beat,  or  leaving  beat  before  being  regularly  re- 

lieved, except  in  fresh  pursuit  of  an  offender  whom  he  ought 
to  apprehend ; 

(g)  Being  guilty  of  any  act,  conduct,  disorder,  or  neglect  to  the 

prejudice  of  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  force. 

50.  Any  member  of  the  police  force  above  the  rank  of  Ist  class 
constable  will,  for  the  offence  of  drunkenness,  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Commissioner  only,  and  may  be  reduced  in  rank. 

51.  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  dass  constables  shall  for  the  offence  of 
drunkenness,  be  punished  as  follows  : 

(a)  For  the  first  offence  a  fine  not  exceeding  2«.  6rf.,  to  be  stopped 

from  the  offender's  pay ; 

(b)  For  the  second  offence  a  fine  not  exceeding  6«.,  to  be  stopped 

from  the  offender's  pay ; 

(c)  For  the  third  offence  a  fine  not  exceeding  10«.,  to  be  stopped 

from  the  offender's  pay ; 

(d)  For  any  offence  of  drunkenness  a  constable  may  be  reduced 

to  a  lower  cleiss  or  grade  in  addition  to  a  fine. 

52.  When  an  act  of  drunkenness  is  accompanied  by  any  other  offence, 
the  offender  may  be  sentenced  to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard 
labour  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days  in  addition  to  the  fine. 

53.  In  no  case  is  ajiy  member  of  the  force  to  have  more  than  a  third 
of  his  weekly  pay  stopped  at  a  time.  Fines  and  stoppages  are  to  be 
spread  over  a  period  of  time  to  enable  this  to  be  done. 

54.  The  fines  inflicted  on  police  are  to  be  read  from  the  Police 
Orders  to  the  constables  when  they  parade  for  duty. 

55.  All  fines  and  pimishments  are  to  be  entered  in  the  Police 
Defaulters'  Book  and  published  in  Police  Orders. 

56.  Defaulters  are  not  to  be  required  to  undergo  any  portion  of 
their  pimishment  which  may  have  lapsed  by  reason  of  their  being  in 
hospital  or  employed  on  duty. 

57.  If  any  member  of  the  force  sells,  loses  by  neglect  or  wilfully 
spoils  his  accoutrements,  clothing  or  necessaries,  he  mav  in  addition  to 
any  other  punishment  be  ordered  to  make  good  the  amount,  or 
damage,  to  be  recovered  by  stoppages  out  of  the  offender's  pay. 
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58. — (a)  Except  under  very  particular   circumstances,  a  police       fi**Hf?iii4 
constable  convicted  oi  any  offence  before  a  District  Com- 
missioner  will  be  dismissed  from  the  force.  Rnles  and 

(b)  If  there  are  any  circumstances  in  the  case  which  the  Com-  wfin^ationfl. 
missioner  can  take  into  consideration  and  deems  sufiBicient  to 
justify  him  in  making  a  recommendation  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  that  the  constable  should  be  retained  in  the 
service,  he  will  do  so. 
^  59.  All  pay  due  to  a  man  dismissed  may  be  forfeited  by  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Commissioner. 

XI.  Passes. 

60.  Officers  commanding  outstations  may  grant  passes  to  well- 
oonducted  members  of  the  force  for  any  period  not  exceeding  fourteen 
days;  passes  for  longer  periods  must  receive  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner.  It  is  to  be  distinctiy  understood  that  no  pass  can  be 
granted  unless  the  services  of  the  applicant  can  be  conveniently 
spared. 

Xn.  Complaints. 

61.  The  practice  of  making  anonymous  complaints  is  strictiy  pro- 
hibited. 

62.  Every  member  of  the  force  shall  be  asked  at  least  once  a  month 
if  he  has  any  complaint,  and  a  certificate  to  that  effect  is  to  be  sent  to 
the  Commissioner's  office  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  each  division  or 
outstation  on  the  first  day  of  each  month. 

63.  Should  any  member  of  the  force  have  a  complaint  to  bring 
forward,  it  is  to  be  made  in  writing,  and  forwarded  by  the  officer  in 
charge  to  the  Commissioner. 

Xin.  Travelling  by  Steamer. 

64.  All  members  of  the  force  above  the  rank  of  first  class  constable 
when  going  to  an  outstation  for  duty  and  returning  to  headquarters 
shall  be  allowed  to  travel  by  steamer  if  one  is  available. 

XIV.  Certificates  of  Conduct. 

65.  Police  who  have  served  more  than  (12)  twelve  months  are 
granted  certificates  on  resignation  in  accordance  with  their  conduct 
during  their  period  of  service. 

(a)  The  certificates  of  conduct  are  of  five  classes,  viz. : — 
I.  Very  good. 
n.  Good. 

III.  General  good. 

IV.  Gives  the  dates  of  joining  and  resignation  of  the  man 

without  alluding  to  his  conduct. 
V.  Gives  dates,  and  states  that  he  has  been  permitted  to 
resign. 

In  exceptional  cases  the  certificate  of  conduct  may  be 
endorsed  "  Exemplary  "  by  the  Commissioner.

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(b)  A  certificate  of  good  conduct  in  the  police  service  is  not 
granted  by  the  Commissioner 
I.  If  the  constable  is  dismissed  the  service. 
n.  If  the  constable  has  been  frequently  guilty  of  mis- 
conduct, although  of  a  slight  nature. 
m.  If  the  constable  has  been  guilty  of  any  misconduct  of 

a  serious  nature. 
IV.  If  the  constable  has  quitted  the  service  without  giving 
due  notice  of  his  intention  to  do  so. 
V.  If  the  constable  has  served  less  than  twelve  months. 


XV.  OiviLiTT,  Command  of  Temper,  Apprehensioks. 

66.  Complaints  having  been  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  incivility, 
loss  of  temper,  and  improper  apprehensions,  on  the  part  of  some 
members  of  the  force  in  carrying  out  their  duties,  the  following  orders 
on  these  subjects  are  to  be  sfaictly  acted  upon. 

67.  All  persons  are  to  be  treated  with  the  utmost  civility,  forbear- 
ance and  good  temper  by  the  police.  Whenever  a  question  is  put  to 
them  by  any  person  they  are  not  to  answer  in  a  short  or  abrupt 
manner,  but  with  the  greatest  possible  attention,  at  the  same  time, 
they  are  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible,  entering  into  unnecessary  con- 
versation with  any  one. 

68.  A  perfect  command  of  temper  is  absolutely  indispensable  in  the 
proper  discharge  of  police  duty.  A  constable  must  not  allow  himself 
to  be  moved  or  excited  by  any  language  or  threats,  however  insolent ; 
the  cooler  he  keeps  himself  the  more  power  he  will  have  over  his 
assailant.  Idle  or  silly  remarks  are  unworthy  of  notice,  and  if  the 
persons  making  them  see  that  they  have  no  effect  upon  the  constable 
they  will  soon  leave  off. 

69.  Forbearance  and  moderation  will  always  be  imderstood  and 
appreciated  by  the  public,  the  District  Commissioners  and  Com- 
missioner. 

70.  The  police  are  not  to  apprehend  or  unnecessarily  interfere  with 
any  person  unless  some  specific  act  has  been  committed,  by  which  the 
law  has  been  broken. 

71.  To  deprive  a  person  of  liberty  is  a  very  serious  matter,  and 
great  discretion  is  necessary  in  trifling  cases  where  one  person  charges 
another  with  having  committed  an  offence. 

72.  The  attention  of  the  force  is  to  be  frequently  called  to  the 
necessity  for  the  strictest  observance  of  these  orders,  and  the  serious 
consequences  likely  to  result  from  any  disobedience  thereof. 

73.  Constables  on  joining  the  force  are  to  be  very  carefully  in- 
structed on  these  points,  and  the  danger  to  which  they  would  render 
themselves  liable  by  any  disregard  of  these  orders,  is  to  be  explained 
to  them. 

XVT.  Clothing  and  Equipment. 

74.  The  Commissioner  and  the  Assistant  Commissioners  will  pro- 
vide their  own  clothing  and  equipment ;  sealed  patterns  can  be  seen 
at  the  office  of  the  Grown  Agents  for  the  Colonies,  Colonial  Office 
Buildings,  Downing  Street. 
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75.  Constables  on  joining  the  force  will  be  supplied  with  the  full       ^^^^^4 
complement  of  articles  of  clothing  and  equipments.     The  articles    ^ 
issued  will  not  necessarily  be  new,  regard  being  given  to  the  period  Rules  aiid 
at  which  the  next  issue  will  become  due.  regulationB. 

76.  No  great  coats  are  to  be  worn  at  any  time  over  the  police  dress 
— except  of  the  approved  uniform  pattern. 

77.  Every  sergeant  and  constable  is  to  wear  on  the  collar  of  his 
tunic  a  distinguiBhing  metal  nimiber  and  the  letter  of  the  class  to 
which  he  belongs. 

78.  The  nimibers  on  the  collars  are  not  to  be  concealed  in  any  way ; 
they  are  worn  by  the  police  for  the  purpose  of  reference  and  identifica- 
tion ;  persons  wishing  to  obtain  the  nimiber  of  any  police  officer  are 
not  to  be  obstructed,  but  if  the  number  is  properly  asked  for,  it  is  to 
be  given  immediately. 

79.  The  metal  letters  and  numerals  on  the  collars  of  uniform  coats 
are  not  to  be  removed  for  any  purpose  except  when  the  clothing  is 
collected  to  be  taken  into  store. 

80.  Before  waist  belts  are  issued,  they  are  to  be  fitted,  and  three 
holes  only,  one  inch  apart,  are  to  be  punched  in  the  centre  of  the  belt. 
The  double  thickness  of  the  belt  is  to  be  on  the  right  side. 

HI.  Only  blacking  of  the  ordinary  composition  used  for  boots  is 
authorized  to  be  used  for  any  article  of  police  equipment. 

82.  Sergeants  and  constables  are  to  wear  their  armlets  on  all  occa- 
sions when  on  duty. 

83.  Armlets  should  be  worn  on  the  left  arm  of  the  coat  sleeve,  and 
not  be  removed  under  any  circumstances  when  the  sergeants  or  con- 
stables are  on  duty,  without  the  authority  of  a  superior  officer ;  any 
violation  of  this  order  will  be  considered  a  serious  breach  of  discipline, 
and  punished  accordingly. 

84.  A  truncheon  is  supplied  to  each  sergeant  and  constable;  the 
truncheon  is  always  to  be  carried  by  men  on  duty. 

85.  Truncheons  are  to  be  shown  to  the  superintendent  when  men 
parade  for  duty. 

86.  The  truncheons  are  supplied  to  the  police  to  enable  them  to 
protect  themselves  if  violently  attacked.  If  a  constable  is  likely  to  be 
overpowered  he  may  draw  his  truncheon  and  use  it,  taking  care  to 
avoid  striking  anyone  on  the  head.  The  arms  and  legs  should 
be  aimed  at  to  disable  a  prisoner  as  part  of  the  frame  least  likely 
to  suffer  serious  injury.  The  use  of  the  truncheon  is  not  to  lie 
resorted  to  except  in  extreme  cases,  when  all  other  attempts  have 
failed,  and  a  prisoner  is  likely  to  escape  through  the  constable  being 
ill-used  or  overpowered. 

87.  Whistles  are  to  be  carried  by  police  at  all  times  when  on  duty, 
and  in  the  following  manner : — 

The  hook  is  to  be  fastened  in  the  second  button-hole  from  the  top 
of  the  tunic  or  great  coat,  and  the  whistle  placed  between  the  buttons, 
the  chain  to  hang  nearly  straight  on  the  outside  of  the  garment. 

88.  On  all  occasions  on  which  it  is  necessary  for  police  to  use  their 
whistles  for  the  purpose  of  summoning  assistance  or  of  raising  an 
alarm,  a  very  long  and  a  very  short  blast  are  to  be  blown  alternately 
in  order  that  the  signal  may  be  recognized  as  that  of  a  police  officer 
by  the  police  on  duty  near  the  spot 
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*  ^^f!-  ,       89.  No  article  of  equipment  is  to  be  carried  or  iBSued  except  such 
!!l!^!^!!?^  as  is  authorized. 

Rulee  Mid  90.  The  police  are  to  appear  in  uniform  at  all  times  when  on  duty, 

regulations,     unless  employed  in  plain  clothes.     They  may  wear  plain  clothes  when 

off  duty,  unless  directed  to  the  contrary.     Police  in  uniform  are  not 

to  carry  umbrellas. 

91.  There  will  be  half-yearly  issues  of  clothing  to  the  members  of 
the  force,  which  will  take  place  on  the  1st  April  and  1st  October. 

92.  Clothing  is  to  be  inspected  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month. 

93.  If  ajiy  article  is  out  of  repair  or  in  a  dirty  state,  the  owner  is 
to  be  reported  for  the  neglect. 

94.  The  clothing  and  equipment  of  a  member  of  the  force  who  has 
died  shall  be  returned  into  store.  The  same  course  should  be  adopted 
in  cases  of  men  receiving  their  discharge  or  otherwise  becoming  non- 
effective. When  from  ajiy  cause  any  article  of  equipment  becomes 
unserviceable  the  fact  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Com- 
missioner who  may  order  a  fresh  article  to  be  issued  in  its  place. 

95.  "When  it  shall  be  considered  advisable  to  destroy  any  article  or 
articles  of  equipment,  clothing,  or  other  Government  property  that 
may  have  become  unserviceable,  the  sanction  of  the  Governor  for  the 
destruction  of  such  article  or  articles  must  first  be  obtained. 

96.  Bequisitions  for  clothing,  accoutrements,  and  other  stores  which 
are  required  from  England  for  the  use  of  the  police,  should  be  for- 
warded to  the  Colonial  Secretary  by  the  Commissioner  (6)  six  months 
prior  to  the  date  on  which  it  is  intended  that  the  issue  of  such  articles 
or  stores  should  take  place. 

XVn.  Publication  of  Orders. 

97.  The  Commissioner  wiU  cause  every  order  and  drcular  issued 
for  general  information  to  be  published  in  the  Police  Orders,  and  sent 
to  outstations;  and  he  is  to  afford  aU  officers  under  his  command  every 
f ewility  for  becoming  acquainted  with  current  changes  in  the  regula- 
tions ajid  orders  of  the  force. 

98.  Ignorance  of  published  orders  will  never  be  admitted  as  an 
excuse  for  their  non-observance. 

99.  All  orders  specially  relating  to  the  men  are  to  be  read  and 
interpreted  to  them  immediately  after  such  orders  are  received ;  every 
circumstance  which  affects  a  constable's  pay  or  service  is  to  be  published 
in  Police  Orders  immediately  after  its  occurrence  for  the  information 
of  all  concerned. 

100.  All  applications  to  the  Governor  from  the  officers  of  the  police 
should  be  transmitted  through  the  Commissioner  except  in  urgent 
c£kses  where  delay  would  be  injurious  when  application  can  be  made 
direct  to  the  Governor. 

101.  Any  officer  who,  on  his  own  responsibility,  transmits  docu- 
ments otherwise  than  through  the  Commissioner,  must  report  the  fact 
that  he  has  done  so  at  once  to  the  Commissioner,  and  fuUy  explain  the 
causes  which  induced  bini  to  so  act. 

102.  Applications  from  superintendents,  sergeants,  and  constables 
are  to  be  made  personally  to  the  Commissioner,  or  at  outstations  to 
the  officer  in  charge.

Ruleeand  108.  Superintendents,  sergeants  and  constables  who  were  in  the 

regolatioiis.     force  before  the  enactment  of  Ordinance  No.  6  of  1894,  and  who 

continue  thereafter  in  the  force  or  till  the  full  term  of  their  approved 

service  extends  to  12  years  or  upwards,  will  be  allowed  to  reckon  the 

full  term  of  their  service  for  gratuity,  provided  that  the  amount  of 

such  gratuity  shall  be  calculated  as  follows  :— 

(a)  In  respect  of  their  service  before  the  1st  July,  1894,  a  pro-

110.  All  fines,  stoppages  for  clothing  and  necessaries,  or  pay  for- 
feited in  prison,  and  hospital  stoppages,  will  be  deducted  from  the 
pay  of  any  member  of  the  force  who  has  incurred  the  liability. 

111.  All  stoppages  for  clothing  and  necessaries,  or  pay  forfeited 
when  in  prison,  will  be  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

112.*  Should  any  member  of  the  force  be  dismissed  the  force  for 
misconduct,  he  will  cease  to  draw  pay  from  the  date  of  his  dismissal 

113.  Any  member  of  the  force  while  in  hospital  will  be  stopped  at 
the  rate  of  threepence  (3</.)  per  diem,  which  amount  will  be  stopped 
from  his  pay,  and  will  be  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

XIX.  Removal  from  the  Force. 

114.  Members  of  the  police  force  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Governor,  who  may  dismiss  any  member  of  the  force.

3.  A  seizure  of  dutiable  goods  found  in  one  place  of  concealment  where  diffe- 
is  to  be  treated,  for  the  purposes  of  reward,  as  one  seizure,  although  rent  owners, 
the  goods  may  prove,  or  be  claimed,  to  be  the  property  of  more  than 

one  owner. 

This  rule  will  apply  even  though  the  goods  are  in  separate 
packages,  unless  packages  are  of  so  distinct  a  character,  or  so  dis- 
tinctly placed,  as  to  give  substantial  reason  for  believing  that  they 
are  distinct  and  separate  concealments  not  connected  with  each  other. 

4.  In  all  cases  application  for  rewards  on  account  of  fines  and  Applications 
I)enalties  recovered  will  be  made  to  the  Governor  through  the  Comp-  *^'  reward, 
troller  of  Customs. 

6.  The  distribution  of  rewards  among  the  officers  concerned  in  a  Apportion- 
seizure  will  be  governed,  as  a  general  rule,  by  a  uniform  scale  ment  of 
according  to  the  number  and  rank  of  the  officers  entitied  to  share ;  '®^     ^' 
but  when  a  seizure  is  made  by  a  party  of  officers  acting  together  as  a 
patrol  guard,  or  for  other  similar  purposes  the  officer,  whatever  his 
rank  may  be,  who  actually  discovers  the  goods,  shall  receive  a  larger 
proportion  of  any  rewards  which  may  be  payable  on  account  of  fines 
or  penalties  recovered,  and  of  the  value  or  produce  of  the  goods 
seized,  than  the  other  members  of  the  party.     Therefore  in  all  reports 
of  seizures,  whether  separate  reports  or  entanes  in  accounts  of  seizures, 
the  names  and  rank  of  the  officers  entitled  to  share  in  rewards  which 
may  be  payable  are  to  be  distinctly  shown  in  the  form  of  a  list,  and 
the  name  of  the  officer  who  discovered  the  goods  seized  is  to  be

6.  In  cases  in  which  seizures  have  been  made  by  information,  the 
share  of  the  informer  will  usually  be— one-third  of  the  sum  granted 
as  a  reward. 

7.  Subordinate  officers  are  entitled  to  the  sole  reward  on  account  of 
seizures  made  by  them,  unless  a  superior  officer  should  be  actually 
present  or  have  ^ven  such  information  or  directions  as  may  have  led 
to  the  seizure  bem^  made. 

8.  An  officer  who  conducts  the  prosecution  of  an  offender  before 
magistrates  is  not  to  participate  in  a  reward  merely  for  that  reason, 
but  the  reward  is  to  be  given  to  the  actual  seizor  of  the  goods. 

9.  No  officer  is  to  insert  his  name  in  any  return  or  seizure  note 
unless  he  was  actually  present  and  assisting  in  making  the  seizme 
therein  specified.  The  names  of  subordinate  officers  present  at  a 
seizure  and  entitled  to  share  in  the  reward  are  to  be  inserted  in  t^e 
seizure  note  by  the  superior  officer. 

10.  The  Governor  will  not  allow  any  private  agreement  between 
officers,  nor  between  officers  and  informers,  as  to  sharing  rewards  for 
seizures.  Every  share  directed  to  be  paid  to  any  informer  is  to  be 
paid  through  the  hands  of  the  Comptroller  of  Ciistoms  in  Accra,  or 
of  the  District  Commissioner  if  at  ah  outport,  who  should  in  all  cases 
satisfy  themselves,  as  far  as  practicable,  that  the  person  claiming  the 
reward  was  the  actual  informer. 

11.  Seizure  notes  in  the  form  attached  marked  A*  are  to  be  made 
out  in  duplicate  at  all  ports,  and  an  account  of  seizures  is  to  be  trans- 
mitted monthly  to  the  Colonial  Secretary  through  the  Comptroller  of

14.  The  proportions  of  the  value  of  ^ized  goods,  and  the  proper-  Governor  not 
tions  of  sums  recovered  as  fines  and  penalties,  assigned  by  this  order  ^^^  ^^ 
for  the  purposes  of  reward ;  and  also  the  mode  of  distribution  of  the      ^' 
resulting  sums  of  money  among  the  seizing  officers,  are  subject  to

Whereas,  our  Gold  Coast  Colony,  as  now  constituted,  comprises 
our  Settlements  on  the  Gold  Coast  and  at  Lagos,  lying  between  the 
fifth  degree  of  west  longitude  and  the  fifth  degree  of  east  longitude : 
And  whereas  by  letters  patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  our  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  bearing  date  of  Westminster, 
the  twenty-second  day  of  January,  1883,  we  did  constitute  the  office 
of  Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  our  Gold  Coast  Colony,  and 
did  provide  for  the  Government  of  our  said  Colony :  And  whereas  we 
are  minded  to  separate  the  Government  of  our  Settlement  at  Lagos 
from  the  Government  of  our  Settlements  on  the  Gold  Coast,  and  to 
make  further  provision  for  the  Government  of  our  said  Settlements  on 
the  Gold  Coast. 

Now  know  ye  that  we  do,  by  these  presents,  revoke  and  determine 
our  said  letters  patent  of  the  twenty-second  day  of  January,  1883,  but 
without  prejudice  to  anything  lawfully  done  thereunder :  and  further 
know  ye  that  we  do,  by  these  presents,  order  and  declare  that  our 
Gold  Coast  Colony  shall  henceforth  consist  of  our  Settlements  on  the 
Gold  Coast  as  hereinafter  described,  and  that  there  shall  be  a  Governor 
and  Commander-in-Chief  in  and  over  our  Gold  Coast  Colony,  and 
that  appointments  to  the  said  office  shall  be  made  by  commission 
under  our  sign  manual  and  signet. 

II.  Our  Gold  Coast  Colony  (hereinafter  called  the  Colony)  shaU, 
imtil  we  shall  otherwise  provide,  comprise  all  places,  settlements,  and 
territories  belonging  to  us  on  the  Gold  Coast  in  Western  Africa 
between  the  fifth  degree  of  west  longitude  and  the  second  degree  of 
east  longitude. 

III.  We  do  hereby  authorize,  empower,  and  command  our  said 
Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  (hereinafter  called  the  Governor) 
to  do  and  execute  all  things  that  belong  to  his  said  office,  according  to 
the  tenor  of  these  our  letters  patent,  and  of  such  commission  as  may 
be  issued  to  him  under  our  sign  manual  and  signet,  and  according  to 
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such  instructions  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  given  to  him  under      Letters 
our  sign  manual  and  signet,  or  by  our  Order  in  our  Privy  Coimcil,  or       ^*^°^- 
by  us  through  one  of  our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  to  such 
laws  as  are  now,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  in  force  in  the  Colony.

XVin.  And  we  do  hereby  require  and  command  all  our  officers  officers  and 
and  ministers,  civil  and  military,  and  all  other  the  inhabitants  of  the  others  to  obey 
Colony,  to  be  obedient,  aiding  and  assisting  unto  the  Governor  and  to  *^®  Governor, 
such  person  or  persons  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  under  the  provisions 
of  these  our  letters  patent,  administer  the  Government  of  the  Colony. 

XIX.  In  the  construction  of  these  our  letters  patent,  the  term  Term  of 
"the  Governor,"  unless  inconsistent  with  the  context,  shall  include  "Governor" 
every  person  for  the  time  being  administering  the  Government  of  the  ®^'*"^®^- 
Colony. 
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XX.  And  we  do  hereby  reserve  to  ourselves,  our  heirs  and  suoceseors, 
full  power  and  authority  from  time  to  time  to  revoke,  alter,  or  am^id 
these  our  letters  patent  as  to  us  or  them  shall  seem  fit. 

XXI.  And  we  do  direct  and  enjoin  that  these  our  letters  patent 
shall  be  read  and  proclaimed  at  such  place  or  places  within  the  Colony 
as  the  Governor  shall  think  fit. 

XXII.  In  witness  whereof  we  have  caused  these  our  letters  patent 
to  be  made  patent.  Witness  ourself  at  Westminster,  the  thirteenth 
day  of  January,  in  the  forty-ninth  year  of  our  reign.

Whereas  by  section  18  of  "The  Extradition  Act,  1870,''  it  is 
among  other  things  enacted  that  if,  by  any  law  made  after  the  passing 
of  the  said  Act  by  the  legislature  of  any  British  possession,  provision 
is  made  for  carrying  into  effect  within  such  possession  the  surrender 
of  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in,  or  suspected  of  being  in  such  British 
possession.  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  Order  in  Council  applying  ^e

Whereas  by  certain  Acts  of  Parliament  jurisdiction  is  conferred  on 
Courts  in  Her  Majesty's  colonies  to  try  persons  charged  with  certain 
crimes  or  offences,  and  doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  proper  sentences 
to  be  imposed  upon  conviction  of  such  persons ;  and  it  is  expedient  to 
remove  such  doubts : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with

the  advioe  and  oonsent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows :

An  Act  for  amending  the  Law  relating  to  the  Extradition  of 
Criminals.  [^th  August^  1870. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the  law  relating  to  the  surrender 
to  foreign  states  of  persons  accused  or  convicted  of  the  commission  of 
certain  crimes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  such  states,  and  to  the  trial  of 
criminals  surrendered  by  foreign  states  to  this  coimtry : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows : 

Preliminary. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Extradition  Act,  1870."  Short  title. 

2.  Where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any  foreign  state  Where 
with  respect  to  the  surrender  to  such  state  of  any  fugitive  criminals,  arrangement 
Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  direct  that  this  Act  shall  oi^^n»\V 
apply  in  the  case  of  such  foreign  state.  made,  Order 

Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  same  or  any  subsequent  Order,  limit  the  ^^  ^^^  ^ 
operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals 
who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  render  the  operation  thereof 
subject  to  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 

Every  such  Order  shall  recite  or  embody  the  terms  of  the  arrange- 
ment, and  shall  not  remain  in  force  for  any  longer  period  than  the 
arrangement. 

Every  such  Order  shall  be  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
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within  six  weeks  after  it  is  made,  or,  if  Parliament  be  not  &en 
sitting,  within  six  weeks  after  the  then  next  meeting  of  Parliament, 
'  and  shall  also  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette. 

3.  The  following  restrictions  shall  be  observed  with  respect  to  the 
surrender  of  fugitive  criminals : 

(1.)  A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  if  the  offence 
in  respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded  is  one  of 
a  political  character,  or  if  he  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  police  magistrate  or  the  Court  before  whom  he  is 
brought  on  habeas  corpus,  or  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
that  the  requisition  for  his  surrender  has  in  fact  been 
made  with  a  view  to  try  or  punish  him  for  an  offence  of 
a  political  character : 

(2.)  A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  to  a  foreign 
state  unless  provision  is  made  by  the  law  of  that  state, 
or  by  arrangement,  that  the  fugitive  criminal  shall  not, 
until  he  has  been  restored  or  had  an  opportunity  of  re- 
turning to  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  be  detained  or  tried 
in  that  foreign  state  for  any  offence  committed  prior  to 
his  surrender  other  than  the  extradition  crime  proved  by 
the  facts  on  which  the  surrender  is  groimded : 

(3.)  A  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  accused  of  some  offence 
witibin  English  jurisdiction  not  being  the  offence  for  which 
his  surrender  is  asked,  or  is  undergoing  sentence  under 
any  conviction  in  the  United  Kingdom,  shall  not  be  sur- 
rendered until  after  he  has  been  discharged,  whether  by 
acquittal  or  on  expiration  of  his  sentence  or  otherwise  : 

(4.)  A  fugitive  criminal  shall  not  be  surrendered  until  the  expira- 
tion of  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  his  being  committed  to 
prison  to  await  his  surrender. 

4.  An  Order  in  Council  for  applying  this  Act  in  the  case  of  any 
foreign  state  shall  not  be  made  unless  the  arrangement — 

(1.)  provides  for  the  determination  of  it  by  either  party  to  it  after 
the  expiration  of  a  notice  not  exceeding  one  year ;  and, 

(2.)  is  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  in  par- 
ticular with  the  restrictions  on  the  surrender  of  fugitive 
criminals  contained  in  this  Act. 

6.  When  an  Order  applying  this  Act  in  the  case  of  any  foreign 
state  has  been  published  in  the  London  Gazette,  this  Act  (after 
the  date  specified  in  the  Order,  or  if  no  date  is  specified,  after  the  date 
of  the  publication)  shall,  so  long  as  the  Order  remains  in  force,  but 
subject  to  the  limitations,  restrictions,  conditions,  exceptions,  and 
qualifications,  if  any,  contained  in  the  Order,  apply  in  the  case  of 
such  foreign  state.  An  Order  in  Council  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
that  the  arrangement  therein  referred  to  complies  with  the  requisitions 
of  this  Act,  and  that  this  Act  applies  in  the  case  of  the  foreign  state 
mentioned  in  the  Order,  and  the  validity  of  such  Order  shaU  not  be 
questioned  in  any  legal  proceedings  whatever. 

6.  "Where  this  Act  applies  in  the  case  of  any  foreign  state,  every 
fugitive  criminal  of  that  state  who  is  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  any 
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part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  or  that  part  which  is  specified  in  88  ft  84Vlct. 
the  Order  applying  this  Act  (as  the  case  may  be),  shall  be  liable  to  <^-^^- 
be  apprehended  and  surrendered  in  manner  provided  by  this  Act, 
whether  the  crime  in  respect  of  which  the  surrender  is  sought  was 
committed  before  or  after  the  date  of  the  Order,  and  whether  there 
is  or  is  not  any  concurrent  jurisdiction  in  any  Court  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  over  that  crime. 

7.  A  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal  of  any  Order  of 
foreign  state,  who  is  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  the  United  Kingdom,  g^^f^j^ 
shall  be  made  to  a  Secretary  of  State  by  some  person  recognized  by  of  warrant  in 
the  Secretary  of  State  as  a  diplomatic  representative  of  that  foreign  United  King- 
state.

Any  person  issuing  a  warrant  under  this  section  without  an  order 

from  a  Secretary  of  State  shall  forthwith  send  a  report  of  the  fact  gf 

such  issue,  together  with  the  evidence  and  information  or  complaint, 

or  certified  copies  thereof,  to  a  Secretary  of  State,  who  may  if  he  think 

fit  order  the  warrant  to  be  cancelled,  and  the  person  who  has  been 

apprehended  on  the  warrant  to  be  discharged. 

A  fugitive  criminal,  when  apprehended  on  a  warrant  issued  without 
the  order  of  a  Secretary  of  State,  shall  be  brought  before  some  person 
having  power  to  issue  a  warrant  under  this  section,  who  shall  by 
warrant  order  him  to  be  brought  and  the  prisoner  shall  accordingly 
be  brought  before  a  police  magistrate. 

A  fugitive  criminal  apprehended  on  a  warrant  issued  without  the 
order  of  a  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  discharged  by  the  police  magis- 
trate, unless  the  police  magistrate,  within  such  reasonable  time  as, 
with  reference  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  he  may  fix,  receives 
from  a  Secretary  of  State  an  order  signifying  that  a  requisition  has 
been  made  for  &e  surrender  of  such  criminal.

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9.  When  a  fugitive  criminal  is  brought  "before  the  police  magistrate, 
the  police  magistrate  shall  hear  the  case  in  the  same  manner,  and 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  if  the 
prisoner  were  brought  before  him  charged  with  an  indictable  offence 
committed  in  England. 

The  police  magistrate  shall  receive  any  evidence  which  may  be 
tendered  to  show  that  the  crime  of  which  the  prisoner  is  accused  or 
alleged  to  have  been  convicted  is  an  ofEence  of  a  political  character  or 
is  not  an  extradition  crime. 

10.  In  the  case  of  a  fugitive  criminal  accused  of  an  extradition 
crime,  if  the  foreign  warrant  authorizing  the  arrest  of  such  criminal 
is  duly  authenticated,  and  such  evidence  is  produced  as  (subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act)  would,  according  to  the  law  of  England, 
justify  the  committal  for  trial  of  the  prisoner  if  the  crime  of  which 
he  is  accused  had  been  committed  in  England,  the  police  magistrate 
shall  commit  him  to  prison,  but  otherwise  shall  order  him  to  be 
discharged. 

In  the  case  of  a  fugitive  criminal  alleged  to  have  been  convicted 
of  an  extradition  crime,  if  such  evidence  is  produced  as  (subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Act)  would,  according  to  the  law  of  England, 
prove  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of  such  crime,  the  police 
magistrate  shall  commit  him  to  prison,  but  otherwise  shall  order  him 
to  be  discharged. 

If  he  commits  such  criminal  to  prison,  he  shall  commit  him  io  the 
Middlesex  House  of  Detention,  or  to  some  other  prison  in  Middlesex, 
there  to  await  the  warrant  of  a  Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender, 
and  shall  forthwith  send  to  a  Secretary  of  State  a  certificate  of  the 
committal,  and  such  report  upon  the  case  as  he  may  think  fit. 

11.  If  the  police  magistrate  commits  a  fugitive  criminal  to  prison, 
he  shall  inform  such  criminal  that  he  will  not  be  surrendered  until 
after  the  expiration  of  fifteen  days,  and  that  he  has  a  right  to  apply 
for  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

Upon  the  expiration  of  the  said  fifteen  days,  or,  if  a  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  is  issued,  after  the  decision  of  the  Comi;  upon  the 
return  to  the  writ,  as  the  case  may  be,  or  after  such  further  period  as 
may  be  allowed  in  either  case  by  a  Secretary  of  State,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  a  Secretary  of  State,  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
to  order  the  fugitive  criminal  (if  not  delivered  on  the  decision  of  the 
Court)  to  be  surrendered  to  such  person  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  duly 
authorized  to  receive  the  fugitive  criminal  by  the  foreign  state  from 
which  the  requisition  for  the  surrender  proceeded,  and  such  fugitive 
criminal  shall  be  surrendered  accordingly. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  whom  such  warrant  is  directed 
and  for  the  person  so  authorized  as  aforesaid  to  receive,  hold  in

15.  Foreign  warrants  and  depositions  or  statements  on  oath,  and  Authentioa- 
copies  thereof,  and  certificates  of  or  judicial  documents  stating  the  ^^o^f  ^°" 
fact  of  a  conviction,  shall  be  deemed  duly  authenticated  for  the  pur-  warrants, 
poses  of  this  Act  if  authenticated  in  manner  provided  for  the  time  29  &  30  Vict, 
being  by  law  or  authenticated  as  follows :  c- 121. 

(1.)  If  the  warrant  purports  to  be  signed  by  a  Judge,  magistrate, 

or  officer  of  the  foreign  state  where  the  same  was  issued ;

rourts  of  justice,  justices,  and  magistrates  shall  take  judicial  notice  of 
such  official  seal,  and  shall  admit  the  documents  so  authenticated  by 
it  to  be  received  in  evidence  without  further  proof. 

Crimes  committed  at  sea. 

16.  Where  the  crime  in  respect  of  which  the  surrender  of  a  Jurisdiction 
fugitive  criminal  is  sought  was  committed  on  board  any  vessel  on  ",^r{^®at 
the  high  seas  which  comes  into  any  port  of  the  United  Kingdom,  eea. 

the  following  provisions  shall  have  effect: 

1.  This  Act  shall  be  construed  as  if  any  stipendiary  magistrate  in 
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England  or  Ireland,  and  any  Sheriff  or  Sheriff  substitate  in 
Scotland,  were  substituted  for  the  police  magistrate  through- 
out this  Act,  except  the  part  relating  to  the  execution  of  the 
warrant  of  the  police  magistrate : 

2.  The  criminal  may  be  conmiitted  to  any  prison  to  which  the 

person  committing  him  has  power  to  commit  persons  accused 
of  the  like  crime : 

3.  If  the  fugitive  criminal  is  apprehended  on  a  warrant  issued 

without  the  Order  of  a  Secretary  of  State,  he  shall  be  brought 
before  the  stipendiary  magistrate,  Sheriff,  or  Sheriff  substitute 
who  issued  the  warrant,  or  who  has  jurisdiction  in  the  port 
where  the  vessel  lies,  or  in  the  place  nearest  to  that  port. 

Fugitive  Criminak  in  British  Possessions. 

17.  This  Act,  when  applied  by  Order  in  Council,  shall,  unless  it  is 
otherwise  provided  by  such  Order,  extend  to  every  British  possession 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  throughout  this  Act  the  British  possession 
were  substituted  for  the  United  Kingdom  or  England,  as  the  case 
may  require,  but  with  the  following  modifications ;  namely, 

(1.)  The  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  a  fugitive  criminal  who  is 
in  or  suspected  of  being  in  a  Britian  possession  may  be 
made  to  the  Governor  of  that  British  possession  by  any 
person  recognized  by  that  Governor  as  a  consul-general, 
consul,  or  vice-consul,  or  (if  the  fugitive  criminal  has 
escaped  from  a  colony  or  dependency  of  the  foreign  state  on 
behalf  of  which  the  requisition  is  made)  as  the  Governor  of 
such  colony  or  dependency : 

(2.)  No  warrant  of  a  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  required,  and  all 
powers  vested  in  or  acts  authorized  or  required  to  be  done 
under  this  Act  by  the  police  magistrate  and  the  Secretary  of 
State,  or  either  of  them,  in  relation  to  the  surrender  of  a 
fugitive  criminal,  may  be  done  by  the  Governor  of  the 
British  possession  alone : 

(3.)  Any  prison  in  the  British  possession  may  be  substituted  for  a 
prison  in  Middlesex : 

(4.)  A  Judge  of  any  Court  exercising  in  the  British  possession  the 
like  powers  as  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench  exercises  in 
England  may  exercise  the  power  of  discharging  a  criminal 
when  not  conveyed  within  two  months  out  of  such  British 
possession. 

18.  If  by  any  law  or  ordinance,  made  before  or  after  the  passing 
of  this  Act  by  the  Legislature  of  any  British  possession^  provision  is 
made  for  carrying  into  effect  within  such  possession  the  surrender  of 
fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being  in  such  British 
possession.  Her  Majesty  may,  by  the  Order  in  Council  applying  this 
Act  in  the  case  of  any  foreign  state,  or  by  any  subsequent  Order, 
either — 

suspend  the  operation  within  any  such  British  possession  of 
this  Act,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  such 
foreign  state,  and  so  long  as  such  law  or  Ordinance  continues 
in  force  there,  and  no  longer ;  or, 
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direct  that*  such  law  or  ordinemce,  or  any  part  thereof ,  shall  83  ft  34  Viet, 
have  effect  in  such  British  possession,  with  or  without        <>•  ^^- 
modifications  and  alterations,  as  if  it  were  part  of  this  Act. 

General  Provisions, 

19.  Where,  in  pursuance  of  any  arrangement  with  a  foreign  state,  Criminal  snr- 
any  person  accused  or  convicted  of  any  crime  which,  if  committed  in  f^^^^^^te 
England,  would  be  one  of  the  crimes  described  in  the  first  Schedule  to  not  triable  for 
this  Act  is  surrendered  by  that  foreign  state,  such  person  shall  not,  previoua 
until  he  has  been  restored  or  had  an  opportunity  of  returning  to  such  ^^''^®- 
foreign  state,  be  triable  or  tried  for  any  offence  committed  prior  to  the 
surrender  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  other  than  such  of 

the  said  crimes  as  may  be  proved  by  the  facts  on  which  the  surrender 
is  grounded. 

20.  The  forms  set  forth  in  the  second  Schedule  to  this  Act,  or  As  to  use  of 
forms  as  near  thereto  as  circumstances  admit,  may  be  used  in  aU  g^^^/*^ 
matters  to  which  such  forms  refer,  and  in  the  case  of  a  British  pos-  Sch^nle. 
session  may  be  so  used,  mutatis  mutandis,  and  when  used  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  valid  and  sufficient  in  law. 

21.  Her  Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  revoke  or  alter,  sub-  Revocation, 
ject  to  the  restrictions  of  this  Act,  any  Order  in  Council  made  in  pur-  ^°c^^o^^' 
suance  of  this  Act,  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act  with  respect  to 

the  original  Order  shall  (so  tax  as  applicable)  apply,  mutatis  mutandis, 
to  any  such  new  Order. 

22.  This  Act  (except  so  far  as  relates  to  the  execution  of  warrants  Application  of 
in  the  Channel  Islands)  shall  extend  to  the  Channel  Islands  and  Isle  chapel 

of  Man  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  part  of  the  United  King-  islands  and 
dom ;  and  the  royal  Courts  of  the  Channel  Islands  are  hereby  respec-  Isle  o^  Man. 
tively  authorized  and  required  to  register  this  Act. 

23.  Nothing  in  this  Act  shjdl  affect  the  lawful  powers  of  Her  Saving  for 
Majesty  or  of  the  Governor-General  of  India  in  Council  to  make  J^\^ 
treaties  for  the  extradition  of  criminals  with  Indian  native  states,  or 

with  other  Asiatic  states  conterminous  with  British  India,  or  to  carry 
into  execution  the  provisions  of  any  such  treaties  made  either  before  or 
after  the  passing  of  this  Act. 

24.  The  testimony  of  any  witness  may  be  obtained  in  relation  to  Power  of

The  term  "  justice  of  the  peace  "  includes  in  Scotland  any  SherifP, 
Sheriff's  substitute,  or  magistrate : 

The  term  "  warrant,"  in  the  case  of  any  foreign  state,  includes 
any  judicial  document  authorizing  the  airest  of  a  person 
accused  or  convicted  of  crime. 

Repeal  of  Acts, 

27.  The  Acts  specified  in  the  third  Schedule  to  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed  as  to  the  whole  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions ;  and  this  Ad; 
(with  the  exception  of  anything  contained  in  it  which  is  inconsistent 
with  the  treaties  referred  to  in  the  Acts  so  repealed)  shall  apply  (as 
regards  crimes  committed  either  before  or  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act),  in  the  case  of  the  foreign  states  with  which  those  treaties  are 
made,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  an  Order  in  Council  referring  to  such 
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treaties  had  been  made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  and  as  if  such  Order  88  ft  84  Yiot. 
had  directed  that  every  law  and  Ordinance  which  is  in  force  in  any        <«M. 
British  possession  with  respect  to  such  treaties  should  have  effect  as 
part  of  tiiis  Act. 

Provided  that  if  any  proceedings  for  or  in  relation  to  the  surrender 
of  a  fugitive  criminal  have  been  commenced  under  the  said  Acts 
previously  to  the  repeal  thereof,  such  proceedings  may  be  completed, 
and  the  fugitive  sxurendered,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  Act  had 
not  passed.

An  Act  to  amend  the  Extradition  Act^  1870.   [pth  August^  1873. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authoiity 
of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  This  Act  shall  be  construed  as  one  with  the  Extradition  Act, 
1870  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  the  principal  Act),  and  the  principal 
Act  and  this  Act  may  be  cited  together  as  the  Extradition  Acts,

so  captured  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  original  owner  of 
such  prize,  or  his  agent,  or  for  any  person  authorized  in  that  behalf 
by  the  Government  of  the  foreign  state  to  which  such  owner  belongs, 
to  make  application  to  the  Court  of  Admiralty  for  seizure  and  deten- 
tion of  such  prize,  and  the  Court  shall,  on  due  proof  of  the  facts, 
order  such  prize  to  be  restored.

Interpretation  Clause. 

30.  In  this  Act,  if  not  inconsistent  with  the  context,  the  following 
terms  have  the  meanings  hereinafter  respectively  assigned  to  them ; 
that  is  to  say,

tion, and  any  employment  whatever  on  board  a  ship  of  war, 
transport,  store  ship,  privateer  or  ship  under  letters  of 
marque ;  and  as  respect  a  ship,  include  any  user  of  a  ship 
as  a  transport,  store  ship,  privateer  or  ship  under  letters  of 
marque : 

"  United  Kingdom  "  includes  the  Isle  of  Man,  the  Channel 
Islands,  and  other  adjacent  islands :

Whereas  the  inhabitants  of  certain  territories  in  Africa  adjoining 
Her  Majesty's  settlements  of  Sierra  Leone,  Gambia,  Gold  Coast,  and 
Lagos,  and  the  adjacent  protectorates,  not  being  within  the  junsdio- 
tion  of  any  civilised  government,  and  crimes  and  outrages  having 
been  and  being  likely  (unless  restrained  by  law)  to  be  committed 
within  such  territories  against  British  subjects  and  persons  resident 
within  any  of  the  said  settlements,  it  is  requisite  to  provide  for  the 
trial  and  punishment  of  such  crimes  and  outrages : 

Be  it  merefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excdlent  Majesty, 
bv  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows :  (that  is  to  say,) 

1.  Crimes  or  offences  committed  within  twenty  miles  of  the 
boimdary  of  any  of  the  said  settlements  or  of  any  adjacent  protec- 
torate by  any  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  or  by  persons  not  subjects 
of  any  civilised  power  against  the  persons  of  British  subjects,  or  of 
persons  resident  within  any  of  the  said  settlements,  shall  be  cogniz- 
able in  the  superior  Courts  exercising  criminal  jurisdiction  within 
any  of  the  said  settlements,  and  shall  be  inquired  of,  tried,  prosecuted, 
and,  upon  conviction,  punished  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  if 
the  crime  or  offence  had  been  committed  within  such  settlements.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Law  relating  to  the  Trial  of  Offences 
committed  on  the  Sea  within  a  certain  distance  of  the  Coasts 
of  Her  Majesttfs  Dominions.  \\^th  August^  1878. 

Whereas  the  rightful  jurisdiction  of  Her  Majesty,  her  heirs  and  suc- 
cessors, extends  and  has  always  extended  over  the  open  seas  adjacent 
to  the  coasts  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  of  all  omer  parts  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  to  such  a  distance  as  is  necessary  for  the  defence 
and  security  of  such  dominions : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  all  offences  committed  on  the 
open  sea  within  a  certain  distance  of  the  coasts  of  the  United  Kingdom 
and  of  all  other  parts  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  by  whomsoever 
committed,  should  be  dealt  with  according  to  law : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  Territorial  Waters  Jurisdiction  Short  title. 
Act,  1878. 

2.  An  offence  committed  by  a  person,  whether  he  is  or  is  not  a  Amendment

Proceedings  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  magistrate  pre- 
vious to  the  committal  of  an  offender  for  trial  or  to  the  determination 
of  the  justice  or  magistrate  that  the  offender  is  to  be  put  upon  his 
trial  shall  not  be  deemed  proceedings  for  the  trial  of  the  offence  com- 
mitted by  such  offender  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  consent  and 
certificate  under  this  Act.

6.  This  Act  shall  not  prejudice  or  affect  the  trial  in  manner  here- 
tofore in  use  of  any  act  of  piracy  as  defined  by  the  law  of  nations,  or 
affect  or  prejudice  any  law  relating  thereto ;  and  where  any  act  of 
piracy  as  defined  by  the  law  of  nations  is  also  any  such  offence  as  is 
declared  by  this  Act  to  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  admiral,  such 
offence  may  be  tried  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  or  in  pursuance  of  any 
other  Act  of  Parliament,  law,  or  custom  relating  thereto.

At^  Act  to  amend  the  Law  with  respect  to  Fugitive  Offenders  in 
Her  Majesties  Dominions^  and  for  otlter  Purposes  connected 
with  the  Trial  of  Offenders.  \27th  August^  1881. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and 
Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same,  as  follows ;  (that  is  to  say,) 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Fugitive  Offenders  Act,  1881."  Short  title. 

PART  I. — Eeturn  of  Fugitives. 

2.  Where  a  person  accused  of  having  committed  an  offence  (to  LiabiHtjof 
which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies)  in  one  part  of  Her  Majesty's  ^^^v®*5g5® 
dominions  has  left  that  part,  such  person  (in  this  Act  referred  to  as  a  ^S^uuned. 
fugitive  from  that  part)  if  found  in  another  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions,  shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended  and  returned  in  manner 
provided  by  this  Act  to  the  part  from  which  he  is  a  fugitive.

3.  Where  a  warrant  has  been  issued  in  one  part  of  Her  Majesty's  Endorsing  of 
dominions  for  the  apprehension  of  a  fugitive  from  that  part,  any  of  '"^arrant  for 
the  following  authorities  in  another  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  oFfugitive?^ 
in  or  on  the  way  to  which  the  fugitive  is  or  is  suspected  to  be ;   (that 

is  to  say,) 

1.)  A  Judge  of  a  superior  Court  in  such  part ;  and 
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(2.)  In  the  TTnited  Eingdom  a  Secretary  of  State  and  one  of  the 
magistrates  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  Court  in  Bow  Street ; 
and 

(3.)  In  a  British  possession  the  Governor  of  that  possession, 
if  satisfied  that  the  warrant  was  issued  by  some  person  having  lawful 
authority  to  issue  the  same,  may  endorse  such  warrant  in  manner 
provided  by  this  Act,  and  the  warrant  so  endorsed  shall  be  a 
sufficient  authority  to  apprehend  the  fugitive  in  the  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  in  which  it  is  endorsed,  and  bring  him  before  a 
magistrate. 

4.  A  magistrate  of  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  may  issue 
a  provisional  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  a  fugitive  who  is  or  is 
suspected  of  being  in  or  on  his  way  to  that  part  on  such  information, 
and  imder  such  circiunstances,  as  would  in  his  opinion  justify  the 
issue  of  a  warrant  if  the  offence  of  which  the  fugitive  is  accused  had 
been  conmiitted  within  his  jurisdiction,  and  such  warrant  may  be 
backed  and  executed  accordingly. 

A  magistrate  issuing  a  provisional  warrant  shall  forthwith  send  a 
report  of  the  issue,  together  with  the  information  or  a  certified  copy 
thereof,  if  he  is  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  a  Secretary  of  State,  and 
if  he  is  in  a  British  possession,  to  the  Governor  of  that  possession,  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  or  Governor  may,  if  he  think  fit,  discharge  the 
person  apprehended  under  such  warrant.

If  the  endorsed  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the  fugitive  is  duly 
authenticated,  and  such  evidence  is  produced  as  (subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act)  according  to  the  law  ordinarily  administered  by 
the  magistrate,  raises  a  strong  or  probable  presumption  that  the 
fugitive  committed  the  offence  mentioned  in  the  warrant,  and  that 
the  offence  is  one  to  which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies,  the  magistrate 
shall  commit  the  fugitive  to  prison  to  await  his  return,  and  shall  forth- 
with send  a  certificate  of  the  committal  and  such  report  of  the  case  as 
he  may  think  fit,  if  in  the  United  Kingdom  to  a  Secretary  of  State, 
and  if  in  a  British  possession  to  the  Governor  of  that  possession.

prisonment with  hard  labour  for  a  term  of  twelve  months  or  more, 
or  by  any  greater  punishment ;  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  section, 
rigorous  imprisonment,  and  any  confinement  in  a  prison  combined 
with  labour,  by  whatever  name  it  is  called,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
impiisomnent  with  hard  labour. 
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Power  of  Lord 
Lieutenant  in 
Ireland. 


This  part  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  an  offence  notwithstcmding 
that  by  the  law  of  the  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  or  on  hw 
way  to  which  the  fugitive  is  or  is  suspected  of  being  it  is  not  an 
offence,  or  not  an  offence  to  which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies ;  and 
all  the  provisions  of  this  part  of  this  Act,  including  those  relating  to 
a  provisional  warrant  and  to  a  committal  to  prison,  shall  be  consfaroed 
as  if  the  offence  were  in  such  last-mentioned  part  of  Her  Majesty's 
dominions  an  offence  to  which  this  part  of  this  Act  applies. 

10.  Where  it  is  made  to  appear  to  a  superior  Court  tiiat  by 
reason  of  the  trivial  nature  of  the  case,  or  by  reason  of  the  applica- 
tioi^L  for  the  return  of  a  furtive  not  being  made  in  good  faith  in  the 
interests  of  justice  or  otherwise,  it  would,  having  regard  to  the 
distance,  to  the  facilities  for  communication,  and  to  all  the  ciroom- 
stances  of  the  case,  be  imjustor  oppressive  or  too  severe  a  punishment 
to  return  the  fugitive  either  at  all  or  until  the  expiration  of  a  certain 
period,  such  Court  may  discharge  the  fugitive,  either  absolutely  or  on 
bail,  or  order  that  he  shall  not  be  returned  until  after  the  expiration 
of  the  period  named  in  the  order,  or  may  make  such  other  order  in  the 
premises  as  to  the  Court  seems  just. 

11.  In  Ireland  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Lords  Justices  or  other  Chief 
Gtevemor  or  Governors  of  Ireland,  also  the  Chief  Secretary  of  such  Lord 
lieutenant,  may,  as  well  as  a  Secretary  of  State,  execute  any  portion 
of  the  powers  by  this  part  of  this  Act  vested  in  a  Secretary  of  State. 


PART  n. — ^Inter-colonial  backing  of  Warrants,  and  Offences. 

Application  of  part  of  Act, 

Application  of  12.  This  part  of  this  Act  shall  apply  only  to  those  groups  of 
part  o'^«*  to  British  possessions  to  which,  by  reason  of  their  contiguity  or  other- 
BriSSi  po8-     wise*  it  ^ay  seem  expedient  to  Her  Majesty  to  apply  the  same. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  from  time  to  time  by  Order  in 
Council  to  direct  that  this  part  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  group 
of  British  possessions  mentioned  in  the  Order,  and  by  the  same  or 
any  subsequent  Order  to  except  certain  offences  from  the  application 
of  this  part  of  this  Act,  and  to  limit  the  application  of  this  part  of 
this  Act  by  such  conditions,  exceptions,  and  qualifications  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient. 

Backing  of  Warrants. 

13.  Where  in  a  British  possession  of  a  group  to  which  this  part 
of  this  Act  applies  a  warrant  has  been  issued  for  the  apprehension  of 
a  person  accused  of  an  offence  pimishable  by  law  in  that  possession, 
and  such  person  is  or  is  suspected  of  being  in  or  on  the  way  to  another

severe  a  punishment,  to  return  the  prisoner  either  at  all  or  until  the 
expiration  of  a  certain  period,  the  Court  or  magistrate  may  discharge 
the  prisoner  either  absolutely  or  on  bail,  or  order  that  he  shall  not  be 
returned  until  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  named  in  the  order, 
or  may  make  such  other  order  in  the  premises  as  to  the  magistrate  or 
Court  seems  just. 

Any  order  or  refusal  to  make  an  order  of  discharge  by  a  magistrate 
imder  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  to  a  superior  Court

20.  Where  two  British  possessions  adjoin,  a  person  accused  of  an 
offence  committed  on  or  within  the  distance  of  five  hundred  yards 
from  the  common  boundary  of  such  possessions  may  be  apprehended, 
tried,  and  punished  in  either  of  such  possessions.

Endorsement  26.  An  endorsement  of  a  warrant  in  pursuance  of  this  Act  shall 
of  wanant.  \^  signed  by  the  authority  endorsing  the  same,  and  shall  authorize 
all  or  any  of  the  persons  named  in  the  endorsement,  and  of  the

For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  every  warrant,  simimons,  subpoena, 
and  process,  and  every  endorsement  made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act 
thereon,  shall  remain  in  force,  notwithstan(fing  that  the  person 
signing  the  warrant  or  such  endorsement  dies  or  ceases  to  hold 
office. 

Conveyanoe  27.  Where  a  fugitive  or  prisoner  is  authorized  to  be  returned  to 
^^^f^I^  any  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  pursuance  of  Part  One  or 
an  wi  nesses.  p^  rp^^  ^£  ^.j^  ^^^  ^^^  fugitive  or  prisoner  may  be  sent  thither 

in  any  ship  belonging  to  Her  Majesty  or  to  any  of  her  subjects. 

For  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  authority  signing  the  warrant  for 
the  return  may  order  the  master  of  any  ship  bdonging  to  any  subject 
of  Her  Majesty  bound  to  the  said  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions 
to  receive  and  aflford  a  passage  and  subsistence  during  the  voyage  to 
such  fugitive  or  prisoner,  and  to  the  person  having  mm  in  custody, 
and  to  the  witnesses,  so  that  such  master  be  not  required  to  receive 
more  than  one  fugitive  or  prisoner  for  every  hundred  tons  of  his 
ship's  registered  tonnage,  or  more  than  one  witness  for  every  fifty 
tons  of  such  tonnage. 

The  said  authority  shall  endorse  or  cause  to  be  endorsed  upon  the 
agreement  of  the  ship  such  particulars  with  respect  to  any  fugitive 
prisoner  or  witness  sent  in  her  as  the  Board  of  Trade  from  time  to 
time  require. 

Every  such  master  shall,  on  his  ship's  arrival  in  the  said  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  cause  such  fugitive  or  prisoner,  if  he  is  not 
in  the  custody  of  any  person,  to  be  given  into  the  custody  of  some 
constable,  there  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Every  master  who  fails  on  payment  or  tender  of  a  reasonable 
amount  for  expenses  to  comply  with  an  order  made  in  pursuance  of 
this  section,  or  to  cause  a  fugitive  or  prisoner  committed  to  his  charge 
to  be  given  into  custody  as  required  by  this  section,  shall  be  liable  on

28.  If  a  prisoner  escape,  by  breach  of  prison  or  otherwise,  out  of  Escape  of 
the  custody  of  a  person  acting  imder  a  warrant  issued  or  endorsed  in  prisoner  from 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  he  may  be  retaken  in  the  same  manner  as  a  oofltodj* 
person  accused  of  a  crime  against  the  law  of  that  part  of  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  to  which  he  escapes  may  be  retaken  upon  an 

escape. 

A  person  guilty  of  the  offence  of  escaping  or 'of  attempting  to 
escape,  or  of  aiding  or  attempting  to  aid  a  prisoner  to  escape,  by 
breach  of  prison  or  otherwise,  from  custody  under  any  warrant  issued 
or  endorsed  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  may  be  tried  in  any  of  the 
following  parts  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions,  namely,  the  part  to 
which  and  the  part  from  which  the  prisoner  is  being  removed,  and 
the  part  in  which  the  prisoner  escapes,  and  the  part  in  which  the 
offender  is  foimd. 

Evidence, 

29.  A  magistrate  may  take  depositions  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  Depomtionsto 
in  the  absence  of  a  person  accused  of  an  offence  in  like  manner  as  he  and  ^uS«ati- 
might  take  the  same  if  such  person  were  present  and  accused  of  the  cation  of  de- 
offence  before  him.  positions  and 

Depositions  (whether  taken  in  the  absence  of  the  fugitive  or  other-  ^"""^^^^  • 
wise)  and  copies  thereof,  and  official  certificates  of  or  judicial  docu- 
ments stating  facts,  may,  if  duly  authenticated,  be  received  in  evidence 
in  proceedings  imder  this  Act. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  authorize  the  reception  of 
any  such  depositions,  copies,  certificates,  or  documents  in  evidence 
against  a  person  upon  his  trial  for  an  offence. 

Warrants  and  depositions,  and  copies  thereof,  and  official  certificates 
of  or  judicial  documents  stating  facts,  shtdl  be  deemed  duly  authenti- 
cated for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  if  they  are  authenticated  in  manner 
provided  for  tne  time  being  by  law,  or  if  they  purport  to  be  signed  by 
or  authenticated  by  the  signature  of  a  Judge,  magistrate,  or  officer  of 
the  part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  which  the  same  are  issued, 
taken,  or  made,  and  are  authenticated  either  by  the  oath  of  some 
witness,  or  by  being  sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  a  Secretary  of  State, 
or  with  the  public  seal  of  a  British  possession,  or  with  the  official  seal 
of  a  Governor  of  a  British  possession,  or  of  a  Colonial  Secretary,  or  of 
some  secretary  or  minister  administering  a  department  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  a  British  possession. 

And  all  Courts  and  magistrates  shall  take  judicial  notice  of  every 
such  seal  as  is  in  this  section  mentioned,  and  shall  admit  in  evidence 
without  further  proof  the  documents  authenticated  by  it.

In  a  British  possession,  by  any  Judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  or 
other  officer  having  the  like  jurisdiction  as  one  of  the  magis- 
trates of  the  metropolitan  police  court  in  Bow  Street,  or  by 
such  other  Court,  Judge,  or  magistrate  as  may  be  from  time 
to  time  provided  by  an  Act  or  Ordinance  passed  by  the  legis- 
lature of  that  possession. 
If  a  fugitive  is  apprehended  and  brought  before  a  magistrate  who 
has  no  power  to  exercise  the  jurisdiction  under  this  Act  in  respect  of 
that  fugitive,  that  magistrate  shall  order  the  fugitive  to  be  brought 
before  some  magistrate  having  that  jurisdiction,  and  such  order  shall 
be  obeyed. 

31.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  in  Council  from  time  to 
time  to  make  Orders  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  to  revoke  and 
vary  any  Order  so  made,  and  every  Order  so  made  shall,  while  it  is  in 
force,  have  the  same  effect  as  if  it  were  enacted  in  this  Act. 

An  Order  in  Coimcil  made  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  shall  be 
laid  before  Parliament  as  soon  as  may  be  after  it  is  made  if  Parliament 
is  then  in  session,  or  if  not,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  commencement 
of  the  then  next  session  of  Parliament. 

32.  If  the  legislature  of  a  British  possession  pass  any  Act  or 
Ordinance —

(3.)  For  payment  of  the  costs  incurred  in  returning  a  fugitive  or  a 
prisoner,  or  in  sending  him  back  if  not  prosecuted  or  if  ac- 
quitted, or  otherwise  in  the  execution  of  this  Act ;  or 
(4.)  In  any  maimer  for  the  carrying  of  this  Act  or  any  part  thereof 
into  effect  in  that  possession, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  by  Order  in  Council  to  direct,  if  it 
seems  to  Her  Majesty  in  Council  necessary  or  proper  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  objects  of  this  Act,  that  such  Act  or  Ordinance,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  with  or  without  modification  or  alteration  be  recog- 
nized and  given  effect  to  throughout  Her  Majesty's  dominions  and  on 
the  high  seas  as  if  it  were  part  of  this  Act.

An  Ad  to  make  farther  provision  respecting  the  removal  of 
Prisoners  and  Criminal  Lunatics  from  Her  Majestjfs 
possessions  out  of  the  United  Kingdom.    \2^th  July^  1884. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  prisoners 
undergoing  sentence,  and  of  criminal  lunatics  from  one  British 
possession  to  another  British  possession,  or  to  the  United  Kingdom : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
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Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  47  ft  48  Viot. 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows :  ^'^^' 

Preliminari/. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  "  The  Colonial  Prisoners  Eemoval  Short  title. 
Act,  1884." 

Pmoners^  Removal, 

2.  Where  as  regards  a  prisoner  undergoing  sentence  of  imprison-  Remoyal  of

3. — (1.)  Where  a  prisoner  has  been  removed  in  pursuance  of  this  Betnmof 
Act,  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Government  of  a  British  possession  removed 
to  which  the  prisoner  has  been  so  removed,  may  order  the  prisoner,  P****^^®^* 
for  the  purpose  of  undergoing  the  residue  of  his  sentence,  to  be 
returned  to  the  British  possession  from  which  he  was  removed. 

(2.)  If  a  Secretary  of  State  or  the  Government  of  a  British  posses-

4. — (1.)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  in  Council  from  time 
to  time  to  make,  and  when  made,  revoke  and  vary  regulations  as  to 
the  removal,  return,  and  discharge  of  prisoners  under  mis  Act. 

(2.)  The  regulations  may  provide  for  varying  the  conditions  of  a 
sentence  of  imprisonment  passed  in  a  British  possession,  where  they 
difier  from  the  conditions  of  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  in  the  part 
of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  to  which  the  prisoner  is  removed,  with 
a  view  to  bringing  them  into  conformity  with  the  latter  conditions, 
but  the  prisoner  shall  not  by  reason  of  such  variation  undergo  an  im- 
prisonment of  any  longer  duration ;  and  where  the  latter  conditions 
appear  to  a  Secretary  of  State  to  be  more  severe  than  the  former  con- 
ditions, the  Secretary  of  State  may  remit  a  portion  of  the  imprison- 
ment, so  that  the  punishment  undergone  by  the  prisoner  shall  not  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  State  be  more  severe  than  the  punish- 
ment to  which  the  prisoner  was  originally  sentenced,  and  the  sentence 
of  imprisonment  shall,  so  long  as  the  prisoner  remains  in  the  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions  to  which  he  is  removed,  be  carried  into  effect 
as  if  the  conditions  thereof  as  so  varied  were  the  conditions  of  the 
original  sentence. 

(3.)  The  regulations  may  also  provide  for  the  forms  to  be  used 
under  this  Act  and  generally  for  the  execution  of  this  Act.* 

(4.)  All  regulations  made  under  this  section  shall  be  duly  observed 
by  all  persons,  and  shall  be  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  they  are  made.

of  such  warrant  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  authorized  by  law.

such  offence  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  offence  against  the  law  of  the 
part  of  Her  Majesty's  dominions  in  which  he  may  be  so  tried,  and 
for  all  purposes  of  and  incidental  to  the  apprehension,  trial,  and 
punishment  of  the  person  accused  of  such  offence,  and  of  and  ind-

Criminal  Lunatics. 

10. — (1.)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  a  person  in 
custody  as  a  criminal  lunatic  in  like  manner,  so  far  as  oonsist-ent  with 
the  tenor  thereof,  as  they  apply  to  a  prisoner  undergoing  sentence  of 
imprisonment ;  and  separate  regulations  may  be  made  by  Her  Majesty 
in  Council  under  this  Act  in  relation  to  criminal  lunatics  and  (subject 
to  those  regulations)  all  laws  and  regulations  in  force  in  the  part  of 
Her  Majesty's  dominions*  in  which  a  criminal  lunatic  removed  or 
returned  is  for  the  time  being  in  custody  under  a  warrant  issued  in 
pursuance  of  this  Act,  shall  apply  to  such  criminal  lunatic  as  if  he  had 
become  a  criminal  lunatic  in  that  part.

The  expression  "  prison  "  includes  any  place  for  the  confinement  or 
detention  of  prisoners  whether  convicted  or  imconvicted. 

The  expression  /^  sentence  of  imprisonment "  means  any  sentence 
involving  confinement  in  a  prison,  whether  combined  or  not  with 
labour,  and  whether  known  as  penal  servitude,  imprisonment  with 
hard  labour,  rigorous  imprisonment,  imprisonment,  or  otherwise,  and 
includes  a  sentence  awarded  by  way  of  commutation  as  well  as  an 
original  sentence  passed  b^  the  Court.

Whereas  divers  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects  have  resorted  to  and 
settled  in,  and  may  hereafter  resort  to  and  settle  in,  divers  places 
where  there  is  no  civilised  government,  and  such  settlements  have 
become  or  may  hereafter  become  possessions  of  Her  Majesty,  and  it 
is  expedient  to  extend  the  power  of  Her  Majesty  to  provide  for  the 
government  of  such  settlements,  and  for  that  purpose  to  repeal  and 
re-enact  with  amendments  the  existing  Acts  enabling  Her  Majesiy  to 
provide  for  such  government : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
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Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  50  ft  51  ^et. 
by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows :  ^-^ 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  British  Settlements  Act,  1887.        Short  title. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Council  from  Power  of  the

The  expression  "  British  Court  in  a  foreign  country  "  means  any 
British  Court  having  jurisdiction  out  of  the  Queen's  dominions 
in  pursuance  of  an  Order  in  Council,  whether  made  under  any 
Act  or  otherwise.
